While Sie James Balfour has been al- 
ways known to those conversant with the 
sources of Scotiish history , as an indefatigable 
enquirer into the ancient records of his coun- 
try, and the curious chronicler of the eventful 
period during which he lived ; it is certainly 
not a little remarkable^ that when works of 
far inferior importance have been daily drawn 
from the ^ twilight of unpublished fame,** 
that his remains, though of such general in- 
terest to the Historian, the Lawyer, the An- 
tiquary and the Genealogist, should have been 
so long withhdd from the curiosity of tiie liie- 
rary world And in the pablicaticMi of these 
voliunes, the Editor pi^sumes to flattar him- 
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self, that he is at once discharging an act of 
justice to an author, who is assuredly well 
entitled to the grateful remembrance of his 
countrymen ; and presenting to the public a 
collecticm of no inconsiderable value to a large 
dass of readers. 

In the performance of his immediate duties, 
the Editor may perhaps be allowed to daim 
the humble merit of accuracy : he has indeed 
endeavoured to render the printed text, even 
to the minutest details of orthography, as 
nearly as possible a perfect transcript of the 
ori^al autograph. In one instance alone has 
he ventured to take any lib«iy with his au^ 
thor. 

Although volumes first and second, eom«> 
prise the whole of the work denominated 
" Annales"* by Sir James, yet it was thought 
expedient, for the sak^ of uniformity, to ex- 
tend the same running title to those fmg^ 
meats of history subsequent to the conclusion 
of that treatise, which occupy the third, and 
part of the fourth volumes. TWiese, indeed, 
may be considered as forming collections for 
a continuation of the Annals, which the au- 
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thor meditated ; and if he had prosecuted this 
plan, they would probably have been tran- 
scribed, with little alteration, into the body of 
the worlc 

The Editor has now to express his grati- 
tude for the encouragement and assistance he 
has so liberally experienced in the publication 
of this work. To the Faculty of Advocates 
in general, and to many of its Members in 
particular, his sincerest acknowledgments are 
justly due. To the Right Honourable Lord 
Belhaven he respectfully offers his best thanks, 
for the permission accorded by his Lordship to 
copy the original portrait of his distinguished 
ancestor ; and he feds the greatest obligation 
to Charles Kirkpatrick Sharpe, Esquire, who 
kindly procured the sketch so admirably exe- 
cuted by William Page, Esquire. He like- 
wise begs leave to tender his acknowledg- 
ments to the Right Honourable the Earl of 
Aberdeen, for the information politely com- 
municated in regard to c^tain Manuscripts of 
Sir James Balfour, preserved in the Library of 
the British Museum.

It is to be regretted, that there should exist no &i- 
formation in regard to the private life and character 
of Sir Jamxs Balfour. The foUowing sketch of 
his talents and literary exertions, is taken from the 
Memoria Baljburiana* of Sir Robiftrt Sibbald, him- 
self an enthusiastic labourer in the field of Scotish 
history, and the intimate friend and relation of Sir 
Andrew Balfour, iri commemoration of wbos^ ser-^ 
vices, along with those of his brother Sir James, the 
work was written; 

<< The house of Balfour derives its nataie from the 
castle of Bdfore, on the river Or, the original seat 
of its progenitors; a possession which, along with 
the shrievfdty of the county of Fife, it retained for 
many generations.f The house is divided into se- 
veral families, of which those of Balgarvyf Mount-

whanney, Denmylne) Ballovy, Careston and Kirk- 
ton, are the principa]* Of these branches, many of 
the descendants have been distinguished both for 
military prowess and the arts of peace.. 

♦* The family of Denmylne, to which I at present 
limit my attention, is descended from James, son of 
Sir John Balfour of Balgarvy, who obtained from 
King James II. in the fourteenth year of his reign, 
the lands of Denmylne, situated in the parish of Ab- 
die, and county of Fife. 

^ This James Balfour was slain, ^htii^ for his 
oouDtry, in the battle of Roxburgh, soon after the 
death of King James II., as appears from a charter 
granted by James III. in favour of his son John. 
John married Qiristian Sibbald, a daughter o( Peter 
SSbbald of Rankilour; and inheriting his (kthefB 
valour and bis fiite, he fell with his soverdgn, James 
IV. in the battle <^ flodden. Patrick, his son, was 
&tber of Alexander ; and Alexander's son,- Sir Mi* 
chael, was father of the two illustrious brothers who 
form the subjects of the present memoir. Sir Mi- 
chael,^ a man equally distinguished for military bra- 
very and civil prudencci was c(Hi^)troUer of (he 
hoosehold to King Charles II. tf he greatly increased 
his patrinMmial estate ; and by his wife Jane, daugh- 
ter of James Durham of Pitkerrow, lef^ besides five 
sons, nine daughters, who all formed honouraUe 
alliances, except two, who died unmarried.

** But to return to the oldest brother, Sir James, 
who was Baron of Kynnaird ;♦ his parents no sooner 
discoVereld in him the first sparks of a superior ge- 
nius, than they carefully applied themselves to imbue 
his mind with a proper sense of piety, and with the 
elements of useful learning. What was his progress 
in literature, is abundantly manifested by the pro- 
ductions of his riper years; but his juvenile attain«> 
ments in poetry, which was a favourite study among 
the scholars of that period, is recorded by our cele- 
brated poet John Leach, (or Leochaeus) in his Stre* 
n^i^,^ published in the year 1626, of which that enti- 
tled Janus is inscribed, Genereso Juveni Jacebo Bal- 
foixrio Kinardio* 

Hunc tu canninibtu constiictutn Xacobe latinis 
Coge tills numeiii, quos Mim Caledonis aptat, 
Et natura tibi ; nam tu quoque Scotica Siren. 
Paothea nostra tua est iu culta laeta Britanno,

I verse. I have likewise seen a volume containing se- 
veral^ poems, Latin and Scots, in his own hand- 
writing, the last of which he has subscribed with his 
name. 

^* His academical studies were no sooner terminat-' 
ed, than he travelled into foreign parts, in' order to 
observe the manners of different nations, and to cul- 
tivate the acquaintance of learned men. On his re- 
turn home, he devoted himself exclusively to the 
study of the antiquities and history of his native 
country; and in this pursuit his success was wonder- 
ful. It. was indeed fortunate for his progress, that 
several learned men had, from the commencement of 
the present century, begun to illustrate the history 
of Scotland. Of these, Robert Maule, Commissary 
of St Andrews, had engaged in a work concerning 
the origin of our nation, while X)avid Buchanan had 
applied an accurate criticbm to the older monu- 
ments of Scotish story. Mr David Hume of Gods- 
croft, had undertaken to refute the objections against 
the high antiquity of the nation; the.labours of Sir 
Robert Gordon of Straloch shed no inconsiderable 
light on the earlier history of Scotland ; while Ro- 
bert Johnstone detailed the transactions of British 
policy, in conjunction with those of France, the Ne- 
therlands, and Germany, from the year 1572 to the 
year 1628. Mr William Drummond of HLawthom- 
den recorded the history of the five Jameses ; Mr 
Guthry, the events which characterised the progress 
of our civil war; and Mr Wishart (afterwards Bishop 
of Edinburgh) commemorated the actions of the ce- 
lebrated Marquis of Montrose. The geographical 
delineation of the kingdom had been greatly ad^

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the party of the King*, and was.conseqaently regarded 
with an unfavoarable eye by the hostile faction, he 
withdrew from the tumolt of contention* snd whc^y 
devoted his leisure to the prosecution of his favourite 
studies, either in the retirement of Falkland, or at 
his own estate of Kynnaird. The office of Lyon King 
at Arms, he discharged for many years with the 
greatest reputa^on, until be was at length deprived 
of that digni^ i»n the usurpation of Cromwell. 

During his retirement in thexountry^ he. collected 
many manuscripts on the art of heraldry ; .and .com- 
posed, in the vulgar language, several original trea- 
tises on that subject, some of which are now p^'eserv- 
^d in the Advocates' Library, some are in possession 
of friends to whom they were given, while others 
were dispersed or destroyed by the En^ish in the 
capture of Perth, to which town he had caused them 
to be conveyed. I shall enumerate the titles of those 
which have come to my knowledge.

only to be acquired by the consultation and oompari- 
ton of ancient authors, and the accprate investigation 
of the charters and public registers of the kingdonif 
in conjunction with the archiTes of the monasteries 
and cathedral churches. He, accordingly, (devoted 
himself with all diligence to the discovery of the mo- 
nastic chartukrles and duxmides ; and, through tho 
liberalit)r of those in whose custody they were preser^ 
ved, he was able to form a very large collection of 
^eae documents: and while it is greatly to be lament- 
ed that the greater number of these originals, having 
feilen into ignorant and sa^crilegious hands, have un^ 
fortunately perished ; we ought to rejoice that even a 
small proportion should have been preserved by the 
tardy interposition of those who ^itertained a pro* 
per sense of their importance. Like the geniua of 
their ^e, indeed, the s^le of the monks was rude 
and semi-barbarous ; but they were neither destiuitft 
of industry, of sagacity, nor of the love of truth. 
FrDm the epoch of the erection of monasteries in thia 
kingdom, they constitute the surest guides in maltera 
jctf literature, and almost the only ^tcntive and weUU 
jnfbrmed witnesses of ootemporary occurrences^ aa ' 
in the difierent cloisters one or other of the body wm 
^ihvays appointed to the fecial office of recc»rdii^ 
fi» memory of passing events.

Sir James, therefore, collected 
for his historical apparatus, as many of these docu- 
ments as he was able to procure."

<< With unwearied industry, and at great expense, 
he collected a voluminous library, stored with the 
most choice books in every department of literature ; 
but more especially rich in works illustrative of the 
history, the antiquities, and the heraldry of Scot- 
land. Scotish. history, indeed, he proposed as the 
principal object of his 8tudy,and with this intent he ac- 
cumulated all that bore any subsidiary relation to this 
his favourite pursuit. And to the more perfect accom- 
plishment of this purpose, he instituted a literary cor- 
respondence with those of his cotemporaries who 
were eminent either as histoHans or historical anti- 
iquarians,— Robert Maule, Henry Maule of Melgum, 
David Buchanan, Sir Robert Gordon of Straloch, Mr 
Roger Dodswortb, Sir William Dugdale, and Wil- 
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liam Drummond of Hawthornden, a man whom be 
admired for the elegance of his genius, and with whom 
he was connected in an intimate friendship during 
th^ whole period of his life,* And as*considerable 
light is often thrown on the darkness of former ages 
by ancient coins, rings, collars, bracelets, seals and 
other reliques of the older time, he carefully collect- 
ed and arranged, as an appendix to his library, every 
precious fragment of this ancient furniture t and as 
the Romans had been long settled in^ this northern 
part of Britain, and besides some civil edifices^ with 
inscriptions, had established many barriers and 
camps to secure the province against the incursions 
of the Scots and Picts, he diligently employed him- 
sielf in the discovery of these antiquities, some of 
which he has described in his Adversaria. 

" His principal endeavour was, however, to supply 
the deficiencies, and to correct the errors of our 
Scotish historians. With this intent he therefore 
carefully noted, from original manuscripts, the pro- 
per names, the titles, and the offices of those who, 
by their actions, had acquired historical celebrity, 
and, at the same time, the dates and circumstances 
of the events themselves. Nor did he omit the men- 
tion of any transaction of comparative importance, 
although he might not record it in a copious and 
sustained narrative, but only abruptly, and in pa- 
ragraphs ; and on this account he did not apply the 
name oi History to his works, but only styled them

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JnnalSf and the greater number are in fact nothing 
but collections towards the composition of a proper 
history. For the end which he proposed was not to ex- 
hibit a full and perfect representation of our 8cotish 
history, but simply to supply what was wanting, and 
to reflect a light on its obscurer passages. Animated 
also with the desire of vindicating from oblirion the 
memory of illustrious persons, he undertook various 
journeys through the different counties of Scotland ; 
and of all the cathedrals and principal parish church^ 
es, he carefully examined the cemeteries and monu^ 
ments, that he might copy the more remarkable epi* 
taphs they presented* The result of these research* 
es was a book of Epitaphs and Inscriptions thus col** 
lected. 

<< At the request likewise of Sir John Scot of Scots^ 
tarvet, he contributed not a little to the geographi- 
cal illustration of this kingdom. 

<< Timotl^ Pont, a yoimg man of considerable ta« 
lent, had, on foot, travelled over the whole surface^ 
both of the mainland and islands of the kingdom f 
and was the first who, from his personal observation^ 
had constructed maps and descriptions of its several 
districts^.' A sudden death arrested him, when pre« 
paring these for publication. Sir John Soot of 
Scotstarvet had given these surveys to Sir Robert 
Gordon of Straloch, to be corrected and improved ; 
and the latter had not merely obviated manyerrors and 
supplied many deficiencies, but had even added map» 
and chorographical delineations of several districts. 
Sir James Balfour likewise drew up an accurate de- 
scription of the shire of Fife, of which he was a na- 
tive, and with every part of which he was familiarly 
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acquainted, incladuig observations on the different 
monuments of antiquity, and the genealogies of its 
illustrious families* Nay he had begun to compose 
in Scots, a geographical description of the whole king- 
dom, and his common-place books contain many no- 
tices with r^;ard to the seyeral shires ; — a work with 
which tlie Dutch geographer, Mr Bleau, was so high- 
ly pleased, that in the Theatmm Scotiae, published 
by him, he dedicated to Sir James the mi^ of Lorn, 
appending to it likewise an engraving of his arms. 
But in order to cultivate to the utmost of his abili^ 
ty that peculiar province to which he was especially 
appointed, by his office of Lyon King at Arms, and 
ih^ he might advance the system of Scotish herald- 
ry to its highest perfsction ; he not only diligently 
examined the public records, the charters and pa-^ 
tents of the nobility, but likewise every indication a& 
forded by escutcheons and sepulchres, by houses, 
temples, palaces and towers* Of the works which 
he has lefi^ many sufficiently testify the care, fidelity 
add judgment with which he discharged this duty. 
The manuscript treatises written by him on these sub- 
jectsy and in the vernacular tongue, are the foUow-

^< Moreover on die adolescence of the Prince of 
Wales, who was stiled likewise the Stewart or 8e^ 
neschal of Scotland, and when the formation of 
his court was in contemplation, he deemed it 
proper to inquire into the amount of the reve- 
nue to which the hereditary Princes of Scot- 
land were entitled, either by the liberality of the 
monarch, by the laws of the realm, or in any other 
Way ; and what likewise were the privileges which 
accrued to them in right of their illustrious birth. 
Among his manuscripts he lefl one, of which the title 
is " The True present State of the Principality of 
Scotland, with .the Means, how the same may be 
most conveniently Increased, and Augmented ; with 
which is jojmed, Ane Survey, and brief Note fi^m 
the Publick Registers of the Kingdom of certain In- 
fefbnents and Confirmations given to Princes of Scot- 
land, and by them to their Vassals, of diversse Ba^ 
ronies and Lands of the Principalitie, since the 15 
year of die Reign of King Robert III. Collected by 
him with great pains." 

<* His great diligence in illustrating the history of 
our nation, is apparent from the numenms mani^ 
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scripts which he left ; for mdependently bf the exten- 
siv<s Collection of printed histcnians which his library 
contained, and besides the historical manuscripts al- 
ready mentioned^ he likewise inspected either per- 
sonally, or by deputy, evety document of any mo- 
ment which was then known to exist throughout the 
kingdom, and obtained for his use a transcript or 
abridgement of its contents. And from the histori- 
cal monuments preserved in England, ht made va- 
rious extracts, either in his own hand-^writing, or by 
the assistance of others ; and he also formed an index 
of the manuscripts there extant relatite to the afiairs 
of Scbtlimd. And in forming his collections prepara^ 
tory to the original treatises whi^h he wrote ori Scot- 
ish history^ he extracted every thing of consequence 
from all previous hlstoriinis, wheth^ printed or iii itiei^ 
ttuscript. He has thus left several ahridgeinents of 
the Books of Scone, Kambusketiethr itod bthers ; Md 
extracts from the histories of John Migor, Hector 
Boethius,- John Lesly and Budianam All these he 
disposed both in his great and siihdl» chronological 
work^ and in his Annah according to the ordet of 
time, inserting moreover the principal events whidr 
occun^ throughout the world. 

<^ In the vulgar language,- he composed a history of 
the dcotish Kings, from Fergus I. to Charles I.^ 
brief indeed, but embracing the events more esf)e- 
dally worthy of attention: he seems fikewise to 
have prbposed to write more detailed Annals of our 
Kings, commencing with the refgn of James I. snd 
tenninatii^ with the accession of Charles II; ; afnd 
appears to have evien completed those of James I. 
tfnd II. Tot he has added to the Aimals of these

Sir Michael, in the 
barony of J)enmylne.f The family is believed to be 
now extinct In the male line; but it is represented 
by the Right Honourable Lord Belhaven, as heir of

DuNCANE, basse sone to K. Malcolme the 3d, be- 
ing pledge in England with K. William Rufus, by 
quhom be was knighted, and suplied with ane armey, 
qnherwith he from England entred Scotland, and de- 
throned his wnckell, Donald, being sotemnely cromi- 
ed about the letter end of the first zeire of his rainge. 
By the fraud of hes exylcd vnckell, Donald, he was 
treacherously killed by Mack-P^der, Earle of Me^ 
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lines^ by our printed authors called Thane of the 
Meimes, and was interrid at Icolm-kill; after quhosse 
death K. Donald againe seatts himselue in the throne 
for thre zeirs, till, by Edgar,. K. Malcolme 3d 
4 sone, he was ouerthrowen in batell, and after a 
fift ipifig steeill had beine drawin before hes eyes, hes 
head wes shawen, and he sent to the monastarey of 
the Culedeis.

And this zeire, lykwayes, flor^ice. Bis: of Glas- 
gow, by the Popes permissione^ reseinged his bi»- 
chopericke; in quhosse place wes elected Walter^ 
King Williams chaplaine. 

In May this same zeire, Allane, Earle of Galloway^ 
the sone of Earle Rouland, maried the Ladey Mar- 
garett, daughter to Dauid, Earle of Huntingtone, at 
Dundie. 

In September, l^wayes, this same zeire, deyed 
Johne, Bis: of Galloway;' to qnhome succidit Walter^

In this zeire, 1208, Pope Innocent the dd hauing 
» excommunicat Johne, K. of England, and interdict- 
ed his realme, the Bischops of Sarisburrey and Ro- 
chester came to Scotland, and wer kjoidly receaued 
by K. William, quho alloued them for ther mantin- 
ence 80 chalders of whyte and raye, 66 of barley, 
and80ofottes. 

1209. 
Ther was in Maij this zeir, 1209, ane interweia 
betiux K. William and Johne, K. of England, at 
Neucastle, for 8 dayes, without aney grate conclcH 
'sionersane only that in the following ^eeire, 1210, K.

England, Johne, at London. At this same tyme he 
was knighted by K. Johne, and create Earle of Hun- 
tingtone, the 17 of the ids of Marche, and the 14 
scire of his age, in A® 1210.

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Huntingtone, werey narouly escaped by boate ; for 
all wich ther.was, notwitlistanding, a sone of K. Wil- 
liams and hes nursse drouned, the 22 of Nouember, 
1210. 

This same zeire^ Johne, K. of England, subdeued 
almost all Irland ; he killed maney churchemen, and 
all the mounkes of the Cisteauxe order that be cotdd 
apprehend, them he ather killed ore put out ther 
eyes. 

About Pasche this same zeire, deyed at Crau- 
mond, in Loutheane, Richard, Bis : of Dunkelden, 
and wes interrid at the abbey of St. Columbane, in 
the He of Emonia; and in Junij therafter, was S' 
Thomas Colueill apprehendit at Edinbru^e, and 
comitted by the K. to closse prissone for hes re- 
bellione. 

This zeire, also, deyed Jonathan, Bis^ of Dum-» 
blane, and was interrid at- Inchechaffay Abbey. In 
Julay therafter, Gilbert, Earle of Stratheme, dewyd- 
it his earldome in 3 sequall portions ; one he gaue to 
the Bischoprick of Dumblane, ane other to the mo- 
nastarey of St. Jhone the Euangelist, and mounkea 
of Inchechafirey, and the Sd portione he reserued to 
himselue and his heires. 

1211. 
In the zeire 1211, K. Williame leweis anearmey, 
and in persone goes to Rosse against the rebell Oo- 
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tbred Mack-William^ quher he bult tua castells, 
leaning Malcolme, Earle of Fyffe, Gouernour of

This zeir, 1213, deyed Reinold, Bis^ of Rosse, 
after quhosse death Mr Androw Murray wes elected 
Bis: bot he, by licience from the Pope, did resienge 
aiD^d renunce his electione; and in his roume succidit 
K. Williams chaplaine. And one 5 of Agust this 
same zeire, Adam, Abbot of Melrosse, wes elected 
Bischope of Cathnes ; and wes consecrat in the fol- 
lowing zeire^ by William Malwecine, Bis: of St An- 
drewes. 

1214. 
The 4 of the nons of December this zeir, K^ Wil- 
liam departed this lyffe^ at Streueling, the 49 zeire

The 8 of the ids of December this same zeire, 
Alexander, K. Williams sone, wes, by the nobility 
and wthers, conwayed to Scone, and ther solemly 
cromied; at quhosse coronatione assisted William 
de Boyes, the Lord Chanceler; Walter, Bis: of 
Glasgow, and Robert, electe df Rosse ; Dauid, Earle

Angus, Menteithe, Buchan, &c. 

The >5 of October this same zeir, deyed Johne, 
Bis: of Dmikelden; in quhosse place sucoeidit Hew, 
Abbot of Newbotell. 

1215. 
In the zeire 1315, Donald Bane, the sone of 
Mack- William, and Keneth Mack-Acht, with the 
seme of a pittey King of Irland, and a good anney, 
invadit the heighe lands. Against quhom Mach- 
entagar leweys ane armey, and with them ieighte a 
werey bloodiey and creuell batell, quhom h'e totally 
ouerthrowes, the 17 day ^f Julay, and solemly pre- 
sents the rebells heads to the King; for wich so 
glide seruice the King solemley knights Machenta- 
gai^ and giues likn a seirly pensione during his lySe. 
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Hhs sane zeire, also, K. Alexander, with ane 
good armey, beseidges the castell of Norham; bot 
shortly th^raifter raisses the same, and passes to Fel- 
ton Castell, quher the haill barrons of Northumber- 
land meitts him, suears to him ane othe of fiealtey, 
.and does him h<nnage« 

The 5 of Nouember this same zeir, lykwayes, dq^ 
ed Philip de Wallons, Chamberlaine to K. William, 
.and wes interred at the abbey of Melrosse. 

This same zeire, also, ther was a generally comi^ 
«ell haldin at Rome; and the clnirche of Scotland 
-fiend as commissioners therto, William Malvocine^ 
Bis: of St. Andrewes; Walter, Bis: of Glasgow; 
Bridus, Bischope of Murray; and Henrey, Abbot 
of Kelso. 

1216. 
In the zeire 1216, in the mounth of Januarij, the 
barrons of Zorkeshyre, in England, hauing come wi^ 
der the protection of K. Alexander, did ther homage, 
and gaue him ther othe of fideli^ at Melros Abbey; 
wich K. Johne of England heiiing, in grate furey, 
with a fljdng armey of Reittors, or Almaa horsmen, 
he destroyed ther willages and fiumes with fyre and 
snord; he brunt the touns of Warke, Afaxwick, Mil-

monthe, lykwayes, he brunt Hadingtone. 

This same zeire, K. Alexander, with a grate ar^ 
mey, befor K. Johnes eyes, inwads England with 
fyre and suord, and in his retume beleauguers Car^ 
leill, wich was randred to him 22 of Agust this 
zeire; and therafle^ with displayed baner, in dispyt 
aU that IC Jhone could doe in the contrarey, marches 
troughe England to Dower, quher he meitts Ludo^ 
uicke, the Dolphine of France, quho had entred 
England this zeir with a grate anney, in ayde of the 
barrons of England aganist K. Jbone, quher K. 
Alexander, fis a barrone of Enghmd, did homage to 
Lodowick, as did the remanent barrons of th^t king- 
dome, at London, quher Lodouicke and all the Eng* 
lishe barrons solemley suore, hauing takin the sacra^ 
ment, that none of them should euer make peace 
with the K. of England without the K. of Scotland. 
In this jomey of K. Alexanders, Eustace de Vesci, 
his brother in law, was killed at the seidge of Ber^ 
nard Castle* In the kings retume home, K. Johne 
thinkes to intrape him at Newwarke wpone Trent, 
quher he cuttes the bridge; bot the day befor the 
kings approche, miserable K. Jhone deyes, poyson^ 
ed by a monnke, leaning to King Al^ander the 
spoyle of hes .campe and toune, quherwith hes souL- 
liiours wer gnitumly enriched. 
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1217. 

in tliis zmCf 1217, Guallo^ the Popes Legat, 
comes to Scotland, excommunicates K. Alexander, 
*with hes quhoU nobility and gentrey, and interdicts 
4he kiogdome firom tifee wsse of aney religioiis exer- 
cisse, and scdemly, with booke and bell, corsses all 
of quhatavmener degree or qualitey that had caried 
armes aganist K. Johne of England, nou the Popes 
wassals and feodatarey; wich interdictione lasted 
from Februarij 1217 to Februarij 1218, a quhole 
aeire^ about wich tyme the Prior of Xhirsome and 
Deane of 2kirke came to Scotland, (being sent by 
the English Legat,) making tiier progresse from 
Berwick to Aberdein, and absolwed the kingdome 
from Guallos cursse and interdictione ; and in ther 
retume Jiome to England, being lodged in the Ab- 
bey of Londors, the Prior of Durseme was brunt 
to death in his ehalmber, wiqh took fyre in the 
night by chance, (hes chambennan being Terey 
drunke,) and he fast asleeip. 

This fleire, also, Richard de Maresco is consecrat 
fiischope of Dumblaine. 

1218. 
This zeire, lykwayes, Malcolme, Earle of Fyfl^ 
foundis die aVbey of Culrosse, to wich, the 6 of 
Marche, was the abbot and convent of Kinloase 
translated. 
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The Sd of the nons of Juiay this zeire, also, deyes 
£11% Coimtesse of Galloway, the wyfie of Rouland, 
and mother of Allane, Earies of GbUoway. 

In the monnthe of December this zeire, K. Aleit- 
ander hea ane interweiu with the new K« of Eof^ 
land at Northamptone, qnher he does homa^ to the 
K. of England for the earledome of Huntinglone 
and wthers landes he held of that croune. 

1219. 
This zeir deyed Ghregorey Auenell, and was in* 
terrid at Melrosse, neir to hes father, in the chanceQ 
of the chnrche, 21 Junij, 1219.

This zeir, Mr James, a chanon of St. Wictor of 
Pisa, Penetaotiareyof the Apostolicke sea, oamel^gat 
to Scotland in Maij, 1221, qnher he convocat t^-gt* 
nerall meitdng of the haill churchemen of the king- 
dome at Perth. 

EL Alexander, one S. Jhone Baptists day diis zeire, 
in the citey of Zorke, with grate solemntey marries 
the Ladey Jeane, sister to Henrey, King of Eng- 
land, and broght her home the fonrt of Aguste, to 
Roxbmghe. 

After K« Alexander and hes Qaeins borne com* 
iBg, he marries his sister, the Ladey Margaret^ with 
the especiall adwysse and consent of Henr^^ King 
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of England, to Hubert de Burgo^ Grate JustieiarqF 
of England. 

This zeire, 1829, Peiter de Vallans^ be the adwisae 
of k. Alexander, nMuried Adela, the widow of Sp( 
Walter de Lindesajr, and himselne went to Rome 
and obteined a dispensatione from the Pope, thqr 
being Tithin degres prohibit by the canon law. 

In this zeire, lykewayes, Adam, Bis: of Cathnes, is 
killed by Johne, Earle of Cathnes, togider with a 
m<mke that attendit him, named Serlo» This Earle 
Jhone, is pardoned by K. Alexander; (in respecta 
the Bis: was killed by hes men, by hes knowledge, 
quhill he was leading poore peoples come too auari- 
tionsly;) zet hes pardon cost him, forby a grat^ 
somme of monay, the Sd pairt of hes earledome ; 
and to the said Bis: wes elected Gilbert, Archdeane 
of Murray. 

1238. 

In this zeire, 1223, deyed Philip, K. of France, 
about the 43 zeire of his age ; and about this same 
tyme came the Ladey Isabell, King Alexanders sis* 
ter, home to Scotland, from the Englishe captiidtoy, 
as zet wnmayried. 

This same zeire, K. Alexander, with grate so- 
leoiitey, keipt his birthe day at Foifo ; frornqshom, 
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nt that tyme, John, Earle of Catfanes, for a good 
soume of redey money, redeimed from the King the 
8d of the earledome of Cathnes, wich in the former 
zeire he had quytclaimed to the King for the death 
of Bischope Adam ; bot the said Earle in his retome 
home, being besett by his enimnes, was killed. 

In this zeire, lykwayes, deyed Gilberte, Earle of 
Stratheme, that fomidit the abbey of Incheoffiray. 

This sfune zeire, also, K. Alexander lewies ane ar*, 
mey, and takes Oilespick and hes three sonnes, with 
Roderick, the remaining fyrebrands of Mack-Wil« 
liams rebellion in Strathnaweme, and hanges them 
with diuersse of ther followers one gibbets. 

1224. 
In Marche this zeire, 1224, the estaits of the king- 
dome gaue to the King a supplie of 10,000 poundes 
in money, to helpe to marey hes sisters. 

1225. 
In Maij 1225, deyed that gallant knight, Sk Ar* 
nold 4e Dalkeith, knight, and wes interred in die 
bodey of the qtieire of the abbey church of Melros; 
to quhom sucddit his daughter Ada, therafter ma* 
ried to Adam, the sone of Earle Arnold. 

1226. 
In diis zeire, 1226, deyed Lewes, the French King, 
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and Ralphe Manliaco, Biscbope of Dunelme; and in 
Aj^ryle therafter, William de Boyes, Chanceler of 
Scotland, being much weakned with seikines, sore 
aganist K. Alexanders will, reseinged hes office ; to 
quhom succidit Thomas de Streuelinge, the former 
Chancelers clerke, a man much beloued of the King* 
This saipe zeire, Richard, Ducke of Comuall, 
brother to the King of England, came to Scotland 
with a grate traine, and after he had saluted the 
King, went to wissit the Queine hes mother, and the 
Ladey Margarett his sister, (quhom he sutted in 
marriage) at Kingome Castle, bot returned withoute 
her, in respecte hes brother the King, for reassone of 
stait, was against it. 

1227. 

In this zeir, 1227, deyed Thomas de Streueling^ 
Chanceler of Scotland; in quhosse place succidit Mr 
Mathew Scot, elected Bischope of Aberdein this 
same zeir, quho imediatly after hes electione did re- 
seinge the office of Lord Chanceler ; and then the 
King did make Mr Gilbert de Streueling Lord 
Chanceler in his roume* 

This same zeire, also, about Witsonetyde, at Rox- 
brughcy King Alexander dubid diuers knights, 
amongest quhom was his cousin, Johne the Scot, 
Earle of Huntingtone, sone to hes wnckell, Dauid, 
Earle of Angus and Carrick. 
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This zeire, also, deyed William, the gone of S<^ 
Johne Home, knight, to quhome succidit his-grande- 
chyld, Johne de L4tndells. 

1229. 

In the zeire 1229, the foondatione of the abbey of 
Balmurenache, in Fy£fe, being accomplished by K. 
Alexander and hes mother, Queine Ermagard, th^ 
sent to it the convent of Melrosse, with Allane ther 
Abbot. 

In this zeire, also, Allane, Earle of Galloway, wente 
to Irland, and ther maried the daughter of Hen de 
Lacey, and in his returne, hauing had maney of hia 
seruants drouned, himselue and hes ladey werey 
narouly escaping. 

In Julay, diis same zeire, deyed Malcolme, Earle 
of Fyfie, and was interrid in the ohurche of St Ser- 
uane, in Culrose Abbey, fomidit by himselue; to 
quhom succidit his brother sone, named Malcolme, 
becausse he had no children of hes auen.

to quhom succidit Henrey, Abbot of Holyrud- 
housse. 

In this zeire, lykwayes, Patrick^ Earleof Dunn 
bar, and Allane Dumrarte, in pretendit zeall for. the 
comonwealth, with a grate armey of tber fbllower% 
came to Edinbrughe Castle, from quhence^ at ther 
coming, fled Walter, Earle 6f Menteithe, with hia 
associatts, quho had gaindthe Kings eare since hia 
retume from. Zorke, convaning the King and Queine 
to Warke CasUe, to meitt with his father in law^

And mudb abont the same tyme 
deyed William, Bis: o£ Gla^ow, called Bodingtone, 
quho for a longe tyme wes Chanceler of Scotland^

This zeire the Countessc of Menteith, that had 
maried S' John Russell, complaines to Pope Wi^ 
bane^ newly dected, that dio was wronged by Ae 
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Spqtt^ King and his.nobiUtjy quho had wropgfully 
takin her earldome from her (as sl^oe alledged); for 
the determining of wich causse the Pope sent his 
Legat a latere ; quho comes to 2iOrke, and ther cittes 
befor him Walter Bullocke, th^ pow Earle of Men- 
teith, with almo3t the quhoU nobility^ and cheifFe of 
the clergie of Scotland, to giue testimoney of the 
bussines. The King, findi^g hii^selue and hes prerp- 
gatiue so wronged in this bussines appealles from the

This zeire, 1263, was the batell of Largis foughtin 
betuix K. Alexander the 3d. and Haco, K. of Nor- 
way.. Alexander Steuart, grate grand chyld to the 
first Walter, called of Bundonald, was generall of 
the Scotts armey, quho walliantly ouerthrew the 
Noruegian King, and hes quhol armey. This Alex- 
ander was grand father to Walter, that married the 
Lady Mariorey, daughter to K. Robert the 1. Few 
men of marcke deyed of the Scotts this day, exept 
S^ Peiter Curee, knight, a stoute and resolute com- 
mander, Ao 16 of K. Alexander the Sds rainge* 
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This same zeire, also, the Qaeine was brought to 
bed of fiure sone at Jedworthe, and wes christned 
Alexander, by Gameline, Bis: of Su Andrewes. He 
was borne the IS day of Januarij, one St. Anns 
day. 

1264. 

InFebmarij, 1264, the K. of the He of Man nitett 
K. Alexander at Drumfries, and became his leige* 
man, and ther did him bcwoage, one condkione that 
quhen the K. of Norway should inwade Man, that 
then he shoidd haue shelter in anley place of Soot- 
land, and protectione from the King: and he did 
obleidge himselue to fiirnishe the King with 12 gal- 
Ues of 24 ores apice, at all tymes quhen so euer die 
said King should employ him. 

In Maij this same zeire^ Alexander Comyne, 
Earle of Buchane, William Comyne, Earle of Mai", 
and Allane Durwart, with a grate armey, went to 
the Westeme lies, and ther killed a grate maney of 
thesse quho had persuadit Haco, K. of Norway, to 
inwade Scotland, and banished the remnent, and so 
returned with a grate bootie. 

This aseire, also, deyed Roger de Quinci^ Earle oi 
of Winchester, and Grate Constable of Scotland, 
qnhosse lands wer dewydit amoi^est hes S dauglv- 
ters.

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This same aeire deyed Nicolaus de SouiUes, I«ord 
of Liddisdaill, at Boiiaai in France, the wyssest and 
most eloquent man diat Scotland had; and to him 
succidit his sone WilUani. 

Dauid Hastings, Earle of Athole, Colbane, sone to 
the Earle of Fyffe, and diners others, wer knighted 
by K. Alexander, this zeire, in September, at Scone. 

This same zeire, also, the batell of Leveies wes 
foughtin, in wich was takin prissoners Robert Qruis 
and Johne Comyne, and imprissoned in the castdl of 
Dora* 

In tins zeire, after the batell of Largis, quherin 
Haco, K. of Norway, lost hes nephew, in grate sor-^ 
row and greifie he eame to Orkney, and ther wintred^ 
and in Jannarij deyed ; to qubom 'succidit his sone 
Magnus, quho, imediatly after his fathers deaths 
sendt the letters c^ diuers grate men of Scotland to 
JL Alttiander, quho had inwitted and solicit his &* 
ther to inwade Scotland 

In the following zeire, 1265, King Alexander 
sent Reynold Roxbrughe ambassador to Ndrway, a 
tnounke 6f Melroase, a man lean)ced,.politicke, and 
eloquent, to conclude a peace and amitey with the 
Noruegian king; he handled hes bussines so weiU^ 
that he obteined the Westerne lies to the Scotts 
croune, for the payment of 4000 merks starling, to 
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be payed ajt one tenne, and consigned in the Bis: of 
Orknayes hands.

In the zeire 1266, Reynold the mounke, the Kings 
ambassador, returned from Norway, with the Chan- 
celer of that kingdome, quho brought withim the for-» 
said leauge, wich K. Alexander did solemly sueare 
at Scone, in Maij. 

This same zeire deyed Malcolme, Earle of Fyffe, 
qohosse widow, after her husbands death, married 
the eldest sone and heire of the Earle of Mar. 

Heu Oiffitrt, Ix>rd Zester, and S^ Robert Manerii, 
Chamberlaine of Scotland, deyed lykwayes both of 
them this same zeire. 

1267. 

Dauid Hastings, Earle of Athole, and Adam, 
Earle of Carridce, with diuers vthers noblemen and 
knights, embraced the crosseado for the Holy Land* 
wiche was inoynd this zeir, 1267, by Pope Clement, 
and proclamed heir in 3cot)and by hes Legat, Octo- 
bonu9» This same Legat also loioyned the haill 
d^rg^e and churche of Scotland to the tent of all ther 
churche leaings for a zeire to the King of England, 
wich tbfij altogidder refussed. 

In Mfirche, this zeir, deyed the King of ]^fan, 
quhosse widdow, the daughter of Ewen of Argyle, 
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was therafter maried to Malisse, Earle. of Stiath^ 
erne. 

This zeire deyed also theCountesse of Mar, sister 
to Alexander Comyne, Earle of Buchan ; and Adam^ 
Lord of Dalkeith, and hes daughter Lora, and wer 
solemly interred at Melros. 

1268. 

Li the 1268, departed this lyffe Johne, Bis: of 
Glasgow, at Meldam, qu&er lie was interred; in 
quhosse rome was elected WilHam Witchard, Lord 
Chanceler of Scotland, quhb deyed also within 3 
digres after his election; and in hes roume wes elect- 
ed and €onsecrat hes nqAew,Robeyte Witchard, 
Archdeane of Louthean. 

Li Nouember, this zeire, deyed Johne Ederhame, 
Abbot of Melros; and'in his place succidit Robert 
Keldelight, a mounke of Neubotell, sometyme Lord 
Chanceler of Scotland,^ in the 1 zeire of K» Alex:

1269: 
This zeire, 1269, the King was troubled to com- 
posse a contrawersey that had arrissen betuix Dauid 
Hastings, Earle of Athole, and Johne Comyne, for 
a castell called Blare, built by Johne in preiudice of 
Dauid, as he alledgett ; wich castell the King or- 
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daned Jhone to dispone to Earle Dauid, and he to 
giue him 500 merkes, in redey money, for the same. 

This zeire S^ Reynold Le Chine demitted hes of- 
fice of Grate Chameriane of Scotland; and in hes 
place succidit one much beloued by the King and 
nidbiUty, viz. & Thomas, the sone of Thomas, the 
soneof RandelL . 

This same zeire, in Decenfber, deyed St. Lewes, 
die Frendi.'Eing, at Tunis, in Affirick, feighting 
aganist the Saracens; and with him Dauid, Earle 
of Athole, qnhosse bones wer brought home to 
Scotland, and interred in the cathedrall churdie of 
Donkelden. 

Tips zeire, .also, deyed Al Buine, Bis: <^ Brec&in, 
to him succidit William Kelonacke; and Lora, 
Countesse of Athole ; shoe was interred -at Melrofi* 

This zeire, lykwayes, deyed Johne BalioU, that 
fbundit a colledge at Oxford, in England. 

And in September deyed Adam de Kilcontache, 
Earle of Carrick, at Aeon in PaL^stina; quhosse 
vidow, Dina, Countesse of Carricke, was therafter 
married to Robert de Bruis the zounger. 

1270. 
In Februarij this zeire, 1270, William Comyne, 
Earle of Mar, and Simon, Abbot of Bumfermlin^ 
wer sent ambassadors to EIngland, for the earledome 
of Huntingtone. 
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In Appryle, this zeire, deyed Colbane, Earle of 
Fyffe, leuing a sone of 8 zeirs of age to succeid him, 
quhosse warde and marriage wes giuen to Prince 
Alexander, the Kings eldeste sone, wntill the heire 
wer past hes minoritey. 

This same zeire, also, deyed Walter de Baltrodi, 
Bis: of Cathnes; and in his sea succeided NicoU, 
Abbot of Scone.

This zeir William de Ferriers, sone to the Coun- 
tesse of Ferriers, (shoe was the elder daughter of 
Roger de Quinci, Earle of Winchester, and Grrate 
Constable of Scotland,) married the widdow of Col-* 
bane, Earle of Fyfie, laitly dead; Alexander Co* 
myne, Earle of Buchan, being forced to repone him 
to the place and dignitey of Grate Constable of Scot-* 
land, quherof he had possesed himselue, pretending 
a right from hes wyffe, shoe being the zoungest 
daughter of Roger, Earle of Winchester,, 

1271. 
This zeire, 1271, the Kingkeipt 5 bischoperickes 
waickand in his auen hand, viz. 
Glasgow, 
Brechin, 
St. Andrewes^ 
Aberdein, 
Cathnes. 
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1272. 

In Maij, 1272, Robert Witcharte, at the sollicita- 
tione of William Witcharte, Lord Chanceler of 
Scotland, is promotted to the bischoperick of Glas-. 
gow, being formerly Archdeane of Loutheane; and 
at Michellmesse, at Hadingtone, William de Soulis, 
the sone and heire of NicoU, Lord Liddisdaill, is 
^emly knighted by K. Alexander. 

This same zeire, also, deyed that gallant and ge- 
nerous noble mane, Malisse, Earle of Stratheme, in 
France ; qnhosse corpes wer enbalmed and brought 
home to Scotland, and solemly interred at Dum* 
blaine : and in the mounthe of Nouember deyed Ro« 
bert, Bis: of Ross, quho did bulde Rossemarkeyi 
And to him succidit Robert, the Archdeane of Ross* 

1273. 

This same zeire, lykwayes, deyes Adam, Earle of 
Carrick, in the Holy Land, leuing one only daugh- 
ter, his heire, named Martha, quha succidit him in 
the earledome, and married Robert Bruce, Lord of 
Anandaill and Cleueland, at his castell of Tum- 
burrey, in Ao 1273, betuix quhome was procreat 
the noble and waUiant K. Robert the I. 

One Su Magnus day, this zeire, deyed the grate 
Chamberkdne of Scotland, Richard Innerkethin^ 
Bis: of Bunkelden, a worthey prelat, and a werey 
fiiithftdl counscUer; his corps wer interrid in the 
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cathedrall church at Dunk^dm^ and hes harte wes 
sent to the queire of St. Columbans church in Emo- 
na. To him succidit in the sea his auen deajie> Ro- 
bert de Stutmutts, the Kings cousin^ 

MachabeuSf this zeire elected Bis: of Ross^ is 
consecrat by the Pope himselue at Borne. 
: This zeir^ also, William Frasser, deane of Glafr* 
gow, is by K. Alexander created ^.ord Chanceler of 
Scotland. 

This zeire, at Zorke, ther was a soleme interwieu 
betuix K. Alexander and the King of England, he^ 
for quhom ther was debaitit a grate contrawersey 
betuix Johne Comyne and Walter Bullock, for the 
earldome of Menteithe; in respecte that William, 
the eldest sone of Johne Comyne, had married the 
only daughter of the last Countesse, quha was the 
undoubted and righteous heire of th^ earledome of 
Menteithe. 

- About this same tyme deyed Robert, Abbot of 
Melros, formerly Abbot of DumfennliQg* ajid Lord 
Chanceler of Scotland. 

K74. 
In the zeire 12t4, William, the electe Bis: of Bre^ 
chin, after he had longe danceit attendance at the 
courte of Rome for his consecratione, ther deyed ; 
after quhom wes elected William, a fiiar predicant, 
quho, for the smallnesse of the benefice, wold not 
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accept; and shortly after deyed Mathew, Bis: of 
R0SS9 after quhome was elected to that sea, Thomas 
de Fjuine. 

This zeire, deyed Margarett, Queine of Scotland, 
daughter to Henrey, and sister to Eduard, Kinges 
of Ijigland, at Couper Castle, 4 of Marche, and wes 
interred at Dumfenoling. 

1276. 

This zeire, 1275, deyed that actiiie and gallant 
knight, Allane Burwarte, some tyme Earle of Atholl, 
and was interred in the abbey churche of Couper 
in Angus, leuing S daughters, his heirs, amongest 
quhom his lands ware equally dewydit* 

This zeire, the moani;kes and clergey of the^^Cis* 
tertian Order in Scotland, gaue a subsidey for all 
ther order to Bagundus, the Popes Legat, of 50,000 
merkes, towards the charge of Holy war. 

This zeir, Mr Archbald, Archdene of Murray^ 
and Friar William, of the order of predicants, are 
consecrat Bishops of Cathnes and Brechin. 

1276. 
This zeire, also^ Deruorgilla, the daughter of Al- 
lane, Earle of Galloway, foundit the Abbey of Sueit- 
harte, in Galloway, in Ao 1276. 
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1277. 
In the zeire 1277, flourished Jacobus de Voragine, 
quho wreat that booke called Legenda Aurea. 

1278. 
About the letter end of the mounthe of Marche^ 
1278, Rodolphe, the Emperour, ouerthrowes Otto- 
acer, Kling of Bohemia, and &om him recouers Aus- 
tria, by wich occasione Austria came to the Earles 
of Habspurge. 

1279. 
In Aguste, 1279, deyed Bauid, 2d sone to K. 
Alexander the 3d, at Streuelin Castle, and wes in- 
terrld at Dumfermling amongest the kinges. 

1280. . 
This zeire, 1280, Prince Alexander, K. Alexander 
the 8d eldest sone, at Roxbrughe, the Sunday after 
St Martins day, was solemly married to the Earle 
of Flanders daughter, with grate feasting and tri- 
umphe. 

1281. 
In Maij, 1281, the Ladey Margaret, K. Alexan- 
der the Sds eldeste daughter, was solemily maried 
to Haco, K. of Norway, quho tooke shipping for 
Norway the 14 day of Agust following, this same 
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zeire, with a grate traine, to accompaney her home to 
Norway ; the chieffe amongest them were, Walter, 
Earle of Menteith, and hes Comitesse; Abbot of 
Babnurenache ; S^ Benuurd Mouat, knight; with 
diuers others. The said Abbot and S^" Bernard 
wer bothe drouned in ther retume home, with 30 
persons more. * 

1282. 
This zeir, 1282, Duncane, the sone of Colbane^ 
Earle of Fyfife, hauing past his minority, entred to 
the possesione of his earldome. 

1283. 
This zeire, 1283, wes a werey sorrowftdl zeire for 
Scotland; for in September deyed the kingdomes 
hope, Prince Alexander, in the 20 zeire of his age, 
at the Abbey of Londors, and wes solemly inierred 
At Dumfermlinge ; and within a mounthe after his 
death, deyed his sister, the Ladey Margarett, Queine 
of Norway, hauing lined not aboue a zeire and 6 
monnthes maried to K. Haco. By him she had one 
only daughter, named Margarett, quha deyed a 
chyld lykwayes. 

1284. 
This zeire, 1284, Tangador, the Tartarian king 
. of Persia, that became a Mahometan, is killed in 
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hetell by Argon, quho was solemley crounid King of 
Persia, and maney other kingdomes ; he was a grate 
fauorer of the Christians, and one that inclynid 
much to admihister justice. 

1285. 
In Agust, 1285, K. Alexander the 3d being muche 
pressed by the Lords of hes counsell,». and also by 
the estaits of the kingdome, to marrey, he sent am- 
bassadors, Thomas Tartar, Lord Chanceler of Scot- 
land, Sr Patrick Grhame, Sr Williame St. Claire, 
and Sr Johne de Soulis, Knights, to France, ther 
to weed him a wyffe; quho brought with them, in 
the begining of February 1286, home to Scotland, 
Jpletta, the daughter of the Eaiie of Dreuxe, or 
Droco, in France, a beutifiill and comiley ladey. 
Shoe was maried to the Kling solemly at Jedwood, 
with grate feasting, the Sunday after her arriuall to 
Scotland* 

1286. 
The 14 day <^ Appryle, 1286, K. Alexander, 
hunting a litle bewest Kingome, apairt from his 
traine, the courser quherone he red rusht to the 
ground with him, with a full strenthe, and flinges 
the King quyte from him'; by wich fall he brooke 
hes necke bone, and so presently departed this 
lyffe, without speaking one word. His corpes wer 
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enbalmid, and solemily interrid at Dumfermling 
amongest his predicessors. Neuer was ther more 
lamentadone and sorrow for a king in Scotland, then 
for him; for the nobility, clergie, and, aboue all, the 
gentrey and comons, bedoued hes coffin for 17 dayes 
qpace with rinoletts of teares. 



AFTIB K. ALEXANDER THE THBID8 DEATH. 

AvTEB the death of E. Alexander the Sd, the king^ 
dome was without a King 6 zeires and 9 monnthes, 
as it was fortold by ane old proficey:

ZiCt the estaits of the kingdome, till all contr»- 
werted tytills wer discussed, did make choysse of 6 
protectors or gouemours, viz. South the riuer of

Robert, Bis: of Glasgow, 

Johne Comyne, 

James, Grate Steuarte <^ Scotland; 
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and the gouemours be northe of the riuer of Forthe, 
wer 

William Fraser, Bis: of St Andrewes, 
Duncane^ Earle of Fyife, 
Johne Ckmiyne^ Earle of Buchan. 
And this same zeire, after the parliament dissoiued, 
one o'the gouemors departed this lyffe, viz. Dun- 
cane, Earle of FyflTe ; in quhosse place wes elected 
the Bischope of Dnnkelden, in a parliament holdin 
at Perthe, the 15 day after Pasche. Grate wer the 
disputts in this parliament anent the successione to 
thd croune ; the maine disput being anent the more 
waliditie of tytill of the Bruce or BalioU ; the ma- 
niesfwoyces went with the Bruce, in respecte that 
Robert Bruce wes the first borne heire maill^ and a 
degtee neirer the croune then was Johne BaliolU al- 
tho borne b£ the second daughter of Damd, Earle of 
Huntingtone, brother to Malcolme the 4. and Wil- 
liam, Kinges of Scotland. After longe and muche 
debait, (as said is,) the parliament concludid in 
this, that since the contrauersey was so intricat 
betui^ dMr tuo pryme pretenders, and the argu- 
ments one both syds so grate ^d waightey; and 
that the pretenders dayly incressed in number, that 
did absolutly submitt the determinatione and decis- 
sione of that contrawers^y to Eduard, King of Eng- 
land: and to that efiecte, the parliament made 
choysse of the Bis: of Brechin^ the Abbot off Jed- 
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wood, and S^ Geoffrey Moubray, quhome they sent 
ambassadors to King Eduard of England, to know 
hes determinatione; quho tooke ther iomey from* 
Scotland to Gasconey in France, qtlher tlien K. Ed- 
uard was. 

128T. 
In A® 1287, Pope Honorius the Thrid depairts 
this lyffe, at Rome, the 5 day of the mounth of 
. Apryle ; and to him succidit, in the pontificall chldre, 
Jerome of Picenna, general of order of St Franctf, 
and Cardinall Prsihestin. After his electione^ he 
was called Pope Nicolaus the 4* . 

1288. 
About the begining of the mounthe of Februarij, 
1288, Lescus, King of Polonia, depairts this mortall 
lyffe issewles ; and that kingdome wanted a King for 
diuersse zeirs, wntill that PraemisUiws was crottned 
King. 

1289. 
This zeire, 1S89, Elphls, Sultan of ^gypte and 
Babylone, takes from the Christians^ Tyrus, Sydon, 
Tripolis, and Ptolemais; and the Christians for the 
most pairt fleeing from thesse places to the lyluid 
cf Cyprus, wer all drouned in the sea. 
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1290. 
Now to begin with the zeire of onre redemptione 
1290^ qnherin deyed the father of furies, Ertngutes 
or Orthrogull, (as some wretts him,} father of Otto- 
man, the first King of the Turkes, and the gsound 
stone of the Othoman empyre, the plauge and scourge 
of all that bearis the name of Christiane. 

I29L 
In Ao I29I, deyes Rodolf^e, the Roman Empe- 
Tonre, the 15 day of Julay, aged 73 zeires and 5 
moniths, and in the 18 zeire of his rainge, and wes 
interrid at Spires. His funerall c^emohies perform- 
ed, the electors meitt and choysse for Roman Em- 
perour, Adolphe, Eark of Nassaw, quho was solem- 
I^ crouned this zeire at Aixe* 

1292. 

After a world of bussines and tormyles, quherin 
the stait of Scotland was plunged and tossed in by a 
poUiticke and ambitious judge, to quhosse determi- 
natione they, in a parliament at Perth, had foulisly 
rabmitted that wieh only belonged to them properly 
to judge ofie ; at last K. Eduard of England, for hes 
ouen priuat ends, to the grate detriment of the Scotts 
comonweill, aganist all law and equitey, decemes in 
fauor of Johne Balioll, quho was accordingly so- 
lemly crouned at Scone, the last day of Nouember, 
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In Ao 1292) not without the contrair protestatione 
of maney of eache estait present; the gratest being 
absent.

In Marche, 12935 Humbert, Dolphine of Vlen-^ 
nois, invests himselue in a mounkishe habitt, and 
altogider quyting the world, reteirs to a solitarey 
cell, leaning his estait to his sone.

Johne Steiuurte, with ther haill S^Uowers, wer almost 
all killed. 

This same xeire, » William Wallace, the Pro^ 
tiector, beseidged the castell of Dundie in Angus, 
and tQoke the ^ame^ the last of September, and put 
stk the Engliflhe therein to the suord ; and vpime 
the nixt day, being the first of Nouember, he rane- 
eoimtred the EngUsha »nney ^»e Crageymure, eom- 
mandit by 8r Heu Oreainghame^ "^Ok quhome he 
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fought a werey grate batell, and killed aboiie 4000 
ikiglishe, with ther generall, Cresinghame. Non 
of the Scotts deyed that day of note, saue onley S' 
Andrew Murray, the father of noble &" Androw 
Murray, quho was therafter Gouemour of Scot^ 
land, and did soundly reuenge hes &thers death 
Tpone the Ikiglishe. One this batell, I find that 
Arnold Blare, chaplaine to Wallace^ hath left ws, 
in his diarrey, tiiesse mounkishe werses r — 

Ex quo cor Talidum ^oti sumpiere monentt 
'Willielmo Vallace, et eos guermre docente, 
Vt quos captiuot tenent gens Angiica vhiot, 
Ad proprium Scoti fecerunt dto reuerti ;

This zeire, the Protector, with his armey, invads 
BIngland, and with fyre and suord destroyes at Nor- 
thumberland, and chases the Englishe armey ouer 
the riuer of Teies, and so retumes with a grate spoyle. 

This same zeire, also, in the mounthe of Junij^ 
the batell of Black Ironsyde, in Fyfieshyre, wes 
fought betuix S>^ William Vallace, the Protector, 
and Amyer de Vallence, Earle of Pembrocke, ge- 
nerall of the Englishe armey; in wich batell the 
Englishe wer totaUy routted and ouerthrouen* Sf 
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Duncane Balfour, Shriffe of Fyffe, wes killed, and 
Sr Johne Grhame was hurte, only of the Scotts of 
quality. 

In Agu8t, this zeire, the Protector, accompanied 
with S* Johne Grhame, S^ Johne Menteithe, and 
& Alexander Scrjrmgeour, constable of Dundie^ 
with 500 resolute shouldiours, seuerly punished the 
fbolishe Gallouidians, that had partied the Englishe 
and Cumyns aganist ther auen countrey ; and in ther 
retume south, they, by night, brunt 300 Englishe 
in the bames of Aire. 

1299. 

In the begining of the zeire 1299, the Aotector 
ouerthrew the Eqglishe in three grate conflicts^ neix 
Pejrth^ broke the bridge, so that the Englishe iii 
ther flight wer maney of them drouned in the riuer 
Tay, with ther commander, S^ Johne Vidringtone. 

In the mounthe of Maij, this same zeire, the Pro- 
tector, Sr William Vallace, demitted hes gouemi- 
ment ; in quhosse place was elected Johne Comyney 
the zounger, to be Gouemour, quho did carey hinif- 
selue noblie and walliantly in defence of hes coun- 
trey, till after the batell of Roslyne, at wich tyme he 
made basly defectione to the Englishe, and suore 
£ealty to the ^ant^ King Eduard. Vpone quhosse 
de&ctione, S^ Jhone Soulis, Lord of Liddisdaill, was 
made Gouemour. 
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laoo. 

In the zeire 1300, Johne Comyne, the GouefnouTi 
dtAk the Etigtishe Aimey 2 setien^ ifmIbB ; and this 
IMtte 2eir K» Ediiard sent $i grate anMy to Fytk, 
tm^ tfnuerably w^tit the Mine* The Ooacrnoilt sent 
8^ Johne Fraset with 4000 men in thcv reii^a^ quha 
t>A;en cut them shortei ftnd in Jitnij, in ft butdl neit 
the castell of Lindof^, a«6li$ted by » WQliam WiO^ 
kce, ouerihrew them quyte^ and killed ther g«Mrall^ 
Sr Johne Pseworth. This batt^ll is oAlled Dilkcat^ 
rew field, quherin 3000 Englishe wer killed, and 500 
takin prissoners ; the Scotts lost not aboue 300, in re-

Jfreis, the 13 of Februarij, and in the churche thor 
hauing meitt with Johne Comyne, did accusse him 
of hii^ wicked and perfidious dealing and treaeherey 
touards hun, in reweilling the band of confederaoey 
betuix. them» contrair bes faith» begude to denay; 
bot Robert, iinpatient, stabid him in the brest, with 
his cousin, S^ Robert Comyne, quhom James Ian* 
desay, and Roger Kilpatricke, did quickly dispatche. 
This same zeire, the 7 of September, S' William 
Vallace, sometyme Gouemour of Scotland, was frau- 
dulently, not suspecting aney gyle, betrayed and ta- 
kin by S^* Johne Menteith at Glasgow, and deli- 
uered to the creuell and inhumaine Qnrant of Eng- 
land, King Eduard the 1. by quhom he was caried 
to London, and ther execut and dismembred most 
inhumanly, and that for the defence of hes auen na»* 
tiue countrey.

The 6 of Appryle, this zeir 1306, Robert Brttce^ 
Earle of Carrick, was solemly crouned at Scone; in

This zeire of E. Roberts coronation was werey 
infbrtimat to him; for in 3 moimthes he wes 2 seue- 
rall tymes oaerthrou^i by the leiuetenants o£ K. £d«> 
uard of Engknd : 1. at Methnen^ by Aymer de Wal- 
lence, Earle of Pembrock, Gouemour of Scotland for 
K. Eduard of England, the 19 day of Junij : second-* 
ly, in the confines of Athole, the 18 day of Auguste» 
at Dairy. 

This same zeire, lykwayes, William, Earle of 
Ro9, tooke K. Roberts wyffe prissoner, and deliuer- 
ed her to the tyrant of England, quher sho re- 
maned a prissoner till the batell of Banock-bnme. 

This zeire ther was a mutuall endenture mi|de h^ 
tuix Sr Gilbert Hay of Erole, S^ Neill CampbeU of 
Lochaw, and S^ Alexander Setton, knights, at the 
abbey of Londors, to defend King Robert and hes 
croune to the last of ther bloodes and fortunes; 
wpone the sealling of the said indenture, they so- 
lemly toke the sacrament at St Maries altar, in the 
said abbey-chwrche. 
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In the zeire 1307, &" Simon Fraser Mid Sk Wal-

Eduard the 2d of England, is killed by the nobility 
of that kingdome, for abuzing the kings authoritie 
andgoodnes. 

1S12. 

The zeire 1S12, the Emperour Henrey comes to 
Rome, and is solemly crouned by thesse Cardinalls 
appoynted by the Pope for that efiecte. 

This zeir^ the fiunous order of the Templars was 
abrogat for euer, by the priuat sentence of Pope Cle- 
ment the 5, at the instigatione of Philipe, the Frenche 
Kili^s quho did accusse them for heretiquea, to ob* 
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teine to himselue ther possesions in France, wich 
wer maney and grate. So throughe out the quholl 
Christian worlde, in one day, thes order was extin^ 
quished and snpprest 

1313. 

In Sept^nber 1313, K. Robert by assanlte, takes 
the toune of Perth from the Englishe ; kills the ga- 
rissone eurey mothers sone, fills the fussies, lenells 
the walls with the ground, and bumes the tonne. 

This zeire, also, K. Robert takes from the Englishe 
by force, the castells of Bute, Drumfreis, and Dal- 
suyntone, bH wiche he leuells with the ground ; and 
immediady therafter, with a fleing armey enters 
England, crosses Tyne aboue Neucastell, and bumes 
Dunelme. 

One Festrins eine this zeire, also, did S^ James 
Douglas takes the castell of Roxbrughe from the 
Englishe ; and one the 14 day of Marche therafter, 
Edinbrughe castell was takin by Thomas Randell, 
Earle of Murray, the Kings nephew, and the Eng- 
lishe garisone put to the suord ; as the olde rythmes 
6f Magnus, the friare, can beare record.

This zeir deyed & Roger Moubrey, quho by 
sentence of parliament was conuicte of tressone 
aganist the King* Hes bodey was ordained to be 
publicly drawen after horsses ; but the Kings auen 
goodnes wold not tyranize (as he said) oix^f the 
dead, bot comiaandit his coipes to be interred. 
. In Ma^, this same zeire, K. Boben beinng at 
Berwick, Pope Johne did send a Nuntio to him, de-* 
syring him that he wold leaue offe the destrojming 
flbey more of the King of Englands domions^ wiitill 
^e Pope wer fully informed of the equitey and pr^ 
tendit tytill of the Englishe King to the oroune of 
Scotland: the King gaue the Nunceo maney faire

The secte of Ilagdlants first knowen to the worlde 
dus zeire, bot shordey dierafter condemned by the 
Pope. 

1848. 
The begining of Marche this seir, 1348, by the 
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Pqpea medialkme, ther was a peace concludit betuix 
Englishe and Frenche. 

Lewes, King of Hungarey, this zeire, also, the 
brother <^ Androw, late King of Naplis, murthered 
by his Queine, entres Naples by force of armes, and 
expells Queine Joane, that leued and licentious 
Princesse. Shoe fleies to Auinione, in Prowance, 
and ther shelters herselue wnder St Peiters keyes, 
with the Pope, als olde baude as shoe was ane adul- 
teresse. 

In the zeire 1S49, Humbert, Prince of Daulphi- 
nizie, leaues his principalitie to the eldest sonne of 
the croune of France for euer, with this especiall 
conditione and caueat, that the said eldest sone of 
France should for euer carey the tytill of Dolphin 
of Vie^nois, wich is the chieffe toune of this pro- 
vince, with the armes of the same, wich they doe to 
this day.

1350. 
In the zeir 1350, S^ Dauid Barclay, knight, was 
traiterously killed at Aberdeine, one Festrings eiuen,

The Englishe, this zeire, before the trewes ex- 
pyred betuix the Frenche and them, by a strate- 
geme, take the stronge castell of Guinesse. 

This zeire, also, Charles of Spaine, of the housse 
of Casteille, is created Earle of Angolseme ; and to 
him was giuen in marriage the daughter of the Earle 
of Blois. He was therafter killed by the King of 
Nauar, for some priuat quarrells amongest them. 

1352. 
In Ao 1352, Amurath, hauing succidit to his bro- 
ther Solyman in the Turkishe kingdome, transports 
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the seat of his empyre to Andrinople, in Europe, 
quher he mfests the Oreike empyre with eontinuall 
Yarre^ to its daylie losse. 

The Genuans ouerthrow the Venetian fleet, this 
ceire, in a grate batell at sea, neire the citey of Con- 
stantinople. 

The 8 <^ the ids of December, this zeire. Pope 
Clement the 6 departis this lyffis at Auinione ; and 
to him succidis Stephane Alberti, Cardinall of Os- 
tia, a Limowicin, by the name of Innocent the 6. 

1353. 

The zeire 1353, deyed the Ladey Maude, King 
Dauids sister, and was interrid at Dumfermling. 
Sho was married to one Thomas Isack, by quhom 
sho had issew 2 daughters. Joane, the eldest, was 
maried to Jhone, Lord of Lome, and had a nume- 
rous issew. Cathareine, the 2d daughter, was not 
married, nather left.aney issew of her bodey, and 
deyed at Strewelin. 

This same zeire, in Aguste, was "William Dou^ 
las, Lord of Lidisdaill, killed by hes auen cousin, 
William, first Earle of Douglas, in Etrick forres^ 
neire Oladwood. .

In this zeire, 1854, Eduard Balioll, that Tsurper 
of the Scotts croune, being diffident of hes auen 
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abilitey to possese the Scotte throne, quherinto he 
had, aganist all right, intrudit himselue, seing thesse 
that formerlie had partiedand assisted him daylie 
make defectione from him to K. Dauid the 2d, re- 
seings and ouergiues all right, be quhatsomeuer ty^

The Venetians receaue a notable oueifthrow thik 
xeire, by sea, from the Genuans, neire a promonto- 
rey of Peloponesus, quherin they lost 28 shipes, and 
35 trime gallies, with ther generall, Nicolas Pisani. 

1855. 

In the mounthe of Aguste, 1355^ wes fought the 
batell of Nisbettmure, betuix the Scotts and Eng- 
lishe, quherin the Englishe wer totally routted, and 
maney of them killed. The generalls of the Scotts 
armey wer, Patrick, Earle of Marche, and William, 
Earle of Douglas. No man of qualitey wes killed 
in this batell of the Scotts, bot S^ Johne Halybur- 
tione. 

This zeir, also, Thomas Steuart, Earle of Angus, 
tooke the toune of Berwick from the Englishe, and 
gaue the spoyle^to hes shouldiours. William Touris 
was the first man that scalled the walles and entred 
the toune, and with hes- auen handes killed 8 or 9 of 
the Englishe, amongest quhom wes the heir of & 
Robert Ogill. 
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This zeire, lykwayes, K. Dauid was liberat from 
Ids imprisonement in England, and returned home* 
Imediatly .after quhosse retume, Johne Steuarte,

1857. 

This zeire, Qudne Joane, by her husband K. 
Dauids permissone, went to England, quher she 
deyed, and neuer returned to Scotland 
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1SB8. 
This ^eire^ 1858, was werey ogninows to th^ 
Frenche mooarchey, being at this tjme much wSdttm 
ed with int^tinebroyles; for the Parisians, led by 
Stephane Marcell, affected the gouemiment of the 
reahne, and the oomons raysing in anne^ euregr 
quher aganist th^r goueruours, the King of Nauar 
was not id^e in acting of a pairt in this puUicke 
tragidie; and the misiries of the realme wer not 
lessned, by the Dolphins proclaiming himselue Re- 
gent of the realme, and haning killed Maixell at the 
porte olSt, Antoine, enters the citey of Paris.

This zeire, 1363, Amurath, King of the Turkes, 
by*helpe of the ships of Genua, transports out of 
Asia into Grreice 60000 m^n^ weill armed wnder co- 
lor to inwade the Greike Emperoure, bot in efiecte 
to plant the cheiffe citties, as Philippopolis and An* 
drinople ; by wich acte he so embed the Greeke 
Emperour, that euer therafter he scarsse durst 
looke abroad out of Constantinople ; bot was forced 
to become ther tributarey, to his perpetuall shame, 
and the grate detriment of the Christian comon- 
wealthe. 

Hiis same zeire, thesse discords betuix the Empe- 
rour Charles and the King of PoUand, are wyslie 
composed by the Popes mediatione. 

1364. 
TTiis zeire, 1864, after the death of Johne the 
Magnanimous, King of France, hes sone Charies, the 
6 of that name, called the Wysse, wes solemly 
crouned at Rhemis, the 19 day of Mai} ; he warrd 
werey fortunatley at his tyme agankt his enimes the 
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Englishe, by his brothers and cheifie commanders ; 
and quhateuer ibrmerlie neglecte or eiaell fortune 
liad lost or omitted, by his wisdome he prouidently 
forsaw and recouered. 

By the Popes mediatione, lykwayes, this zeire^ a 
peace is condudit hetuix the Florentins and Pi- 
sans. 

1365. 

In this zeire, 1365, Cornelius Celsus, Duck of 
Venice, departes this mortall lyffe; and in his place 
is elected Marcus Comerus. 

This zeire the King of O^rus wasts and de- 
stroyes Alexandria, in JEgypte, with fyre and suord* 

Lewis, the Frenche Kings brother, this zeire, al- 
so, mediats a peace and concluds it, betuix the 
Duck of Montserrat, aud the widow of the "Earle of 
Blois; wich peace did muche awaill the Frenche 
Kings affidres, hauing receaued the homage of 
Montserrat for the dutchey of Britanzie, at Paris. 

1366. 

In this zeire, 1366, the Englishe warre in France, 
wich had some intermissione, b^;ins now to burst 
out in a violent rupture. 

This zeire, also, Henrey, Earle of Transtamara, 
the ddest of the 4 basse brothers of Peiter, King of 
Casteile, by a concubine, Eleonora Gnsman, enters 
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ina oonfederf^^ey, this Sfune tyjae$ with the Kinges^f 
Ajrragone anc} Nauar ; by quhoBse auxiliarey forces^ 
and by the retume of 12000 Maurishe shouldiora 
from France, he expells his brjOther Peiter, Kiiig of 
Qastmiej (being battel by hi« snbiects, and declared 
incapable of gouerpment by the Popes sentence) 
from his kingdome, and inthrons himselue iher- 
in. 

1867. 
This zeire, lSd7, ihakes a reuolntione of the Ca&- 
tilian afiaires ; for Peiter^ the lait detruded King^ 
aided by Eduard^ Prince of Vails, and a gallant 
Englishe armey, dethrons Henrey, and againe in- 
stalls Peiter in the kingdome; bot Peiter no souner 
enthronid, bot he iSailey refusses to pay the Princes 
anaey, that wioh he had wnder his othe and seall 
ecmditkxied them. The Prince returns to Gasgo- 
ney, and Henrey, to be reuenged of his brother, 
findiDg that he was became odious to the En^^he, 
presently ariues, and fights a grate batell aganist 
King Peiter, his brother, quhom in batell he killed, 
and ouerthrew his haill armey ; and so without aney 
contradiction, possesed himselue of the kingdome. 

136& 
In this zeire, 1S68, Charles, the Emperour, at the 
Popes sollicitatioQc^ discends wnto Italie,-aQd with 
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him his Empress Augusta. Shoe was solemliecroun- 
ed at Rome : and after he had fymied the Floren- 
tins first, then the Pisans, this same zeire he returns 
to Germaney. 

This zeire deyed Frederick, named the Simple, 
King of Sicihiy, leuing one only daughter his heire. 

This same zeire, lykwayes, deyes Marcus Come- 
rus, Ducke of Venice ; and in his place was elected 
Androw ContarenL 

1369. 

This zeire, 1869, Charles the Wysse, the French 
King, institutes the gaurd of 200 Scottes archers 
to attend his persone day and night. 

This same zeire, Pope Viliane retumid to Auini* 
one, out in ane eamist desyre to cmnposse the Eng- 
lishe varre, wich was at this Qrme werey hotte in 
France. 

This zeire, lykwayes, the principalities of Fenrara 
and Parma tooke ther beginings ; and Lewes, after 
the death c^ his &ther, succeides him in the jHrinci* 
palitey and dutdiey of Mantua. 

1870. 
In this zeire, 1370, K. Danid the Second departed 
this lyflEe, at his castell of Edinbnigh^ the 47 zeire 
of hes age, and 39 of hes rainge ; and was interrid 
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the abbey church cX HdycKMse, befor thie heigh «lr 
tar, with grate solemitey. 



THE FIRST K. OF THE 8TRUARTES, NEPHEW TO

After die deathe of K. Dauid, in diis same zeire, 
the estaits of the khigdome mett at Linlithgowy 
anent the successione of a new kmg. Robert Stenarte, 
the deceassed Kings nq)heu, wes the man, both by 
blood and acte of parliament, ordained to rainge. 
Zet William, Earle of Douglas, opposed the saane, 
with diuers of the nobility of hes factione, quho 
studied warre more then peace, and ther anen par- 
ticular, befor the publick good* Zet Patrick Dhbh 
bar, Earle of Marche, and Johne his sone, Earle of 
Murray, with Sr Robert Erskyne, capitane of the 
castells of Dunbrittone, Edinbrughe, and Streueling, 
composed the matter so, that James Douglas, Earle 
Williams eldest sone, should marey JL Roberts eld- 
est daughter, begotten in lawfoll manriage; and 
so, without aney more bussines, K. Robert wes so- 
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lemily crooned at Scone, with all requisite ceremo* 
ney, 

1871. 

In the zeire 1371, Euphame, daughter to Heu, 
Earle of Ross, K. Roberts wyffe, was crouned 
Queine of Scotland, with grate solemitey, at Scone ; 
by the Bis: of Aberdeine sho was anoynted. 

This same zeire, cam Johne Wickliffe out of 
England, and preached the gospell, both in Ger- 
maney and IVance* 

1372. 

The zdre 1372, Peiter, King of Cyprus, beinng 
killed, the a£EEures of that kingdome waxed daylie 
worsse and worsse. 

Bertrand de Ouesgoiline, one of the brauest war- 
riours France had, this zeire obteined maney notable 
victories of the Englishe, wntill that the Earle of 
Montforte made defecticme to the Englishe ; by doing 
quherof, he procured himselue to be declared a trai- 
tor by the courte of parliament of Paris, not onlie, 
bot lykways stopte the current of the Frendie good 
fortune aganist the Englishe. 

1873. 
In the zeire 1878, deyes Amadey 6, Counte or 
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Earle of Sauoy, to quhome succidit his sone Ama* 
deua. 

This zeire, also, ther arosse a secte of here- 
tiques, called Turelupins, resembling the Cyniques, 
qaho went all naked ; ther wyffes and woomen in 
comon they wsed. They wer, by the Pope, con- 
demned ; and suche of them as could be apprehendit 
wer bnmt 

1874. 

About the end of the mounthe of Marches 1784^ 
Valter Vardlaw, Bischope and Cardinall of Glasgow, 
is sent ambassador to France, quher he renewes the 
ancient leauge and amitey betuix the said croune and 
that of Scotland. 

This same zeire, Emanuell, Prince of Thessaloni- 
ca, one of the sones of Jhone Paleologus, is accussed 
by Amurath,. the Turkishe King^ for a conspiracey 
aganist him, and depriued of his principalitey ; at 
wich tyme M acarius Caloyerus is made Patriarche 
of Constantinople, in place of Philetus, laitlie de- 
cessed. 

The 19 day of Julay, this zeire, deyed that famous 
poet, Francis Petrarcha, the restorer of the Latine 
tounge frome barbarissme, and the glorey of the Ita- 
liane and Hetruscan language, aged 70 zeires. 
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1375- 

The zeire 1375, ther was a law made be Charles 
the Wysse, the Frenche King, atinent the corona^ 
tkme of the Dolphins of France, ther fathers beinng 
dead, at the age of 14 zeirs; wich was ratified by 
the quholl courts of parliament in France, 12 day of 
Jnnij. 

This same zeire, lykwayes, deyes that leamid and 
jocund Florentine poete and philosopher, Johne 
Boccatio, aboute the 62 zeire of his age ; to the noe 
small r^;rate of all philosophers, poets, and astro- 
iKuners. 

1876. 

In the zeire 1376, Johne Paleologus, the Greicke * 
Emperour, beinng ouerthrowen by his wnnaturall 
sone Andronicus, ayded by the Genuois, is againe 
restored to his empjrre, by helpe and^ aide of the 
Venetians, quhom he thankfully reuardit for ther 
good seruice^with the lie of Tenedos, wich he tooke 
from the Genuois. 

This zeire, also, deyed that valliant and noble 
warrior, Eduard, Prince of Walks, (called die 
Black Prince,) the 10 day of Julij, leaning issew a 
sone, Richard, quho therafter succidit to his grand* 
&ther Eduard the 8d, after quhosse deathe he wa^ 
Kinge of England. 
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1877, 

The zeire of God IS77, deid that creuell tyrant, 
Emg Ednard the Sd, of England ; to quhome snc- 
cidit his grand chyld Richard, sone to Eduard, tbs 
Blacke Prince; no oppositione beii^ made his en- 
trey by his wnckells. 

This zeire, also, Amurath, Eling of the Turkes, 
after he had siibdewed the Seruians and Bulgarians, 
was by a priuat shouldiour, that had hid himselue 
amongest the dead, quhill that Amurath^ in a blood 
thristey humor, weiwed the slaughtred Christians, he 
arryses as to sen to him for pardon, and kills him 
Starke dead ; to quhom succeids his sone Baiazet* 

1S7&. 
In Ao 1378, Dauid, eldest sone to Johne, Earle 
of Carrick, quho therafter wes Duck of Rothesay, 
was borne, the 9 of Nouember* 

1379. 

The zeire 1379, Joane, the laciuious Queine of 
Naples, hauing conwayed Pope Clement to Aui- 
nione, finding herselue to be wearing to age, and 
diqmring to haue aney isshew of her auen bodey, 
adopes Lewes, Duck of Aniow, brother to Charles, 
the Frenche King, her heire, sone, and successor in 
the kingdome of Naples. 

This same zeire Pandulphus Collenutius, generail 
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of the Genuois, by sea, defiut the Vfaietians ; and 
from them (hauing fidloued ther wictorey with good 
succease,) tooke the tonne of Ibssa Clodia, and some 
other jnoes of smaller importance. 

1380. 
The zeire 1880, Walter Wardlaw, Bischope of 
Glasgow, was, by Pope Gregorey the Eleuinth, cre- 
ated Cardinall de Capella Rubea, at Rome; and 
with maney recomendatorey bulls, was sent home to 
Scotland, in Agoste. 

1381. 
The zeire 1881, King Robert sent Cardinall Wal- 
ter Wardlaw, Bis: of Glasgow, Sk Archbald Doug- 
las, his cousin, and & James Douglas, embassadors 
to France, to renew the ancient amitey and leauge 
betuix the crouns of both realmes. 

1882. 

The zeire 1882, John Lyone, Lord Glamis, Lord 
Chanceler of Scotland, the Kings sone in law, was 
killed by James, Earle of Graufiirde. 

This zeire, also, deyed that noble knight, Sr Alex- 
ander Lindesay, in his pilgrimage to Jerusalem, in 
the He of Candey. 

Tins zeir, lykwayes, Joane, Queine of Naples, by 
the persuasione of Iicwes, King of Hungarey, is

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Strangled, and her sister Marey beheadk; and 
Charles of Aniow, by Pope Yrbane, is anoyntad and 
GTOtmed King of Naples. After the death of Mi«

1383. 

To begin this zeire, 1383, deyes Ferdinand, King 
of Portngall, at Lisbone; leaning for heire, one on-^ 
ly dau^ter, married to Johne, JL dfCastille, qtdiom 
the Portugalls altpgider refused to be ther king; 
bot sought after Johne, (some calls him Dynis) ther 
decessed kings brother ta be their king. 

Charles, Duck of Aniow, die French Kings bro- 
dier, addopted by Joane, Queine of Naples, and 
erouned by the Pope, raisses ane armey, and warrs 
this zeire, for his kingdome, aganist Charles, Prince 
of Dyrachium, quhom Gandulphus in his Hist: says 
was ouerthrowen by the Duck of Aniow, and deyed 
in displeasure the following zeare.

This zeire Johne Paleologus (caHed Cale Johanes) 
the ijrreeke Iknperour, and his sone Andronicus, 
eontend for the imperiall throne, bot wnhapey An- 
dronicus, by the ayde of Baiazet, the Turkishe 
Einge, possesis himseloe of Constantinople and the 
imperiall throne, and conunitts hi8 father to prissone, 
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after he had suorne hhnselue wassail to the enimey 
c^ Christ 

This zeire* deyes Lewes, Earle of Flanders, to 
qmhome succeidis hes onlie daughter, Margarette, 
wyffe to Phillpe oi Valois (called Audax), Duck of 
Burgundy. Sho was called Margarett the Sd. 

1885. 
In the zeire 1885, ^William, Earle of Douglas, de- 
parted this lyffe at his castell of Douglas, and was 
solemily intemd at Melrosse Abbey ; to him succidlt 
8r James Douglas, knighte. 



1886. 
This zeire, 1886, Robert Steuarte, Earle of 
Fyffis, with the Earks of Douglas and March^ 
leuied a grate armey of 40000 men, and beseidged 
the castle of Roxbmghe. 

1887. 

This zeire, 1887, deyed the Popes Legat, Wal- 
ter, Cardinall of Glasgow. . 

This zeire^ also, deyed Euphame, Queine of Scot- 
land, K. Robert the 2ds wyffe, the daughter of Heu, 
Earle of Ross. 

This same zeire, lykwayes, William, basse sone to 
Arohbald Douglas, Lord of Galloway, for hes singu- 
Uur walor, and rmtcrat victories aganist the Englishe 
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this zeire, bothe by sea and laod, K. Robert dtid ^ite 
him his daughter Geilles, (a werey beutifuU ladey) in 
marriage, with the Lordschipe of Niddisdaill to him 
and hes hehres for euer, with the tytill and dignety of 
a Lord' and Barron of Parliament. 

1388. 
In the zeire 1388, was fonghten the batell of Ot- 
terbume, betoix the Scotts and EngUshe : James, 
Earle of Douglas, being ther killed, deyed issewles, 
leauing the earldome to Archbald Douglas, Lord 
of Grallo way. The Englishe quhyte oueithrowen in 
this batell, and aboue 3000 left dead of them one 
the place : the generall of the Scotts armey returned 
home wkh grate triumphe imd spoyle of his enimes, 
viz.

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able to traudl, made Ilk Sd sone, Robert, Earlle of 
Fyffe, by Sk Adam Mures daughter, (jcmemour of

1390. 

The 18 day of Maij, 1390, K. Robert the Second 
departed this mortall lyflfe, at hes castell of Dundo- 
nald, after he had rainge King 19 zeires and 2S day ; 
and^wes solendy interrid at the monastarey of Scone. 

This zeire, riso, Alexander Steuarte, Earle of 
Bachane, King Robert the 2ds 8d sone, by S^ Adam 
If m'es daughter, brunt the cathedrall churche of 
ilgyne* 

This zeire, also, William Douglas, the noble Lord 
of Niddisdaill, wes traiterously killed by the Eng- 
lishe, on Dantsicks bridge, in Spmsse.

After the death of IVederiok, King of Sidleyi his 
onlie dang^iter was, thk zeir^ married . one Mar^ 
tjine, Earle of Luna, quho thenfter became King of 
Aragone* 
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1806. 

In Marche, 13&5, about the begming c^the ^aid 
mounChe, Siffsmand^ King of Hungarej, by aide 
of France, game the Torkes that had inwadit bis 
kingdome a notable oiterthrov. 

Thi^ zeire, also, Vinceslaus, the Emperour^ fix a 
grate soume of money, creats Johne Graleas, brother 
m law to the Dmck of Orleans, Duck of Millan. 

This zeire, also, Charles, the joung K. of Nauar, 
getts the investiture of the dntchey of Nemours, in 
recompensse of hes territories bes fiither did posses 
in the dutdiey of Normandy.

The zeire 1896, one die 19 of Maij, deyes Johne^ 
K. of Arragone, the fir^ of thatname^ of aiallfrom 
his horsse, to quhome succeidit Don Martin, Earle 
of Luna, his brother. 

This zeire. Pope Bonefiu^e ordained the taking of 
annatts, or the first zeires renenew of vacant chuiche 
benifioes, to be paj^ to the apostolicke chaire, fbc 
mantining a simulat varre^ prodaimed by him agaabt 
the Turke: that so wnder the clocke of a Ho^ 
warre aganist the enimes of the cross of Christe, he 
might pycke the pursses of all suche as professed 
Christe. This inventione wes thought so gude by 
hes successors, that none of them could euer be mo* 
ued to quyte it, bot ather by force or money.

The zdre of oiu: saluatione 1897, broi^ht furthe 
mudie jelesie of the Engliibe agaaut ther Kiiig^ 
Riehard, ^diat he shoidd in his faBite &sor the 
Frenche too mudie; bot he palliat witli the wytest 
of tfiera, and scorned the rest, sayes -Frosart. 

B^asset, the Turldshe King, this zeire, wssea all 
the ingyns arte <Nr witt oonkl anwest aganist thecitey 
of Constantinople, bot the resolntioBe of the defen- 
dants w^ such, that no thing could prewaill; for as 
set the cope of ther imqnities was not full ; and the 
Lord, to see if they wold repent, did restrame the 
force and forey of thait barbwrovs and merceylesa

Donald Balloche,. this zeirc, wack^ to Alexan^ 
der, Lord of the lies, raisses in arme% and destniyes 
the conntrey witii fyre and suord; and in a gmte 
batell at Enerlothey, onerthrowes Alexander^ Earle 
of Mar, and kills Allane Steuarte, Earle of O^hiies^ 
and roottes ther haill arm^.

This seira, also, Ardibald, Earie of Dongas, fat 
soma ittconaiderat apekhes aganist die Kings go* 
uermnent is Oomnutled priasoner ID Loohhmin ca»^ 
tle^ in Fyffii; and Sf Jolme Kei»edy» die Kings ne- 
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phew, for the tame csosse, comkled prisaoner to 
Streueling castk, in Julay, 14S0. 

1480- 

In (he begiring of antome, this zeir, the Qaeine i» 
brought to bed'of 2 sones,* tiie elder chmtned Alex:^ 
ander, and the 2d Jcnnes ; mt quhosse duriatning the 
Earle of Douglas and Sr. Jofane Kenedey wer both 
releassed firom prissone. 

This zeire, K» James, caused cast in Flanders, a 
grate 3C8n<m, veying 8000 weigte, wicfa he brought 
home to Scotland,, of brasae, with this inscriptione 
mouldit oie her:

William Douglas^ Earle of Angus, Sr Adam Hep- 
bume of Hailles, Alexander Ramsay of Dalhousey, 
and Alex: Elphinstone, with 4000 men, de&its the 
Englishe, led by Henrey Percey, Earle of Northum- 
berland, in a batell fought at a place called Piper- 
den, in Ap I486. This zeire, also, a fearfiill comett 
lyk to a fyrrie suord, hung, as semed^ oner Edin- 
brugh and Perth. 

About the end of this same zeire arriues hetre in 
Scotland, the Popes Legat, iBneas Siluius, quho 
was therafter Pope, by the name of Pius the Second; 
a man werey leamid according, to thesse tymes. In 
Perth, this zeir^ a sow brought fourth a doge* 

1487. 
One the 21 day of Februarij, in the zeire 1487, was 
the noble King James the 1. killed at the abbey of 
the Dominicans, in the toune of Perth, by Robert 
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Steoarte and Robert G^hame, at the instigatione df 
Walter Steuarte, Earle of Athole, his wnckell, in 
the 13 zeire of his rainge. -His^^rpes wer solendy 
interrid in a magnificent monument erected by him- 
selue^ (quhill he lined,) in his lait fbundit monasta- 
jrey of die Carthusians, in the subvrbs of Perth. 

This jseire are the parrcidall traitourts led lyke 
doges, in luJters, to Edinbru^he, ^qidier Walter, 
Earle of Athole, the cheiffis actor of this woefull 
tragidey, was tortured one ane ingyne made for the 
purpois; and with a crpuneof hote burning irone, 
was crouned at the csosse of Edinbrugh^ and ther- 
after his heart was pulled out of his breast, and -cost 
m a fyie hefor his eyes, by the executioner, then 
cast to the doges to eat; then was his head cutt offe, 
and hes bodey dewydit in 4 quarters, and sent to the 
4 quarters of the realme, and ther hunge ype one 
irone gibetts. 

Bobert Steuart was riuen assunder betiiix four 
horses^ and his head sent to Perth, and fixed one 
ane iron pin aboue the tonne gaiL 

Robert Grhame was tayed with ropes in a cairle, 
quherin wes a heigh loge of wood, quherone wes 
nailled ihst hand that strake the Eling, with a naile 
of burning hote iron; the quhole musckells of hes 
bodey beii^ cut in longe sUtts^ was firisted with fla- 
ming hote irone pincetts, by tuo executioners ; and 
jafter the lyffe was quyte out of him, his bodey w^ 
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d^wydit in 4 qtiartersb and created ooff ipbett* at thf 
i^nd of the 4 most pablick wayes of the lungdame; 
and bis head was sett ouer the w^ pprt of £din« 
brugh^

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New jarres this zeire betnix the 'Gouemoafand 
Chanceler. The Quein mother stealls the young 
Kmg out of Edinbrugh castell, and bringes him 
to Streuiling castell to the Gouemour, and so is the 
wjsse Lord Chanceler circuinweinid by a woman. 

This zeire, also, imediatly after the Gouemour 
had possesed himselue of the infant King, leiues ane 
armey, and beseidges the Chanceler in Edinbru^ . 
castell ; bot in the end they are, l^ the mediadone 
of some louers of the publick peace, reponcilled go, 
thesse tearmes, that' the Chanceler should retaine 
his o^ce, and the keipning of Edinbrugh cas- 
telL 

In August this zeire, S' Thomas Boyde killes S^ 
Allane Steuartof Damly at the thome of Pdmaies; 
and in reuenge of this slaughter, Alexander Steuarte, 
Damli^ brother, killed & Thomas Boyde, with 
60 of hes followers, wich kendled such a flame of 
ciuell discord in Kyle, Barronfrew, Carrick, and 
Cuninghame, that had not the death of the Earle of 
Douglasse quenscht it, it had consumed a grate pairt 
of the west of Scotland^ 

1439. 
The 9 day of Maij, this- zeire, deyes Arcln 
bald, Earle of Douglass, at Rastalrige, neire Edin- 
bmghe, of a burning feuer; and to him sucddit 
his sone^ William^ a zouthe of 14 leires of age* 
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This zeire, also, S^ James Steuairte of Lome, 
•(caUdd the Black Knight) marries the Queine mo- 
ther, and is, iridi hk brother, imprissbned by the 
Gouemonr, bot shortly releassed by the mediatione 
of the Lord Chanceler and & Alexander Setton of 
Gordon. 

Gods too mi^tey rodes of indignatione scorged 
dds coontrey extremly this zeire; for quhom fa- 
mine did spare, the pestilence cutt offe» 

This zeire, also, the Chanceler, assisted by some 
of the nobility that did maligne the Gouemours 
gratnesse, with a cuning fetche, takes the King from 
him, bemg at hunting in the Torwood. At wich, 
the Gouemonr extremly stormed, bot was forced 
to quyte the custodey of the King, to keepethe 
gouemiment and the castell of Streuelinge. 

The Gouemour and Chanceler consult how to 
intrape the author of all the mischdiues c^ the king 
dome, the Duck of Turraine, Earle of Douglas ; 
quhom they cuningley inwitt to a meiUing in Edin- 
brughe castell, accompanied with his brother Da- 
uid, and Malcolme, Lord Fleminge, his most inward 
counseller, the IT day of Julay, ofiequhosse boddies 
they ch(^t off the heads one a beame in the grate 
hall of the castell. This same zeire the young King,

This zeir, Patrick Galbrethe, a, folloner of the 
Earle of Douglasse, lulls Robert Semple ; ther quar- 
rell was tor the custodey of Donbrittone castell, 
quherof Patrick, one Robeicts death, -does posses 
himselue ofie, and mans it vith a stronge ganssone. 

The Earle of Douglas, this zeire, comes to Stre- 
uelin, quher the King was, falls prostrat at his feeit, 
and with tears cranes pardon for hes bygane escapes, 
and sol^nly wowes and suears .amendjment. The 
gratious King firely pardons al bypast iauts, and not 
only receaues the said Earle to his fauour, hot ad- 
mitts him to be one of his priiiey counsaill. 

The Earle of Douglas, this zeire, possesis him- 
selue quhblly of the Kings eare, causses sumond the 
Gouemour and CSianceler to compeir befor the 
King and hes counsell, to anssuer to such poynts as 
was libelit aganist than; and one ther refussal, 
causses them to be openly declared rebells and trai- 
ters ; and so with armes qioyles and depredats ther 
kaiU lands.

The Chadceter, this zeire, to be reuengid one 
Johne Forrester of Corstorphine, quho, in the pre- 
ceding zeir had spoyled his lands, as one of the 
Earle of Douglas emisiories, issewes out of .Edin- 
bm^e casteU, and by the sedret helpe of the Bis:

1448. 
This 2eh«, 144^ WilHftm, Lofd Crightcttie, lait-^ 
•ly Great a bairon of pariiament, with Johne, Bis: of 
Dutikdden^ and KicoU Otierbume, d chanon of 
Glasgow, bj^ tbe pr<Q«lir^nMt of Chades the 7, the 
Frenche King, are sent ambassadors to Arnold, 
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Duck of Gelders, with espaciall instruetio&s of pro- 
curing the Ladey Marty y the Ducks dacoghtery in 
marriage to the King ; shoe was neice to Philipe^ 
Duck of Burgundy. The marriage being concludit 
by the King9 ambaasadors, was shortly therafber con-* 
sumat by the Liadey herdelue^ quho^ nobtie attendh 
by the PriQce of Raueustein^ the Marques <Al Beige, 
the Earle of Nassaw, and Lord of Canq>were, witb 
the Bischopes of Candurey and Leidge,. with a grate 
traine of knighta and ladeys, saidy arriued at LeiA^ 
and from thence to Edihbnighe^ <piher sho was maiv 
ried to the King in abbey churche . of the Holy 
Crosse, withe grate solemhitey.^ 

The 8 of December^ this same zeire, the prisson- 
ers, viz. &. Alexander Leuingstone, <mc6 Gouer- 
nour of Scotland, S^ James Dundas, and S^ Ro- 
bert Bruce of Clackmanan, are pute to grate fynes, 
and condanned to perpetuiall prissone, in the cas- 
teH i^ DunWitteiie ; bot & Jaimes Lemngstone^ 
the Goueruours eldest sone, with hes tuo cousins^ 
S^ Robert Leuingstone and S^ Dauid, hadsentence 
of death pronounced aganist them, and lost ther 
heades one a scaffolde at Edinbrughe crosse. For 
this tragedey, the comons exclaimed aganist the 
King and Eaiie ol Douglas, with opm moutfie. 

The King, at the eamist scdlicitadone of the 
Frenche Kix^ lewies ane anney, and enters Eag- 
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hnd^ with fyre and suord, this zeire^ bot returns 
home with a s^teniall peace. 

1449. 

This zeire, 1449, beguns with the Queins bring 
fourth a chyld, 2 mounthes befor her tyme, leu- 
ing quhen it was borne, bot expyred within 2 . 
houres. 

Notwidistatiding the septeniall peace, the Scotts 
borders infests England, and the Earle of Shrews- 
burrejr, Warden of the Wesrt Marches, bumes the 
toune of Dnunfreis, this same zeire; and the Earle 
of Northumberland, at this same tyme, makes ane 
incurssione one the east border, and spoyles the 
toune of Dumbar» 

The 90 of Januarij die King calls a parliament 
at Edinbmghe. In this parliament, Alexander 
Setton, Lord Gordon, was creat Earle of Huntley, 
and George, Lord Lesley or Lewin, was creat Earle 
of Rothes. 

1450. 

In the begtthig ti this zeire, 1460, happened 
the fearefuU deathe of that wicked and godles pre- 
late, John CanMf^one, Bischope of Glasgow. 

The batell of Sarke, foughtin this zeire b^tuix 
the Scotts, comandit by Heu, Earle of Ormond, and

To the 5 day of Qctp^r^t this zeitj the Kinge calls 
a payljainent ^ be lp^<^d^ a|;. Str^u^lhsge, befor wich 
was. th€^ ^Ef^\e, of Dov^as dtited tp comper, by a 
herat)14i pne ^ daye$, a^d hes S brothers and frind^ 
que )$ dayes. They bein^g oftin called, and none 
qf tl^m comp^in^, they y^etj by the estaits, all 
forfaulted, and condemned as persons giltey of heigl^ 
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tressaae^ and ther quhole landes and moueables con- 
fiscat to the Kings wsse^ and all hes maiesties good 
subiects commandit to proceid aganist them as 
aganist traitors. 

In this parliament the King heighted hes m<^ey 
frony 5 sh. the vnce, wich he did fund it at, to S sh^ 
the wnce ; and hes gold from 3 lib. to 4 lib. 19 sh* 
the wiice. 

About the letter end of^ thk' same 2eire, the Earle 
of Douglas returns homne, and is receaued to the 
Kings fauor one promisse of amending his former 
errozs; his forfaultrey is repealled, the Kings garis-^ 
sons recidled from his castells, and he so royndes 
himseiue in tiie Kings bosome, that againe he be-* 
comes sole dii*eetoF of hes counsells, and is made 
leiuetenant generall of the quholl realme ; wich place 
he did not l6ng enioy. 

About the latter end of this same zeir, also, the 
Earle of Douglas comitts tuo shameftill erymes ; the 
first quherof was the hanging o( & Willimn Har- 
ries of Terregills, as a theiffe, he being a man of 
honor, and the Kings faithfull subicte. The 2d was 
the stricldng the head off the Tutor of Bombie, ne» 
phew to S^ Patricke Gray, (one in heighe esteime 
with the King) quhom for the King had particularly 
wrettin for to be sent to him ; zet after the resait of 
the Kinges letter, he willanously chopes his head 
offe. 
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1452. 

The 20 day of Februarij, 1452, the King stabbs 
the Earle of Douglas in his closett window, in £din- 
bnighe castell ; thus .endit the father of all the In- 
solencies and mischiues of thesse tymes : and to him 
succidit his brother James, formerly prowycfit to 
the successione (by the Kings grant and confirma- 
tione) in caisse of his brothers deceasse 'widiout 
heires mailles of hes auen bodey. 

James, Earle of Douglas, hering bow jies brother 
was killed, rages lyke a made man ; and, amongest 
maney of hes made trickes, spoyles and distroyes 
isll the croune landes. 

1453. 

The batell of Brechin, foughtin one the day of 
Assentione, betuix Alexander, Earle of Huntley, the 
Kings leiuetenant, and the Earle of Craufiird, in as- 
sistance of the Earle of Douglas, in the zdre 1458. 
In this batell was Craufurd ouerthronen, his bro- 
ther James killed, with maney of his men also, and 
the rest routted. 

The Earle of Huntley, imediatly after the t)atell 
of &echia, marches north to opposse die proceid- 
ings of Archhald Douglas, Earle of Murray, qubo 
had inwadit his landes, imd brunt the castdll of 
Strathbolgie; him he chasses out of Murray, and 
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bumes the toune of Elgyne, and he againe defaitts 
his armey at Binkintey boge. 

The King calls a parliament of his fistaits at 
-Edinbrughe, this ^i^ire, in the begining of Aguste^ 
in the widi snis for&ulted ;

Heu, Eadeof Ormond, 

Johne, Lord of Bafaien^

And that the nomber of the nobilitey should not 
seime to be deminished, as dso to grace this parlia-

Crightone, qubo was aldest soae to James^ aome^ 
lyme Ewle of Mui^'ay, Earle of Cathnea. 

James, £ariie of Douglas, macries tbe Ladey Boar 
trJoL J^uglas, the widow and xelicta of his declassed 
brother William. 

Ale:^md«r londeaa^, Eaile of Ccaufiusd, dbis zeire, 
seuig the jimc^eot dunie of ihe Earle of Doug* 
las, ;by l^es cS^tioacey, casts faimselue prostrat at die 
Kings foot £oir njuux^ey, and gbtOBs the same, with 
« irepeale fji W forfiu^ey, hot the losse of his 
place of precedencey, and his heritable office of 
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fittriflb^ ci Ahetdem&l wich w^r giueii to (to Eaiie 
of Hnndey^ witk doa lib lands o! Craufor^ Md 
tiua in recompamse c£ ihesse havies gioen by Hunt* 
I«jr to the FeAesBes, Irwines and Ogilu^ycai befof 
the batett of Srechin. The landa takin- fr<mi Crto^ 
fyafii wer BadefiMh and Loohaber. 

This zdr^ l454^ was fatiA to matoey pate tilei^ itt 
Ak kingrfofliei £ar in Febraarij deyea WiUiam^ Ae 
first Earle of Erole, Lord Grate C!onstSable of Scot^ 
land; and m Marche fiidlouing, George CMebtc^ 
Earle of Gadmes^ issewles-; so that by his deathe 
^t earledODie retnmed to tibe croune. 

lilTilliam Lord Crightone, sdmetyxne CSiaiio^ler of 
Seotlaady deyed this a^ire in Mardie also; and in 
die end of Nonember, Alesand^sr Lindesay^ Eatle dl 
Craaftirdy not fiilly 6 mou&thes recenceilled to the 
Kii^ finior^ payee nature her dew, lykwayes, ahdi 
d^&pms thiB'lyS^ at lies castell of Fhineuin, in An*' 
gas stiyref of a burning fewer, and was interrid in 
the Gray Friers churche at Dundie. 

The King, this aeire, beseidges the castdl of Abav 
come, Ae strongest hold belongmg to the Earl of 
Douglas, with ane armey^of 60 thousand men, and' 
tahs it, and hanges the capitane therof. Then with' 
his aittey proceids i^;anist' the rebellious Earl^^ 
quhom he ddaits- without blood, by the^ ILord Ha^ 
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miltons deserting of him, wich moued others to doe 
the lyke, till he was left like a goose without fethers ; 
the Lord Hamilton was first committed to the cus- 
todey of the Earle of Orknay, in Roslyne castle; 
hot shortly, by the mediatione of Bis: James Ken- 
nedey, of St. Andrews, he was sett at liberty, and 
restored to dignitey and landes. 

The 16 of Julij, this, zeir^, the King calls a par- 
^ament of his estaits to meitt at Edinbrughe, quherin 
the inbringer^ of wictuall wer ordained to be che* 
rished» and to be free of custome; for the famine 
was grate this zeire, and diuers zeires befor. 
. The wniversitey of Glasgow foundit this zeire, 
by William Tumbull, Bischope of that citey, a learn- 
ed and religious prelat 

This zeire, the Earle of Doug^, with his brother 
Johne, Lord Balueney, fleis to England, :quher he 
acquyeirs some forces, and with them, and all the 
pouer he could make, enters Anandaill, wher he 
was rancountred by the Kings general and cousin, 
Qeorge Douglas, Earle of Angus, neir the litle riuer 
Sarke, by quhqm he was quyte ouerthrowen, and 
his haiU armey ather routted, killed or takin ; die 
traitor hinvselue narowly escaped through a wood, 
with hes brother the Lord Balueney: bot in this 
batell was killed Archbald Douglas, Earle of Mur- 
ray, and Heu, Earle of Ormo^d, (was takin pris- 
ffpper by the Lord Carleill, and the laird of Jh<m-* 
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Stone,) and was beheadit at Edinbrughe crosse^ 
shortly therafter. 

1455. 

The King calls a parliament at Edinbrughe, 
aganist the 4 day of Agoste, 1455, quherin, 
amongest other bussines of importance, the forfanlt- 
ries of James, sometyme Earle of Douglas, Beatrix^ 
his wyffe, and of Jhone, Lord Balueney, are ^aine 
ratified, and die Lordschipe of Galloway anexed 
to the croune; widi ane acte, declaring all the re- 
saitters, and releiuers with aney necessars of the 
persons for&ulted, to be traitors, and guiltey of the 
cryme of lesemaiestie. 

This same zeir, immediatly after the parliament, 
Beatrix, the relicte of William, Earle of Douglas, 
quhom James the rebel! had keipt, seued the Kings 
mercey one her beare knees, shewing how shoe was 
cdEnstraned to doe as shoe did, sore aganist her 
harte ; her the mercifull King pardoned, and togider 
with the Lordshipe of Balueney, bestoued her in 
marriage one hes brother by the mother, Jhone, quho 
had by her issew 2 daughters : Jeane, the eldest, 
was married to Alexander, Sd Earle of Huntley; 
and Marey, the 2d, was maried.to the LordFor- 
besse. 

About the end of the zeire, Donald, Earle of 
B^Mse, raiss^ ane armey,' wastes the De of Arran, 
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mid bmrxies the toime of Iimemesse ; and by a he- 
rauld of hes auen making, causses proclakie hisOf 
selue King of the Hes. 

li56w 

In the begining of thia zeire^ 1456, t^ wySd of 
Donald, Earle of Rotfl, hemg that the Gnintesfie 
of Douglas bad sped so Weill, easts hersekie lyk- 
wayes at the Kings feett Shoe was the daughter 
of Sr James Leuingstooe, manried to hki at the 
Elings earnist desyre^ (by that vay thinking to con^ 
tinew him the better in Us deatey) ; for her mantin* 
eice^ the King allotted it certun competencey of 
estait. 

About this some tyme, Fatiici: Thomlone (a cour- 
tier, and secret &uorer of the rebells,) kills Johne 
Sandelands of Calder, and Allane Steiuurte, the 
Kings finionte and coushu Him the King causse^ 
with grate diligence to be ^^rdiendit, and pablick-^ 
ly execute* 

llie Kingv to be reuenged one England, quho, 
with the fi3rfaulted Earle of Douglas^ and Percey 
of Northnmberiand, had spoyled his borders, cail^ 
a parliament of his estaita at Edinhnghe, ibe 19 ef 
October this zeire. 

1457. 
With the beginii^ of thespring^ 14HV ^ Kii^, 
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making preparatioufi for lening of ane anitey to in* 
wade E&gkmdy at wicfa tTine ther arriaes ambasfr- 
dors at his courte from the Duck of Zorke and Earle 
of Warwick, quho had rissen in oppen rebellione 
aganist ther soueraing K* Henrey the 6, offering, if 
diat the King will assist diem, that he shall haue 
quhatsomever landes he or his predicessors had pos* 
sesed in Kngland, with restitatione of hes toune of 
Benocke, and ane league of perpetuall amitey be^ 
tuix the kingdomes; wich oflfer the King accepts, 
and promisses to aide Zorke, Warwick, Salisburrey, 
and ther adherents. So all conditions being mutto- 
aly sabscriaed, they retnme luHne for En^andwith 
grate ioy. 

WitJi the first of the spring this zeire^ the King 
lewies a grate armey and marches towardes Ikig- 
famd ; bot the Duck of 2k>rkes armey, conducted by 
the Earle of Waruicke, (without aney intellig^ce of 
the approcbe of the Scotts armey,) rancounters ther 
Kings neire Northampton, ouerthrowes it, and takes 
K. Henrey prissoner, and kills Humphrey, Duck of 
Bucldngfaame, Jhone Talbot, Earle of Shrewsbnrrey, 
Johne, Viscount Beumont, and Thomas, Lord Eger* 
mond, and aboue ten thoosend gentlemen and com- 
ons, one bothe sydes. The Queine and Prince escape^ 
quhill the captiue King is, by Waruicke, led pris- 
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fioner to the Touer of London; so that now the 
Xing with his armey spoyles all the fauorers of IL 
Henrey. 

1459. 
This zeire, 1459, the King hauing spoyled al the 
north of l^igland that fauored K. Henrey the 6, and 
grately enriched his armey ; bot in his retume home 
he resolues to beseidge the toune and castell of 
Boxbrughe, wich he does with a grate armey; and 
at that ^rme comes to his aide, according to his pro- 
mis, DcNiald, Earle of Rosse, at quhosse coming the 
King was exceiding glade, so that in 20 dayes, by 
strenth and walor, he gaines the toune, and resolues 
not to assault the castell till the cominge of Alexan- 
der, Earle of Huntley, quho came within 3 dayes, 
with 6000 galant men. Now bef<H- the King wold 
giue ane assaulte, he commands the canoniers to op- 
pin a larg^ breache; bot quhill the King, more 
eurious then befitted the maiesty of a* King, did 
stand too neire the guners quhill the artilierey wer 
in dischargning, hb theighe Ixme was brokin in tuo 
with a pice <^ a gone that burst in pices in discharg- 
ning, quherwith beinge strukin to the ground, he 
deyed some few houres therafter, in the 25 zeir of 
his rainge, and 80 of bis age, and of our redemp- 
tione the 146Q. 
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1460. 

Neuer the lesse of the ICings death, at the ani- 
matione of the widdow Qaeine, they gaue a generall 
assault to the castell, and toke it, the 20 day of 
Agust this same zeire ; wich the nobilitey caussed to 
to be razed to the ground, lest heirafter it sould be- 
come a cadge for suche rauenous birdes. 

Then did the quholl armey dislodge the 26 of 
Aguste, conducting the bodey of the decessed King 
to the monastarey of the Holy Crosse, neir Edin- 
brughe, quher they royally interrid the same, with 
the tearres of his people and haill armey.

K. OF SCOTLAND. 

This same zeire, imediatley after K. James the 
2ds deathe, hb sone. Prince James, was crouned 
solemley in the abbey churche of Kelso, in the 7 
zeire of his age, and o£ our redemptione 1460. 

In September this zeire, Warke castell takin from 
the Englishe and dismantled. 

The tutorey of the young Kings persone is comit- 
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ed by the estaits to the Qveine mother, with hes tuo 
brothen, Alexander, Ihick of Albaaey, and Johne^ 
Earle of Mar, and the tuo youflog bdejes ther sis^ 
ters. 

The estaits elects 6 Gouemoars this aeir^ for the 
gonemiment of the realme during the Kiagea miao^ 
rity, viz. the Bis: of Glasgow and Dunkelden, LaJr4 
Chmceler, the Eorle of Orlmay, with the Lordes 
Grhame and Boyde.

This zeire, 1461, King Henrey the 6, of Eng- 
land, by hes ambassadors, begges peace of the 6 
Regents of the kingdome, in respecte of the tragi- 
dies betuix; him and the Duck of 2k)rke ; wich they 
granted for a zeire. 

Donald, Lord of the lies, this zeire takes the cas- 
tell of Innemease, bumes and tpoyles Ath^le, and 
leads the Earle therof and his Ladey prissoners to 
the lies; and robes all the churches he can. God 
punishes his sacraledge ; for, first he is takin with 
madnes, and shortly hauing recouered therof, he is 
killed by a harper in the caatell of Innemesse. 

This zeire, K. Henrey the 6, of Ei^land, being 
ouerthrow^i in diuers batells by the Duck of Zorke^ 
fleis to Beruick, and firom thence for shelter to Scot- 
land, accompanied with his Queine and eldest sone, 
with his vnckels^ th^ Duckea of Somerset and Glo- 
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ce9ter, penned ei Edii«r4f Duck of York, mX 
the Karles c^P^nbrock, Waniick} fUMl Huogeffcvd* 
They wer welcomed by the young King and hxf 
Regents; and then is the toune of Beruick deliaer- 
ed by K. Henreies cojnmaod to the zoung King 
James the 3d, one promisse to iuplie K» Hen?ey 
wilh oertaiiie force« fpr iawadiog oi England, wich 
th^rafter wa$ jperfi^rmed, idthp with $im3l suoo^s to 
infortunat Henrey, 

In the b€^riiii^ of i)m z^re, Qm^e Margwett, 
vyffe to Jlenrey the 6, ^ £pg)and, fi?oi» Scotland 
sailles with her ddest sone tQ Frmce fgt aide, 96 
Januarij, 1462* 

This zeire, Peitar 4e Bressey, t^ Sweacall of 
Normandey is sent by K* Charles, <rf* Frapo^, to K» 
Henreyes aide. He lapdes in NorthwiberlaQld, md 
t|Jfie^ the c^tell of B^mburge, mi irom thente 
nu^<^es to Ahiui^ md takeft it; bot wits tbenn 
straitly bes^idged by the EogU^he fanorers^ of Ed- 
nard, Puck lof Z<»rke, till he wf^ r^kdved and r^ 
skev^ by G0(Mrg8, Earle oi Angua, Lord Wardm

This zeire, 1464, Alexander, Duck o{ Albaney, 
the Kings brother, in his woyage by sea from his 
wnckell, the Duck of Oelders, towardes Scotland, 
is takin by the Englishe ; bot by the counsel! of 
James Kennedey, Bischope of St Andrewes, he is 
sett at libertey, quho sent a heraidd to England to 
denonce warre in caisse of ther refnsall. 

This same zeire, dso, the Lords Verenis and 
Turhon comes to die King, ambassadors from 
Charles, Duck of Burgundy, to ratifie the leauge 
formerly contracted; as also to otkr Charles, hes 
neice, in marriage to the zoung King. Hie first 
poynt of ther ambassey was condudit; bot anent 
the Kings marriage the Regents anssuered the am- 
bassadors with a delay, in smouth tearmes, in re- 
specte of the Kings non age, as zet no wayes fitt for 
marriage : and so dismissed them hmiorably. 
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1465. 
This zeire, 1465, E. Henrey the 6, of Xjigland, 
hauing lurked long wnder the Scotts Kings winges 
as a priuat man, resolues in a disgyssed habit to en- 
ter Engbind, quhill he should come quher his frinds 
wer, in the harte <^ the kingdome, and in the southe 
and west; bot being discouered, he was takin pris- 
soner, deliuered to K. Eduard, and imprissoned in 
the Touer of London ; and by his &inds and fietuor- 
ers (wich wer fewest in nomber), againe restored to 
liberty, wich, notwithstanding, he shorte quhyle in- 
ioyed. 

1466. 

The R^;ents call a parliament of the estaits of the 
Iwgdome, to be haldin at Edinbrughe, the last day 
of the mounthe of Januarij this zeire, 1466. The 
chei£fe bussines in this parliament treatted offe and 
enacted, cheiffly did conceme maters o£ trade and 
comersse with France and Flanders, and aiinent the 
Scotts stapk ther# 

This zeire, James Kennedey, Bischope of St. An- 
^rewes, that wysse and religious prselat^ nephew to 
K. James the 1, departb this lyffe at St. Andrews ; 
and wes interred in staitly monument in the churche 
of St Saluators coUedge, foundit and buUe by him<- 
selue in that citey. 
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The King being now pest ttttorey^ in his auen 
name calls apariiaaaentof the estaits of the reakne, 
at Ediabn^e, the 9of October this zeire; ^fuheii% 
amoBgestmaney other actes^ ther wer thre that man^ 
lie concerned the stait: L that no EngiisheuaD baue 
an^ benefice in Scotland; 2d. that cooper money 
be coynedy called black fiurdinngs; 3d« that all hm^ 
pitadOs within the realme be reformed tad tedactd 
to ther first fundations, and that they prodnce thct 
evidences befor die Lord Chancderand his depntts^ 
with the Qrdinavey of the idgrrcr 

1467. 
The 12 of October this aeire, 1467, the King calls 
a pBtMament of his tlire estaits, to be holdin at 
Edlnbnlghe; qnherin the walew of money was 
heigfated, not only the Kinges auen^ bot forraine 
also; and this ordained to be published at the cros- 
ses of the head biirruwes of the ldngd<Hii6 by opine 
procloniatione.. 

1468. 
TUs zeircy itecording to the ordaumctf of the laet 
parHeiHent, the Bischopes of Glasgow and Orkney^ 
the Lord Chanceler^ and Hlomas Boyde, Earle of 
Arrane^ are sent ambassadors to Denmarke, £or pro^ 
curing the.Ladey Margarett, eldest daughter to 
Christieme, first of that name, K« of Denmark and 
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Notlraay tad Bttethland, hi toarrlitge to the King. 
Her tht^y bronglit hbtne to Scotland, in the sext of 
the momithe of Jnlay, 14d8» accompanied with a 
toysH trains of Lordes and Ladeyes, qnher sho was 
solemly married to the King in the abb^y chnrche of 
Holyrtidhcms, 10 day of Julij, with werey grate state 
and triumphe. Amongest the conditions of this 
marriage, one was, the Danishe Elings renunciatione 
of all right and claime that he or hes successors 
Conid elaime for euer to [the] lies Orcades and Zet- 
land, in fanors of King James and the heifiss of thi^ 
marriage, quhilks fahddg, in fbuors of K* James and 
hes heirs, Elings of Scotland* 

This zeire Thomas Boyde, Earle of Arrane^ for 
teate of his Ijffe^ is forced againe to flee to Denmark 
for saoetie of hb ly£fe; and no soimer is he gone, 
bot he is forfknlted and dedaired a traitor; hes 
wyffe, the Kings sister, takin flrom him^ and married 
to James, Lord Hamilt<me* 

1469. 
' The King cfdls a patlianient this zeire, 1409, of 
hi^ estaits, at Edinbrughe, the SO day of Nouember; 
during wiefa th^ soletnitey of the Queins coronation^ 
wes peribrmed, with all oeremoney reqoisit, in the 
abbey chnrthe of Holymdhousse. In this parlia^ 
tnent was enacted a law that none Tndfer the degree 
of knight, wnles wordi of zeirly reuenelKr a IM lib of 
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old extent, except heraldes and musitians, should 
^eare clothes of silke. As also that all notaries, in 
tyme to^ come, shall be made be King, and not 
be the Emperour^ That the Elings rolls and regis- 
ters be put in bookes ; and that no forraiue blacke 
money, of quhatsomeuer natione, with aney coursse 
within this kingdome.

This zeire, 1471, ther appeired a. fearfuU -cornet^ 
with fyrrie torches hanging at it, in the southe be- 
tuix the Pole and the Pleiades, from the 27 of Ja- 
nuariji to the 8 a£ Februarij* '' 

The sext of Maij this zeire, the Kong holdes a 
parliament at Edinbrughe; quherin, amongest other 
lawes, it was enacted that na clergey men purches 
benefices or office of collectorie at the court of 
Rome, the quhilk was not therat befor; that mer- 
chants bring in no q;^eares to the countrey, without 
they be sex eUs of lenthe^ wnder paine of confisca^ 
tione of the same; and that cache zeoman that can 
not handell the bow, that he haue ane good axe and 
targe of lethen As also that the nobility, barrons, 
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and burgesses, with liche kirkemen, ships, pinkes, 
and busches with netts and aU necessars perteimng 
for'fishcrey. 

1472. 
This zeire, 1472, that grate shipe, bult by James 
Kennedey, Bischope of St. Andrews, laded with riche 
merchandize, coming firom Flanders, perished by 
tempest, neir Bambmghe one the cost of England; 
all perishning except some few that saued ther lines 
in the ships boate, amongest qnhom was the Abbot 
jof St Colmnbane* 

1478. 
TTii^zeire, 1478, deyes Nicolaus Tronus, Ducke 
oFVenice; to qnhom, by electione, succeidit Nicolao 
Marcelli. 

This zeire, S. Francis de Paula, a Calabrian 
borne, institutes the order rf Minine Friars, wich 
order was ratified and confiremed -by Pope Sixtus 
the 4. 

This zeire, also, Mahumet, the Turkishe King, 
with a grate armey, rancountrcd Vssancassanes, the 
Persian Monarches -the Turke hauing past his ar- 
mey ouer -the riuer Euphrates, giues the Persian 
batell, routtes his armey, and kills 10,000 Persians 
dead one the place. 
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1474. 

This zeire« 1474^ d^yes the Abhot of Dumftm^ 
ling, and therafter the mounkes diosses one Al&wor 
der Thomsone, of ther auen housse, to be ther ab- 
bot: bot the King annulk that dectiooc^ extnids

Tliie zeire the King l^es a grate arm^ of lande 
dionldionrs, wnder the command of his wnckidl 
Johpfl^ Earifi of Atholey in the nuwntibc of MaQ* 
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1476 ; and a grate fleitt of ships^ wnder the conw 
and of die Earle of Craufard, to reduce Jolme, 
Lord of the Isles, to obedi^ce : bot befor the armey 
did marche, the generally Jc^me, Earll of Athole, 
by his wisdome and industrey, one certaine condi* 
tions caussed Johne submitt himselue in the Kings 
will, vpone wich fiubmissione the King calls a par- 
liament, to be holdin «t Edinbrughe, the 4 day of 
Julay; and in it, first ratifies his generall reuoca- 
tione, and then annexis the earld(mie of Rosse to 
the croune; and, lastly, caosses the Lord of the 
lies quhyte all his right to the said earldome of 
Rosse and lies, resenting to him the tytill of Lord 
of them, and for his mantinence in honorable con* 
ditione, the King giues to him and hes, heretd)ly, 
the prouinces of Knapdaile and Kintyre : and in th» 
sorte was Johne, Lord of the lies, reconceilled to 
die Kings fauor, being glade of his attoinment, r6» 
turned home, 

1477. 
In die zeire 1477, arriues heir, in grate pcnnpe, 
Husman, the Legat of Pope Xystus the 4, and exe- 
cuttes the sentence of depreuadone and imprisoned 
ment pronounced by the Pope and colledge of Car- 
dinalls, aganist Patrick Orhame, Archbischope of 
SU Andrewes ; in quhosse place was substitute Wit 
fiam Scheuesse, Archdome of St Andrewesy to 
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quhosse faith die punidunent of his deposed predi- 
cessor was amiitted : quho first sent hnn to a cell in 
St. Columbans Abbey in the Isle of Emona, and 
shortly therafter did remoue him to the monastarey 
of Diimfennling ; bot finding to aime agane at the 
world, shutts him closse vpe in the castell of Loche- 
letuD, qoh^ he deyed, and was interrid in SL Seiv 
nans lie ther. 

Aganist ihe 6 of Agust in this zeire, the [King] 
calls a parliament of the estaits of the kingdome^ 
to be haldin at Edinbnigh, quherin merchand stran- 
gers wes ordained to be hcmorably receaued and 
fimorably treatted, for encouragii^ them to trade and 
comerce with this kingdome ; that the acte anent 
cme fishing, made be K. James the First, be obser- 
uedalso; that the quantitey ofsallmond barrells for 
packing, in all tyme comii^, be of the measure of 
fiaoibrughe, wnder paine of tinsdQ of the fishe be 
the first seller, and 5 lib. to be payed l^ the delin- 
quent couper, maker of the barrells, to the King; 
and that the Kings customers be shearchers heir 
vpone, in each toune. 

1478. 

In the begining of this zeire, 1478, is William 

Shewes consecrat Archbischope of St Andrewes, 

by the Popes Legaty in presence of the King, in the 

nbbey chuirdie ctf Holyrudhousse^ and from his hands 
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reeeiives ft paiUt tibe aiajage of AK:lde^^ 

nlt^, and is dtdftrtd, with grate sdlemil^f Primiit 

«kl l^flgat of the reftline of Scodaiul. 

In February thk sBeire» tlie King» erne the «inU- 
trows infimnatione of wicked persons^ oonunitts Iiis 
hrolher Alezaad^, Duck of Albaney^ to prissooflw 
mEdinbni^iecaBteUi and from thence he escapes to 
hes auen castle of Dumbar, wich he wictuaUs and 
furnishes with all maner of am«nitiasie» and so from 
thance» by saa» ho ss^les to France» quher he was 
wdcomed by Lents the II9 the F^di King. 

In the momithe of MaQ» this t^JNh the King raisa^ 
es ana armeyf and beseidgBS Dnmbar castle^ wich 
keqptoKt&r hesbffothaTfthoDudiof Albaney; tfia 
9d day of wich saidge» whh a canon ther war killed 
one the Kings syde, the Lairds of Loss, Sanchioi 
and Craigey Wallace, all three knights; and Johna 
Bamsay, a gallant gentileman, was also killed w^ 
atones from a batlemeut of Castle gait: bot thesse 
frithin the castle^ being weiri^ with toyle and la<- 
bore, not being able to hold ootaney longer, by boate 
in the night escaped all of them to France ; and 90 
was it entred by the beseidgers the next day, non 
being to defend it. 

This seir, 14^9, Jelm Iriand, dootor of thedogie^ 
and the Kings pio|iMsor in the Vnivarsitagr ef Ftfi% 
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a SpQt^ggiiP Iqr brilli» waa aeat fnnhamdor be Lewjg 
tJ^e II9 to Ki^g Jami^» to moue him to invade Eng* 
land^ fearing lest the Englishe should assist the 
Duck of Burgundy aganist the Frenche; as also to 
intreat the King to receaue his brother, the Duck of 
/ii\w^i in fonor Agalne; bot he was returaid back 
irithout m^y fatj^fii^tore j aoaswer at alL

AboBtth^nudlkof thenaireliao, King Jamea 
fend^ ambassadors to England, to demand Kii^

Jm should be of aeirca fitt for marriage ; in hope of 
mUih baorgaine^ (wich so weill pleased JL Ednard,)

HM agaiSQ rqMued; and by the aubtle meinea of 
Lewis^ the Freadie King^ qnho made choyaae i»*

King Eduaid the 4 of England, this zciire, 1481, 
herinng that King James had leuied a grate arm^, 
and was entred the Englishe borders, wsses a werey 
cuning tricke ; he trimns vpe a knauishe mounke 
in the habit of the Pc^>es Legat, sends him to the 
Scotts campe, and ther, in the Popes name, thnnders 
out exeommunicationes and cursses aganist the King 
and his haill armey, if they should at this tyme pro- 
oeid aney further in hostile maner aganist Engluid, 
and hinder so religiousse and pious a worke as the 
inwasione of the enimes of the crosse of Qirist, 
Turkes and Mores ; wich croysaid (as he affirmed) 
he had now about him to piibUshe troughe Cristen- 
dome, at least in Scotland and England. The fadll 
King tooke all this trumprey for good coyne, and 
presently, without more^enquyrey, licentiats his ar- 
mey. Quhill the rongeishe mounke wes acting this 
pairt in the Scotts campe. King Eduard detaines K. 
James herauld, sent to him befiur the Scotts entred 
England by the King, with fdre wordes,bot wnder 
hand treacherously sends a fleeit of ships to the 
Edinbrugh firthe, quher they tooke 8 good riiips, 
and brunt the castle of Blacknesse in linlidigaw 
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shyre, and then makes home for England. Bot God 
rew^iged their perfidey^ maney of them being bro- 
kin and drounid by tempest, ere they could gaine 
hcMne. 

This same zeire, also, the Englishe beseidge Ber- 
nick, and beat doune most of the new bult wall ; 
zett the Scotts within so walliantly defendit the 
same, that they wer forced to reteire with sore 
bones. 

A parliament haldin at Edinbmghe, the 2d day 
of Aprill, this same zeire, quherin the King was or- 
danied to present to all vaickend benefices within 
the kingdoms 

1482. 
This zeire, 1482, Alexander, Duck of Albaney, 
beinng nou a widouer, finding himselue in small 
respecte with the Frenche King, passes ouer to Eng- 
land, quher he was welcomed by K. Eduard, quho 
promissed to doe his wttermost to sett him in the 
Scotts throne; and so raisses a grate armey of 
40,000 men, wnder the command of his brother the 
Duck of Glocester, and of the Duck of Albaney, 
and enters Scotland* K. James, to opposse the 
Englishe, convenes his nobilitey, and appoynts the 
randezvouze of his armey at Lauder, quher the 
haill armey encamped ; bot fiirder aganist the Eng- 
lishe wold not the nobilitey moue one foote, till they 
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bfid the misg6uei1iim^M of the estait repaired^ So 
Aat Ait^hbald, tarie of Angus, George, Earie of 
Hutitl^, John^ Ear le of Lennox, James, Earle of 
Buchan, Androw, Lord Gray, Robert, Lord Lyie, 
trftfi a gi^te m^ey Wthers of the nobilitey and bar- 
ji^ons, eome td the tUngs tent, all of them armed, 
tod their vpbraide him to his fiice, for hes misgouer- 
Inttit of fhe reidtne ; foi* h^s conteming his nobility, 
and giuing eare to sicophants and parasits of basse! 
dbndtdotte ; that he had most crenelly atid inhuman- 
ly taussed kill his brothet* Johne, Earle of Mar, and 
baiiisht his other brother the Duck of Albaney; 
that he had addicted himselue totally to the coun^ 
sell of Thomas Cochrane, William Rodger, and 
James Hommile, musroomes sprung vpe out of the 
dfege bf the oomcms^ quhom he had i^aissed to ouer- 
top^ his nobilitey, misgbueilie the counti^y, and 
fbster him in hi^ lusits, ryotts, and widked totirses. 
Thomas Codirane, no# behig ci^eated Earle <^[Mar;i 
the Kingd eheiffe minion, and reulaf df all hes cotnv 
sells, they tld^e, and in hi^l Men scarfife hanges him 
duer Lifcuder bridge, with Roger and HommiUe, oner 
the comon gallows. John^ Ramsay they spail-ed, at 
the Kings eailiist soUicitatione, being bot a souther 
of 19 zeires of age, and a coiirte pimp^ This tra^ 
gidey acted, the haill artney incontinent dislodges, 
find brings the King prissoner with them to Edin^' 
broghe castle, and 66mitt8 him to the cniitodey o^ 
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J<dine, Earle of Athole* The Bnglishe arm^ am 
opposing tha% mordie almost to Edinbnighe^ th^ 
Sootts Armey being betoix tbem And th« tonne^ th^ 
begin to treat of ane peace with tbe Englishe, ftnd 
so, one the second day of Agaste^ they send the 
Dockes of Glocester and Albaney oommissldneiis to 
treat with them of peaee^ viz. the Archbisdiope of 
Su Andreiv^Sy the Biss of Dtinkelden^ Coline, l&aaie 
of Argyle^ and Andi^w Steuart, Lord Auendailli 
Lord Chan«el;2r of Scotland^ At last, after scnne 
smidl difficoltiesy pixi^ was ^^cmdndit one f&esse c<m«- 
ditions i L That the Khigs brother^ the Ducke of 
Albaney, shonld be restored* Sd« That Dmnbar 
castle, witii the counties of Mai" and Marehe, shonld 
be ginen to him. 8di As also diat he should be th^ 
Kings Leiuetenant of Uie realme. 4« and lastly, 
That the tomie of Edinbmghe should obleige theffl^ 
seines for repayment of that money K. James had 
borrouid from K. Edn^d^ quill that Prince James 
marriage was in treatting betoix th^n« So d^pairts 
the Englishe armey; and in ther marche homewardes 
takes Beniick, after the Scotts had possesed it 21 
zeires by conqposkimie, jk Patrick Hepbume of 
Halites bdng e^itane ibereo^ SS day of Agnst^ 
this siUn« aeirey 1488» 

TtaA same steirei Al«x6nder^ Dn^k of AHiMiey 
and die Chanceler gonernmg all At reahne, he, m^ 
companied with diners of the nobility, goes to 
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Streueling to wisit the Queine and Prince; and af- 
ter his retume he layes seidge to Edinbnighe castle^ 
and at last takes it, and setts the King, with soche 
seruants as attendit him, at liber^ r hot the Chan- 
celer, Argyle, and Archbischope of SU Andrewes^ 
hering thesse newes, depairted eache to his auen 
coimtrey, grateiunly dismayed. 

This zeire, also, the Archbischope of St. An- 
drewes, fearing some mischeiffe, did woluntarley 
reseinge his sea for that of Murray; and Andrew 
Steuarte, the Kings wnckell, was created Archbi- 
shope of St Andrewes, and solemly consecrat 

The King, thus- liberat by his brother, is so in 
loue to him, that now one table, zea one bed, must 
suffice them both ; wich did not long so c<Mitinew. 

Touards the end of this zeire, ciuiU discords did 
againe burst furth betuix the King and his nobili- 
ty, with neglecte of republicke and gouemmentf 
quherone did arrysse thifts, depredations, and op-^ 
pressions of the comons. 

1483*. 
In the zeire 1488> from Charles the 8, the Frenche 
King^ came Bernard Steuarte, Lord Aubigney, 
Marishall of France, and Peitter Mallart, a doctor 
of the ciuill and canon law, to K. James, to renew 
the ancient leauge and amitey betuix bothe realmes» 
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wich was accordit, and by the suome and sobscri- 
ued the 22 day of Marche. 

The Frenche ambassadors hooing thus efiectuat 
ther bassines^ takes with them 18 companies of 
Scotts foote^ wnder the command of Donald Ro- 
bertsone, ane eiq>ert and walliant c<»nmander, one 
quho had purchessed muche renoune wnder the 
Frenche King^ in the warrs of Italey. 

This zeire, K# Charles the 8 sends Bernard^ Lord 
Aubigney, with ane armey to England, to the aide 
of Henrey, Earle of Bichmond, aganist Bichard, the 
wsnrper, qnhom they killed at the batdl of Bos- 
worthe, and Henrey wes crouned King i for wich gude 
sendee K. Henrey euer therafter loued and honored 
the Scotts. This h^>ened in A® 1486. 

This zeire, new hearte buminges and discords 
burst furth betuix the King and his brother, the 
Duck of Albaney, quhom the nobilitey parties. 

The King fearing the nobilitey all the rest of this 
zeire^ in effecte keeps himselue closse in Edinbrughe 
castle; and his brother, the Duck of Albaney, re- 
turns to France, quher he is kyndly welcomed by 
K. Charles the 8, the Frenche King. 

The keipers of Dumbar casde^ at the Duck of 
Albaneyes command, rander it in the handes of the 
Englishe, quho keipt it some few zeires therafier. 

The 23 of Febmarij, this zeire, the K. calls a 
pari: of his estaits, to be haldin at Edinbrughe;

worke, and the Graying doune of the new plackes. 

This zeire^ in Nduember^ Alexander, Dock of 
Albaiieyy depaixts this Ijffe, by the strocke of a 
^linter of toie lance which strocke him in the face, 
lie beholdii^ « tonmnent betuix the Duck of Or- 
le&Ens and ane other knight, leuing issew behind 
him, 2 sone : Alexander, his eldest sone, gottin one 
the Earle of Orknayes dangfatei^ Us first wyffe ; and 
Johne, Duck of Albaney, his only sone of his 2d 
Marriage, Qotiemor of Scotland during the minori-> 
^ of K. Ja: 5. Alexander, his eldest sone, was 
Bischope of Murray, and Abbot o£ Scone. 

This zeire, also^ K« James sent the Archbischope 
of St. Andrews to Rome, anent the procuring of 
of some particcdar dispensations and preuiledges to 
hilu, wioh wer granted. 

1484. 

This zeire, 1484, Pope Innocent the 8. sent James^ 
Bis: of Imola, his L^at to Scodand, to mediat s 
pea6e betuix James, King of Scotland, and Richard, 
K. of England, wich he e£kctuat to indnre fi»r 8 zeires«. 

This zeire ther was grate &mine in Scotland, and 
8 moones i4>peirQd in the firmament, about 2 in the 
aftemoone; the 25 of September this same zeire al- 
so, with much fryre, thunder and raine, for S quhole 
dirpies tberafter. 
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1485. 

Tl^is zeire, 1485, after the deaUi of Joline Moce- 
nigi, Dock of Venice, Marke Barbarico wes elect^ 
In his place} his coronatione was perfbrmed with 
grate solemitey. 

This zeire, lykwayes, the first of Junij, Mathew, 
EJng of Hungarey, takes Vienna, the cheiffe toune 
of Austria, notwithstandinng all that the Emperour 
Frederick could doe to the contrarey. 

1486. 

Id {his zefre, 1486, wes King Richard, of Eng- 
land, killed by Henrey, Earle of Richmond, (as I 
have hertofbr wrettili,) the 22 of September. 

Henrey, Earle of Richmond, this zeire, being 
crouned King of England, by the name of K. Henrey 
the 7, imediady sent his ambassadors to Scotland, 
to K. James, the principall of quhom was Richard 
Fox, Bischope of Excester, quho concludit a sep- 
teniall peace betuix the tuo kingdomes ; assuring K. 
James, in his masters name priuatly, that he wold 
during his lyffe tyme obserue and keepe a perpetuall 
peac^ with the Scotts croune, and wold renew the 
same eurey 7 zeires; wich leauge coming to the 
knowledge of the nobility and gentrey, incenssed 
them aboue all measure aganist the King, as if he 
had concludit the most vniust peace that could be 
imagined.

1487. 
. This sseire, K. Ja: faauing peace with England, 
betakis him to a priuat miserable Ijrfie, wnworthey 
of a King, and by all possible meins giues himselue 
ouer to be counselled by fellows of basse conditioner 
and to gather money, wich procurid the implacable 
hattred of his nobilitey ; so that the Earls of Angus^ 
Argyle,. Lennox, with the Lords Hailles, Home, 
Dromond, Lyle,. Gray, and diners more, conspyre 
aganist him, (since they saw no appeirance of amend- 
iment in him, bot to grow daylie worsse and worsse,) 
and leuies a grate armey, making Prince James, a 
zouth of 16 zeires of age, ther leader aganist his fa- 
ther and souerainge, in A<> 1487. 

This zeire, the Franche and EngUshe Kinges, by 
ther ambassadors, labor in vaine to mediate a peace 
and reconceillement betuix the King and his nobili- 
ty; they sueare and protest neuer to lay donne 
armes, wnles the King will reseing the gouemiment 
to the Prince his sone; and with bitter reproches 
lyes to his charge, all the mischeiues the kingdome 
hes beine redacted too, and that alenerly by his mis- 
gouemiment. 

The 1 of October this same zeire, K. Ja: calls a 
parliament, at Edinbrughe; quherin wer enacted 
maney lawes anent the oflSce and deutey of shriffs, 
crooners, and inferior judges ; aganist delinquents, 
and such as refusse obedience to the lawes of tlie 
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land; as also that all actions be perseued befor the' 
Judge Ordinar. In this sameparl: also^ in respecte 
of the for&tdtrey of Al^Kander, Duck of Albaney,' 
Earle of Marche, Mar and Garioche, Lord of Anan- 
daile and Manne, the said lands 4uid lordschipes are 
annexed to the croune. 

1488. 

In the begining of this zeire, 1488, the nobilitey 
deall widi the Earle of Douglas, now a shome 
mounke in Londors abey, quherin he was as in a 
prisson, (by the King condemid during lyffe) to cast 
off his coull, andx^ome out df his cell, and joyne with 
them to -suppresse so wicked and insolent a King (as 
they called him,) and they wold againe restore him 
to all his former dignities and reuenewes; bothe 
being brokin with age, and weiry of the world, de- 
nayed ther sute, and exhorted them to peace and 
concord, bot one no tearmes wold aney more tray 
his auen hard fortune. 

K. James then seinng no ^ay to padfieiiis en- 
raged subiects, now vpe in armes aganist him, all in 
a furey marches from Streueling, contrair the ad- 
wysse of thesse with him, till that the Earle of Huntr 
ley should haue come ype widi -his forces. So ac- 
companied with the Duck o£ Montrois, the Earles 
of Glencaime, Athole and Menteith, with the Lordes 
lUtthaen, Boyde and MaxswoU, quher they ran- 
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cofuiter tbfi ndworsse jjMUiej at a wfllage, witlliin S 
jnyles of StresaeUn, called BaiK>ckbunie; betoix 
quh<m ther ^ns a creueU batetl, the II day of J11119 
thi9 ^it^ 1488) quherm K. James the 3d was killed^ 
in Ijie 29 zeke of Us xsmg^ After tlie batell, his 
bodey wes caried to the monasteey of Camlnuken* 
eth hard bay. 

The Prince his sone, befor the batell^ conunandit 
that nou shojuld put wiolf^t baud one the Kivg bis 
father; get yas he jnbmjianly k^ed by gomQ treaoh^ 
erous wUlaQest hk ewpues, bi Bamnx^^bttme iiuU» 
quher he bad fled fot shelt^.

Ipiediatly aft^r ^e Kis^ ogoronati^ii^ thiaaame 
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seire, * conspiracey of some malecontents bursts 
iorthe aganist the Kings perscMie; the ring leadens 
quhefof was the Earfe of L^mox and Lord Lyle» 
qaho betodce them to annes, bot wer ouerthrowen 
in a conflicted neir Touche, in Streuelin ^hyve ; nuu* 
ney beinng killed, and maney of such that wer takin 
prissoner% wer presently hanged; amongest wich 
was the Liiird of KUcreuGhe, %chieffe €^ the Gat> 
bxaitlies. 

The King calls a parliament^ this same zeire^ at 
^dinbrugbf the 6 of Octdber, quherin the King 
pardo^es all thesse that partied his father, and grants 
the wardes to ihie minors of them that wer killed at 
^t wnh^ipey batell of Baonockbume; as aiko hes 
generall veaooatioBe, bearing dait at Secme, this 
same zeire, is by the 8 estaits ratffied and confirmed; 
that new gold be cojmed a£ the fynnes of the Rosse 
noUe, and that sikier be coyned of the fynnes of the 
eld Englishe gvoate; as also, that quhatsomeuer 
>clerck purdiesses aney benifice at the Courte c^ 
Rome, the presentatione quherof belongs to the 
King, comitts lesse maiestie aganist the Kings per- 
spne, and that proscriptione, xebellione and tressone^ 
be execttt vpone them* 

In tk^ be^ning of this zeire^ 1489, the King calls 
4ir]MffUam«it ^Ihs estaits at Perth, qnherm, by ane 
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acte, the slaughter of the Kings father^ IL James the 
Sd, is layed one himselne and his eiuell connseller^ 
and the present King and his adherents liberat of 
the same ; of wicfa particular acte all forraine princes, 
allayeis of this croune, by ambassadors are aduer* 
tissed ofie, namely, the Pope, Emperour, Kings of 
France, Spaine and Benmarke, for clering the ass* 
perti(Mie fame had blundered both King and king* 
dome with, of paricide and killing of ther King. 

In this same pari: of the 15 of Febnianj, lykwayes, 
it wes enacted, that the King and his cpunsell, by 
his authoritey, should make all persons and parties 
within his realme, to be at firindschipe and concord ; 
anent new money to be coyned, and the pryce of the 
wnce of the same, diuers statutes wer aiacted ; as 
also^ that the free tenants that holds of the Prince, 
Duck of Rothesay, and Steuarte of Scotland, shall 
be haldin to compeire in the pariiament and justice 
aires, with ther suttes and presences, ay, and quhill 
the King haue a sone that should be immediat be* 
tuix the King and them, to anssuer for them in the 
said parliament; and lykwayes it was statute, that 
the Kings maiestie, once a zeire, (health seruing) 
should visit eache pairt of his realme ; and all noble» 
men, and wthers bearing publick office, gaue a so* 
leme othe, eache of thein, to administer justice deu- 
)ie within his auen jurisdictione, see the Kings peace 
kfipU <^d malefactors put to trayell and executioue* 
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. Immediady after die parliament, tliis same sseire^ 
the Kingj by his prodamatioiie^ recalls all pensions 
giuen to quhatsomeuer persone by his fiskther, to the 
diminutione of his reuenew. 

The King, this same zeire, lykwayes, takes espe- 
ciall caire for the good educatione of hes tuo zcmng 
brothers, Alexander, Duck of Boss, and Jhone^ 
Earle of Mar, and that the superpius of ther re- 
uenew might zeirlie accrea to them ; for ther fiither, 
befor his death, had endewed with riche patrimo* 
nies* 

1490. 
In the begining of this zeire, 1490, King James, 
by adwysse of hes connsaill, sends diners noblemen 
ambassadors to France, Spaine and Denmaike, for 
renewing the ancient leauges and alliances betnix 
thesse cronnes and this. The Archbischope of Glas- 
gow wes sent to France; the.£arle Bothuell to 
Spaine; and S^ James Ogiluey of Airlie, knight, to 
Denmarke ; quho did so brauly carey himsdue theiv 
and with suche dexteritey and wisdome performed 
his bussines, to the Kinges heigh contentment ; so 
that for his good seruice, at hes retume, he was 
created Lord Ogiluey. 

1491. 
This zeire the King, in the begining of Mag, 
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l4Mf makes choisse of a s^acte nbmber of the no- 
bilUey and gentrey to be of kis priaey couns^iill, and 
did solemley promisse to doe nothing in the goser- 
niment without ther counsell and adwisse. 

j^ grate contrauersey arrosse in Jimg this seice^ 
bfetaix the Archbisckc^es of St* Andrewes and Glas- 
^W) anent the auctorit&f and exercisse of ther iiino* 
tions, wick mad^agcatevent; each of tkem drauing 
a grale maney of the nobilit^' to part^ them : bot 
the King wysley did f^resse tker insidencey, and 
conunandit them, wnder the paine of treassone, to 
submitt all ther contrawersies to the decisione of the 
<:anon law ; so was the bnisines betuix thesse am- 
bitioBS pralats, ficnr this tyme^^paokt vpe. 

This same zeire the TSJmg calls a parliament at 
Edinbhigfae, die -18 day of Maij; the first acte of 
wich waS| theconfirmadone of tiie alliance and con- 
Aoderatioafa with France,. conolndk in the former 
tmve ; with diiiers Yther aetea and statutes of lesse 
oonsequence, being for administitatione of justice es- 
peciaUey. 

1408. 
Tbe'KiDgall thisseeire, 14M, bus^ies hknsdne^ 
nobilltey, gentrey, and comoos, for fifpskg oat ol 
shipes and busches to fishe, (wich proued a grate 
good to this comon wealthe ;) the King himselue, and 
iQMtof the nobiUtej^ to en«Mzage others^ became 
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tkemselues adaenturers. So thai sU this Kings 
raigne, and his sones lykwayes, the fishing sa in- 
cressed, fhat by thfit pice of indostrey^ aocompanid 
with peace, the stocke of the kingdome was tabled^ 
and all degrees of peopel gratumley enriched ; till 
the COTmorant Hollander^ learning firom ws in the 
rainge of Queine Marey to fiseid one our bread, hath 
so de!xteroasly kaBfllpd the bussises, and grouen tq 
such perfscdone in this trade, that now a dayes, by 
this only meine, they are become mightey,riche, and 
opnlent, zea formidable to the qnhole world, and no 
good neighbour to Scotland^ qnkence they first had 
the sinaees of aU ther.gratness. 

149S. 
This zeire, 1498, the King caUs a parliament, to 
be haldin at Edinbmghe^ the 26 day of Junij, quher- 
m$ amongBst other fflhoisome lawe% t^ eldest sons 
of hiamms and gentkincai are, wndec a grate penat 
tey, ordained ta.stndey die lawes of the. land. 

UM. 
This zeire^ Pope Alexander, the 6, sent his Le- 
gat^ Fonuanle^ to >Snotland» qnho asriued at Edin* 
^mghe« of Junij, USA, to confort the Kingi quho 
wes become werey melanoholey and pensiue, in duit 
he had contenanced thesse that had )pUed his fiither* 
Bot the nnn^ by diepoiiergiueiihiis by th^ Fopar 
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enioyned him a pennance, wtch was to weare a chyne 
of irone about his midle all the dayes of his 
lyflfe, wich he did ; and by his apostolick poner ab- 
soluedhinL 

149& 
This zeire, 1495, King James the 4, makes hes 
progsesse throu^ie all the north pairts. of Scodand ; 
and without respecte of persons, executtes justice 
one all offi^nders, to the grate quyett of the realme, 
and easse of the subiecte ; he causses re-edifie such 
mines as warre had formerly made in borrowes, 
andhisauen casteUs; wich he caused to be weill fuiw 
nished with all necessarey prowisions and amuni- 
tione for defence. 

1496. 
In the bqpning of this zeire, 1496, the French 
King, Lewis the I^ seing the Englidie redey- to 
warre one him, by his ambassadors shewes to K. 
James for ayde, and discouers to him ane (notable 
peice of apocrapha,) called Eduard, Duck of Zorke, 
the S(Mie of K. Eduard the 4, qnho now is said to haue 
escaped the butcheries of K. Richard the 3d. This 
masked comsedian proved a notabeU counterfidt, 
and wrought mudi trouble to K. Henrey the 7. 
He was f<»rged, and so sett out one the puUick 
stage, by Margarett, Duchesse of Burgundy, sister 
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to Kii^ Eduard the 4, a subtile and politick woman ; 
and so is this mushrome Dncke of 2k>rke sent by 
Lewes, the Frenche King» to Scotland; he cranes 
aide aganist King Henrey the 7, and calls him ane 
vsorper, a traitor and intruder. 

1497. 

This zeire, 1497, the counterfidt Duck of 2k>rke, 
Richard, is married to the Earle of Huntlies daugh- 
ter, and getts a good armey of Scotts for his aide ; 
they invade the Englishe border 

K. Henrey prepares a grate armey to inwade Scot^ 
land, this zeire, wnder the commande of the Earles of 
Surrey and Northumberland, bot no blood was spilt 
one ather syde. Ferdinand, K. of Spaine, by his am- 
bassador, Don Petro Hiela, mediats a peace betuix 
the Scotts and Englishe Kinges ; and how soune he 
fand the Scotts Kinges pulsse, with possible diligence 
he adwertisses K. Henrey to haiste ane ambassador 
of hes auen to the Scotts King, quho might real- 
ley enter in a trettey cme some solide groundes^ 

1498. 
In the brining of this zeir^ 1498, K. Henrey 
the 7, of England, sent Richard Fox, Bischope of 
Dunelme, to joyne with the l^panishe ambassador, 
instructed with werey aniple comisai(»ie to treat o( 
peace, and in his name to conclude it They wer

mett by the Scoits '^obitiisBioiiers at Melros abbey, 
one tlie border. Ther jBrst demand is, Aat the 
eomiterfidt Dack o£ ZcM*ke, by diem mimed Ferkiii 
Werbecke, that had so troubled the qayeit of Eng- 
knd, should be deliuer^d m K. Hemreye& hand» ; 
wich K. James all to gider refusses to doe such ane 
acte, so dishonorable and ptaejudiciall to his honor : 
alwayes, by the wisdoxtie o^Fat^ Che peace is condu- 
dit ; and ^the King phmusses fidrly to disinisse himt, 
and heirafter hold him for qahat indeid he was. At 
last, this zeire, he departed Scotland to Flanders, 
(wich was hes sanctoarey) ther to be better instruct- 
ed by Marga^tt, the Dutchesse of Burgundy, and 
leame hou to acte the nixt scheme; from qiihenc^ 
shoe sendes Um ouer to Walles, to tray ther creduli* 
ley; bot finding the Welshe fidth lyke ther leeikes 
and tostit cheisse^ by them he is deliuered to be n 
sacrafisse in K/Henreyes handes ; quho, after he hed 
expossed him to publick scome, being led with a hal- 
ter about his necke, and a pq>er hate on his head, 
through London, he was at last condemned to tume 
the spitts in K. Henreies kitchin. 

The Ladey Cathrin Gordon, quho was maried to 
lUchard, the conterfait Duck of Zotkey was, after 
her husbands apprehensibnfi and disgrace, sent by 
K. Henrey to his Queine ; quho, for her excellent 
beutey, mudi estedmed her, and for her birth hd« 
nored her. Sho t^ bytbe Queine and courte. 
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named the Whyte Rose* S3io lined in Englfuad ftU 
her dayes, weill and plentifidly, by the munifence of 
K* Hentey and hes Qneine. 

1499. 
Hiis seire^ 1499, some broyles did arrysse in the 
borders betuix the Sootts and Engli^e, anent the 
seidge formerly biyed to Norhame castle; bot by 
the wisdome of Richard, Bischope of Dunelme, quho 
wreat to K. James, and showed the castell was his, 
and quhat wrong was done to ainey of his subiects, it 
should be repaired at his maiestite anen arbitri- 
ment j desyring the King not to esteime aney thing 
was done a breache of peace, or by the knowledge 
or approbatione of K. Henrey, bot dnlie a foolishe 
insolence of the stipemliarey shonldiours wich qnar* 
tered one the border* 

1500. 
In the letter end of Februarij, this zeire, K. James 
comes to Melrosse abbey ; and with 8 dayes theraf- 
ter, ther comes lykewayes Richard, Bischope of Dun- 
elme, in A^ 1500, betuiit quhome all bussines wer 
amicabley composed ; and at the Biscfac^s depar- 
tur, K. James whispers him softlie in the eare, that 
iht only way to England to haue ane perpetoall and 
lasting peace with Scotland, wi|s to move K. Hen«*^ 
r^ to gitte his eld^ dloightsr, -^h, Ladey Marga^ 
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rett, to him in marriage. The wysse prelat desyre» 
the King to keipe himselue closse, and he wold with 
all speid tray K. Henreys mynd; wich with all 
convenient diligence he did. Finding K. Henrey to 
relishe that motione extremty weill, directs a priuey 
post to King James, and intreats him without aney 
delay, to haist his ambassadors to K. Henrey, for 
the iron was hotte, and best it was to stricke the 
same. 

1501. 
K. James^ aduertissed by the Bischopes secrett 
posts, sends Robert Blackader, Archbischc^ of 
Glasgou, and Adam Hepbume, Earle of Bothuell, 
Lcnrd Hailles, his ambassadors to England, to treat 
of the marriage betuix him and the Ladey Mavga- 
rett, eldest daughter to K. Henrey the 7 ; and to 
that efiecte, a saue conducte, wnder the broad seall 
of England, is presently sent to the Wardens of the 
Borders, to be deUuered to the Scotts ambassadors, 
kk Aguste, 1501. 

1502. 
The 25 day of Januarij this zeh^ 1502, K. Jiane» 
ambassadors finish the tretty of the marriage, and 
solemley marey the Ladey Margarett of England,^ 
as the Kings procurators, in Pauls churche of Lon- 
doD) wid; theraft^ was sglemky published, with 
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grate ioy and trinmphe at Pauls erosse this same 
day, to the grate joy and contentment of K. Henrey 
and the Ladey his daughter. 

1503. 

The King calls a parliament to meitt at Edin- 
bmghe, the 11 day of Marche this zeire, 1503; 
quherin it is ordained, that ther should be a daylie 
counsell or judicature, to sitt at Edinbrughe, to de- 
ceid ciuill matters and complaintes, and shall haue 
the samen pouer as the Lordes of Sessione. That 
justices and shriffes be made for the lies. That 
Dowarte, Glentowarte^ and the lordschipe of Lome, 
ansuer and-Tnderlay the law at the justice aire of 
Perth ; Mawmor, Loch-aber come to the aire of In- 
nemesse ; and Argyle (quhen the King pleases) shall 
ansuer at the justice aire of Perth ; and that that 
pairte of Cowale that is not within the bounds nor 
lordschipe of Argyle, and all the inhabitants therof, 
come to the aire of Dunbartane; as also that the 
aire of Bute, Arran, KnapdaUe, Kintyre, and Meikell 
Cumray, be haldin at the brughe of Aire or Rothesay, 
and the inhabitants therof come ther at the Kingea 
plesaure. 

It was also statute in this parliament, that shriffes 
be made in Rosse and Cathnes for administratione of 
justice ; that zeirlie musters be keipt in cache brughe 
and shyre ; that all the Kings leidges be reuelled by

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bit Iswet; that all officers widiin bn^ebe changed 
zeiiiie; that Scotts merchants persew one ane oth^ 
bezond sea befor aney judge bot the conseroator, 
and that the said conseruator come home zeirly, or 
send ane procurator; that ail meassures and waightes 
be o£fe one quantitey; and to conclude this parlia- 
ment^ the King solemly reudces al done by him in 
pnrliamenty ooonsell, or wtherwajea ia prejudice of 
ihe ckurdke or cronne^ 

Queine Margarett is conwayed by the Earles of 
Surrey and Korthumberland^ then Wardens of the 
EngEshe Marches^ atlmdit by maney of the £ng- 
lishe oc^mU^ and ladeyes^ to Bemid^ and firom 
thenee to Lambert churche, in Lamermure^ quher 
die King mett her, and receaued her urith grate ioy 
tbifm the 'tuo Earles. From thence they went the 
first mght to Dalkeklv and nixt to Edinbrughe^ 
quher, with grate triumphes, the marriage was so-- 
letnley accomplished; and the Scotts and EngUshe 
Bobilitey feasted togider, with mutuall showes of 
looe and amitey, for the space of 14 dayes. From 
the first pn^ositione of this marriage^ to Am nou 
aocoD^lisbement th^rof, wer almost S quboU^ seires» 

IftOi. 
Thesse marriage triomphes endit, the most piurt 
of the Englishe lordes, ladeyes, and kni^ts, return- 
ed home, with grate commendatione of ther royall 
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and magnifiq: wssage and intertainimeDt in Scot- 
land; K. James suffiring none of them to depairt 
without some tokin of his fauor and loue. This 
happey marriage broi^ht with it a omtinuaU peace 
betuix Scotland and England all K. Henrie 7* 
dayes. 

1505. 
That acte called the Acte of Recognitioiiey bred a 
grate sture and hatred this zeire, 1505, in the hartes 
of all sortes of people aganist the King; wich he 
wysly perceauing, made the executione of the same to 
ceasse and take no eflfecte during the remander of 
his rainge. Bot the conceaued furey and qpleene 
was wented aganist thesse counsellors quho had ad- 
wyssed the King to the making and executinng so 
vniuste and ri^e a law, as thesse tymes named it. 

1506. 

This eeire, 1506, the King in persone h<^des justice 
courtes in diuersse pairts of the kingdome ; quherin, 
to the grate ioy and contentment of his people, he 
showes maney actes of a prudent King and a wysse 
justiciiur, without pardalitey : among wich, the Laird 
of Thornton, for murthering his wyffe, had his head 
struke from his bodey, by the stroake of ane axe, at 
Edinbrughe crosse. 

This zeire, also, the King buldes a grate shipe, 
and Androw Bartan b made ci^itane of her, and 
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imployed agamst the Flemishe pyratts, that had 
spoyled maney Scotts marchents; aganist quhom he 
so pteuaiUed^ that he.not b^Iy made the costs cleire 
of them, bot sent the Kuxg 3 barrels full of ther 
heades. ... 

The 10 of Agust this same zeire, a fearfull comett 
appeired in Scotland. Its c0ursse*was obserued to 
be from, the northe to the southe, with a suifte and 
violent motione. 

S' Antoney Darcey (therafter named Monsenr de 
la Bauty) cam this zeire from France, through 
England, to Scotland, to tray his walor in armes, 
quherof he much hosted o£Pe. Betuix him and the 
Lord Hamiltone, (a most gallant man at armes as 
aney thesse tymes had,) wer diuers notoble rancoun- 
ters, without aney certaine wictordy to aither ; only 
the Lord Hamiltone, one day, at Falkland, was 
judged to haue the honor; wich La Bautey did im- 
pute to hes auen indispositione of bodey that day. 

I50T. 

The 21 of Februarij, 1507, the Qiieineis brought 
to bed of a sone, quho was christned James. The 
gossepes wer Robert, Archbischopepf Glasgou, and 
Patrick, Earle of Bothuell, Lord HaiUes; and the 
Countes of Huntley Was godmother to this young 
Prince. 

The Qtteine, after her deliu^rey, was dangerously 
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seicke; and the King, for her recoiiery, irent this 
zeire in pilgrimage, one hes fbote, to St. Ninians, in 
Galloway: and sho beinng recouered, bothe K. and 
Queine went ther in Julay, one pilgrimage, this 
same zeire. 

Pope Jidius the 2d sends his Legat to Scotland, 
this xetre, with a halloaed snord and »cape to the 
King, and a bull of the tytill, Defender of the 
Faithe. 

This same zeire, lykwayes, the King goes in pil- 
grimage to S. Duthus, in Rosse ; such a baud had 
superstitk>ne gottin ouer him. 

In September this zeire, also, the Archbis: of St. 
Andrewes, and the Earle of Arran, wer sent ambas- 
sadors to France. 

This zeire the King makes ane Italian montebanck, 
a professed buffime and alchunist. Abbot of Tunge- 
•land* Lesley, in his Historey, does record some of 
his chettings and trickes. 

1508. 

This zeire, I508j Prince James, the Kings only 
-sone, deyes, the 27 day of Februarij ; and after him 
>the holy Bischope of Galloway, his tutor and go- 
uemour. 

This zeire, Cockbume, Bischope of Ross, and 
MoDseiur de la Bautey, coimes this zeire to Scotlandi 
from France. 
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This xeire, also, Bernard Steuart, '^ceroy of Ni^ 
dies, and the President of ToUousse, comes ambas* 
sadors fccm Lewis the Frenche King. The sume of 
ther ambassey was, to consult with K. James, as 
with one of the cheiffe allayes of the Frenche croune^ 
wither or not he should marey hb daughter one 
Francis of Valois, the Doljdune of Viennois, Duck 
of Angolseme, ore one Charles, King of Oaatile; bot 
in the mounthe of Junij, this same zeire, the Lor4 
Bernard Steoarte, one of the Frendie Ku^ ambas* 
sadors, departed this lyfie at Corstoq^hm, neir Edln- 
brughe, in his retume fix)m Streueling to France. 
He command,one his deathbed, to enbabne his heart 
after his death, and send it to S. Ninian^ in GallOi- 
way, in performance of a wow wich he had made 
^pihill be was Viceroy of Naples. 

This 2eir«^ the King^ in May, sends die Axchdeaa 
of St Andrewes, and JEk Antonejr D^rcey^ his an^ 
bassadors, to France. 

This zeire, lykwayes, the Bisdiope of Murray is 
sent ambassador to En^and for reneuing of the 
peace and leaisge betuix the kingdomes, wich had 
begune to stager, and weare weake ; widi he rati- 
fied and assurid to the grate contentment of both 
Kinges. 

The 15 day of Jul^ this zeire, the Qnetne was 
brought to bed of a daughter, widi dcyed immrdiatp 
ley after sho was christned. 
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About this tyme, Robert Blackader, that wysse, 
kamid, and religious Bischope of Glasgow, depurts 
this lyffe, wich stoped his wowed pilgramage to Je* 
msalenu 

This zeire, at Drumfreisy ther was a grate feight 
betuix the Lords MaxswoU and Sanquhare, and 
dier fiindes and £[dlowars; quherin the Lord San* 
qnhare wes ouerthrowen^ and manej of his frinds 
killed. 

The 10 of September, this same zeire, a dread* 
jEiill earthquack in Scotland and England, wich 
lasted the 10 pairt of ane honre, to die grate terror 
and astonishment of all the inhabitants. 

About this tyme, K. Henrey the 7, of England^ 
aends goodly horses, with werey riche caparisons 
and Radril% to Jiis sone in ktw, K. James, and his 
daughter; with manqr wther ridi propyns and 



The Archdeane of St. Andrewes, quho was am* 
iMssador in France, in his retome home, suffers 
shipewracke one the cost of England; he was de* 
tamed ther, bot how soune K. Henrey hard of it, 
he was sent home. 

The 17 day of October, this zeira, Adam Hep* 
bume, Earle of Bothwell, Lcurd Hailles, depaiita 
this lyffe at Edinbrughe; and to him succidit, in the 
earldome, his sone Patrick. 
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1509. 

The 22 day of Appryle, 1509, deyes K. Hemrey 
the 7, at Richmond ; to him saccidit his sone, Hen* 
rey the 8: to congratulat the begning of quhosse ,' 
rainge, King James sends a soleme ambassey. 

Johne and Androw Bartans, this zeire, had lett^s 
of markq: giuen them by the King aganist the For* 
tugalls, for spoyling ther father and diuersse other 
merchants, his partiners, of ther ships and goods $ 
takes maney of them pryces. 

The 8 of Maij, this zeire, a pari: haldin at Edin- 
brughe, qoherin the King and hes estaits grants the 
ward and marriage of them that deyes in the armey 
to ther heires» 

This ^re in the garden of Craigmiller c^tle, in 
Louthean, ther was tuo scorpions found, pne of them 
dead, and the other aliue. 

In Scotland, this same zeire, ther raged ane epi- 
demick seiknes, that killed only braue and able 
men ; this the comons (being wntouched themselues) 
named it Stoupe Gallant. 

This zeire, the King entertained one Robert Borth- 
wick, quho foundit and caste maney pices of brasse 
<Mrdinance of ^ sisses, in Edinbrughe castle, all of 
them hailing this inscriptione : 

Macliiiia sum Scoto Borthwick fobricata Roberto. 
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The 80 of October, this same zeire^ the Queine 
was brought to bed of a sone, christned Arture ; 
about wich tyme the Frenche King sends in a pro- 
pyne to K. James, tuo goodly shipes full of all kynds 
of ammunitione for warre. 

1510. 

This zeire, 1510, the Archischopeprick of St 
Andrewes beinng waccand, is by the King giuen 
to his basse sone, Alexander Steuarte, quho then 
was a student in the Netherlands, with Erasmus of 
Roterdam. 

The Laird of Fastcastell, a grate traueller, re- 
tumes home this zeire, being in grate crydit with 
Sultan Selymus, Emperour of the Turkes, and one 
quho attendit his persone at the batell of Cayro. 
•Eight neirest to the housse being all dead since his 
deperture, the inheritance fell to him as neirest of 
blood, quherof he being adwertissed, choysed to 
leaue all the pleasurs of the easte, and retume home 
to line and dye a good christian. At hes deperture 
from the tyrant Selymus, he receaued maney rich 
reuardes; so that he returned home with grate 
riches, more then triple die heritage he succidit 
too. 

This same zeire, also, the Kings eldest sone. 
Prince Arthure, departes this ly£fe, the 14 day of 
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Julay, at Edinbrughe casde, and wes interrid at 
Holyradhousse* 

1611. 

The King, this zeire, ISll, aj^lays himselne 
quhoUy to the suppressing of rebells, and the admi- 
nistratione of justice one robers, outlawes, and such 
lyke. 

Androw Bartan, this sseire, in his retume hcmie 
from taking order with die Portugalls, is ouerthrouen 
and spoyld in the road of Dounis, by the admi- 
rall of England ; being betrayed wnder the color of 
amitey and frindshipe, notwithstanding of the peace 
betuix the kingdomes. 

1512. 

This zdre, 1612, K. Henrey the 8, of England, 
denunds warre to the Frenche King; and the King 
of France, by his ambassador, seues for aide at K* 
James handes. 

This zeire, a generall synod was held in the ab- 
bey of the Dominicans, at Edinbrughe, of all the 
bischopes, priors, and abbots of the kingdome. Of 
this synod, the Popes Legat, Baioman, was presi- 
dent. In this synod, all ecclesiasticall benefices, 
exceidii^ 40 lib. per annum, wer taxed in the pay- 
ment^ of 10 lib. to the Pope, in name df pensicme ; 
and to the King such a taxt as he should be con- 
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Strained to hnposse. Of all die ecclesiasticke bene- 
fices of Scotland, ther was a roll at this tyme madei 
to this day called Baiomonts RoIL 

Androw Forman, Bis: of Murray, arriues this 
zme from Rome, with the recommendatory letters 
of diuersse princes to the Sang. 

The 6 day of A^^ryle, this same seire^ the Qaeine 
is brou^t to bed of a sone, christned James, quho^ 
after his fiathers death, was King of Scotland. 

The 6 day of Maij, this same zeire, the L<Hrd 
Dackers, and Doctor Westone, ambass^ors from 
K. Henrey the 8, cam to Scotland and deceauid the 
King with false flonridies of reparing of damnages. 

The Lord de la Mote arriues in Scotland this 
seire, ambassador from the French King, inuitting 
the K. to inwade England ; and in his woyage heir, 
he sinks 3 Englishe sh^ies, and takes 7, and brings 
^bemio Leithe. 

James OgHaey^ Abbot of Dryburgh, comes from 
France, with eamist letters to soUicit the King to 
warr aganist the Englidie> 

Robert Bartan, this zeire, brings to Leithe 18 
Englishe pryces, some quherof were ladin with ridi 
commodities. 

The Laird of Dmmweiche, this zeir, killed at 
£dinbnighe by the Jiardans, quho escaped by tak- 
inng sanctnarey at the Abbey of Holyrudhousse* 

The 89 of Nonauber, this same aeir^ the anciwt 
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leauge and amitey renewed and confirmed betuix 
the crouns of Scotland and France ; at vrich tyme, 
the Lord ambassador de la Mote, from his master 
the French King^ presents K. James with a grate 
shipe of 35 pice of ordinance, ladin with wyne and 
ammunitione of all sortes, for warre* 

This same zeire, lykwayes, K. James sends Vni- 
come Porsuewant to France, and Ua Heraulde to 
England, quho returned firom the Englishe King 
without audience, or deliuerey of his message. 

1513. 

The zeire 1513, King James sends a nauey of 4T 
shipes to the Frenche Kings aide, aganist the Eng- 
lishe ; quherof James Gordon, sone to the Earle of 
Huntley, was made admirall. 

K. James, this zeire, sends Lyone K. of Armes 
into France, to K. Henrey the 8, then beseidgeing 
Tomay, with letters, and a soleme message, aither 
to desist from troubling and molestinng his allayeis 
of France and Gulders, and to repaire suche wronges 
his subiects had susteined by the Englishe on the 
seas and borders, wtherwayes to denunce warre to 
K. Henrey. « Lyone getts audience of the Englishe 
King, and his anssuer, and is dismissed ; and from 
Tomay goes to Flaunders, to seike passage home : 
bot ere he could come by it and iretume, the bateU 
^f Floudoun wes foughten, Md the King killed. 
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The Earle of Surrey, declared general! aguiist 
the Scotts, with all possible diligence lewies ane ar^ 
mey; K. James commands the Lord ELome, his 
Camberlane and Warden of the Borders, toarme and 
stand to the defence of the borders, wich he does. 
The borders brack lousse, and the warre begins. 

K. James lewieyes ane stronge armey, and one 
22 of Agust, this same zeir, marches to the border, 
layes seidge to Norhame castle, and takes it ; stay- 
inng some 18 dayes in England, wssing all actes of 
hostilitey ther, sparinge none saue the Ladey Furde, 
with quhome it was rmnored he was too familiar ; 
aganist the will of all his nobilitey, and most of the 
armey, prouokes the Earle of Surrey to batell, and 
appoynts him a day, and sends Ila Her^ulde to Sur- 
rey with a letter, quherin he purges himselue from 
breache of faithe in keiping the peace, and accussis 
his master K. Henrey. Both armies meitt at Flou- 
don hill, the 9 day of September, quher the Scotts 
losse the field, and the King is killed, in the 30 
zeire of his age, and 25 compleit of his rainge, in 
Ao 1513. 

In this batell of Floudon hill, altho the Englishe 
had the wictorey, zet had they no grate resson to 
want of it, in respecte of the grate slaughter of ther 
men ; wich made Scotland haue a peaceable winter. 
It was no meruaille the Scotts had the losse, for of 
48,000 men, not aboue ^12,000 stayed with the King ; 
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hot all of them vent home 4 or 5 dayes befor the 
batell, and wold not stay, becausse the King wcdd 
not follow the coimsell and adwysse of his nobilitey 
and best capitanes, bot scorned and mocked them 
with idle reproches, wich was his mine. 



K. OF SCOTLAND. 

The 21 of December, this same zeire, 1513, K. 
James, being a chyld of one aseire, 5 momithes, and 
10 dayes old, is cromiid at Streueling, in a conven- 
tione of the estaits. 

At this same tjrme, the Queine mother is declared 
Regent of the realme, with this restrictione, to con- 
clude no thing in matters of gouemiment, without 
the especiall adwysse and consent of James Betton, 
Archbis: of Glasgow, Lord Chanceler, and of the 
EarLs of Huntley, Angus and Arrane. 

The estaits sends Lyone King of Armes to France, 
with letters for Johne, Duck of Albaney. 

The Duck of Albaney, this same zcir, returns 
the Lyone K. of Armes, and with him Monseur de 
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1ft Baxxtejf with letters to the Qaeine Regent and 
nobilhey. 

About the end of this same zeire, in a cony^itione 
<^ the estaits haldin at Perth, the Duck of Albaney 
is chossen Gonemonr) and protector of the Kings 
peraone and realme. 

1514. 

This seire, 1514^ trewes concludit with Kngland 
for a zeire and a day. 

Henrey the 8, by hes ambassador, labors all he 
can that the Dock of Albaney be not receauid Oo« 
uemour, notwithstanding the estaits of the king- 
dome, in a publick meittmg at Edinbrughe, this 
zeire, ratifie ther former elecdone of him ; and they 
send Lyone K« of Armes, and S^ Patrick Hamil- 
tone, with letters to the Dude, to France, to signifie 
of ther constant electione of him. K. Henrey the 
8^ of England, dealls with the Frenche King to stay 
the Ducke in France, bot in waine^ 

The Pope sends his Legat, with a consecrat cape 
and suord, this zeire, to the zounge King, with a 
bull of indulgence, and a letter condoling his £Eithera 
death, and congratulating hia accesse to the croune* 

The 80 day of Apryle, this same zeire, the Queine 
is brou^ to bed, at Stretteling castle, of a sone; 
christned Alexander, 

Sturrs arrysse amoiq^t the nobUitey this zeire^ 
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also ; some wold haue a firme peace concladit with 
England, wthers not : so the Queine Regent, to pa^ 
cifie matters, calls a conventione of the estaites at 
Edinbrughe, the 12 day of Julay, quherine all mat- 
ters were debaitit, jelosies remoued, and ambassa- . 
dors sent to England for ratificatione of the peace. 

Ja: Ogiluey, Abbot of Drybriighe, Lyone K. of 
Armes, and S^ Patrick Hamiltone, retumes from 
France, with letters from the Frenche King, and 
Duck of Albaney, excussing his slownesse incoming 
home to accept the gouemiment. 

The Queine Regent, this same zeir, without the 
adwysse of her brother, K. Henrey the 8, or of the 
nobilitey, one a suddaine marries Archbald Douglas^ 
Earle of Angus; quherat Betton, the Chanceler, 
much repyns* The Earle of Angus takes him in 
the toune of Pearthe, and takes the grate seall from 
him. Of this indignitey, the Chanceler adwertisses 
die nobility; they rysse in armes, and the Queine 
Regent, with her husband, flee to the Englische 
border. 

I,ewis the 12, K. of France, deyes at Paris this 
seire, after lie had concludit a peace with England ; 
to quhom succeids Francis de Valois, Duck of An- 
golseme. 

Marey, the Queine douager of France, laitley 
married to Lewis the 12, befor his deathe^ and sister 
to K. Henrey the 8, retumes to England, and is 
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maried to Charles Brandon^ quhom K. Henvey ere- 
ats o£ Earle, Ducke of Snffolke. 

William Elphingstone, Bischope of Aberddbae, 
Keiper of the Priuey Seal, counseller to K. James 
the Sd, fourte and 5, deyes this zeire, the 8 day of 
Nouember ; a wysse, leamid and religious pralat* 

The Lord de la Bautye, and some companies of 
Frenche, receaue^ tfab zeire, the castell of Dumbar 
fix>m Robert Forman, Deane of Glasgow, as Gouer- 
nour therof wnder Jhone, Duck of Albaney; for 
quhosse souerty it was, by the estaits, deliuered to 
the Lord Le Bautye, his seruant. 

A grate debait fell out, this zeire, betuix Jhone 
Hepbume, Prior of St. Andrewes, by his chanona 
elected Archbischope, and Grauin Douglas, Bis- 
chope of Dunkelden, elected by the Queine Regent; 
bot Hepbume possesis himselue of St. Andrews 
castle* 

The realme dewydit in tuo Actions, the one 
quherof was of the Queine Regent and Earle of An- 
gus, and ther adherents; the wther of the Earle of 
Arrane, and diuersse of the nobilitey. Arrane takes 
Dumbrittone castle by a strategeme, and remowes 
the Lord Erskyne, l^per therof. 

1515. 

In the begining of this zeir, 1515^ at the eamist 
soUidtatione of the Queine Regent, with the Duck

In Apryle, thkieke, 3 nunmdies Irttwes conchadil 
intk Ikigtand. 

In the moontbe of Jun^ this zeire, the Dndc of 
Albaaejr lander fSrom Fraiiee, at Aire. He ia honors 
ably receaued, and comes to £diabn:^;k, Ae 7 of 
this same mounth, qnher he is weleomid with tri- 
amphes and pagents; and in a oonventic»ie of the 
estaitS) takes on^ him the gouemiment 

1^ Dock of Albaney, thus ivtiat in hes gonem* 
Inent, calls a parliament, to be haldm at Edinbrug^ 
one Thursday the 12 of Julij, this same zeire, qoher-* 
hi maiiey kwes wer made; and the Gonemowr,. to* 
sltew his justice, with adwysse of the estaits of the 
j^eakM^ forfauks the L<nrd T>mmand^ fior stnckhigi 
^^ Lyone K. of Anpes with his hand; bot ther aOei^ 
by the Lyons eamist soUicitationey with the Dodc 
and nobilitey, the said Lord wafi restored^ and hesi 
forfaultrey repealled : he humbly, one his knees, ac- 
knonledging his offence to the estaits, and submits 
tu^ of bmselM to the Lyones wilL 

After the breaking Tpe of the pavliament, ther wa» 
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a plot (of eonwaying tike infant King awiq^ to Eng- 
land,) disccmered to the Oouemour; quho presently 
cofluts the yonng King and hes brother to the sane 
cilstodey of 4 noblemen^ then esteimed best jmn 
triotts. This acte of the Dackes, with the taking 
of Strenelinge castle^ incenses the Qneine mother 
aganist him; quher rpone the Duck banishes the 
Lord HomCy quho playes the deiuell in the borders^ 
and committs maney wicked actes. 

This zeire, the Qneine and her husband, the 
Earle of Angus, flee to England,' and by the Lord 
Dackers are oonwayed to Harbotle castell, quher 
sho remained wntill the tyme shoe was brought to 
bed of a daughter, christned Margarett, therafter 
Biaried to Mathew, Earle of Lennox. She was 
grandmother to K* Ja: 6. 

1516. 

Aboilt the begmi^ of this zdre, 1516, the Lord 
Home, with his tuo brethren^ submitt themselues ta 
the Grouemours mercey, and &11 at hes feeit He 
sends them priss^bers to Edmbrughe castle, to the 
cnstodey of the Eark of Arrane; quher they remain- 
ed wntill the I of October this same zeire, from f^*_^^^*^l^ 
qnhenee they all^ with Arrane, escapes, and are de- ^*' * ^^^^^ 
dared rebells. 

Arrans mother, this zeire, makes his peace with 
the Gonemour.

* ' The Elarles of Murray and Erole makes a grate 
siure in Edinbnighe, this zeire, aganist the Earle of 
Huntley ; bat the Gouemour apprehends them all^ 
and committs than to prisstme, fmd so pacifieS' the 
matter. 

- Lyon K. of Armes is sent, this zeire^ with letters 
to England ; and is takin one the bordeiv neire to 
Caldstreame, and his letters takin from him by Lord 
Home, then in rebellione, and detained closse pris- 
soner ay, and quhill the Ladey Home, his mother, 
was releassed out of Dumbar castle. 

Alexander,, Duck of Rolhesay, the Kings brother,, 
deyes at StreaeUnge castle, the 15 day of Januarij, 
the same zeire. 

The trewes are condnewed betuix Scotland and 
England for 3 mounths longer, viz. to Witsonday 
this zeire. 

The Earle of Arrane againe breakes out, and with 
him the Earles of Lennox and Olencaime ; bot the 
wisdome of the Gouemour does padfie them, for he 
liberally bestowes one them and ther frinds, diuerrs 
dignities and churche benifices and promotions. 

The Gouemour wsses grate clemencey towardes 
the stttbbume nobility; for he restores the Lord 
Home to all his lands and honors, communieats his 
affaires to Angus, and relieues Pantar, a longe pris- 
s<mer in Inchegaruey. 

This zeire, Donald Robertsone of Strowan, for 
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maney willannes comitted by him, is beheadit at 
Logei^eat, this zeire, by the Gouemours command. 

The.nobilitey dieiues to ^e Gouemour, imd re- 
iects K. Henrey the 8 of Enghmds suitt, quho la^ 
bored eamistly to haue him remoued from the go- 
uermment 

, The 26 of October this zeire^ the Lord Home 
and hes brother Alexander, are beheadit at Edin- 
brughe, and ther heads, to the terror of others, fix- 
ed one Edinbrughe tolbuithe. 

Hie Oouemour, Johne, Puck of Albaney, this 
zeire, in a conventione of the estaits of the reahne^ 
haldin at Edinbrughe, nixt the King, declaired aire 
apparent to the croune. 

This zeire, ther arrosse a debait betuix the Oo- 
uemour and hes brother Alexander, the eldest sone 
of wnquhiU Alexander, Duck of Albaney, begot- 
tin one the Earle of Orknayes daughter, anent the 
successione to the croune, (if the Sang i^uld de- 
pairt this lyfie without heires lawfkUy gottin of his 
aoen bodey) reconoeillod, and Alexander reseings 
his right in fauors (^ ^s brother, the Gouemour; 
and in recompence getts the Bischopericke of Mnr- 
ray and Abbey of Scone. c 

De la Bautey, in place of the Lord Home, is 
made Warden of the Borders^ and shortly theraf* 
ter is killed by the Homes. 
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In Janoarij this zeire^ 1517^ the Ooiieiiio«r» wit% 
adwysse of the estaits, creates the Lord Fleiiiuig^ 
Chamberlame of Scodand, in jpla^ of the Lon) 
Home.. 

This zeire, the Gouernour, inth adwyase of ihm 
estaits, sends the Btadu^ of DonkfilAen, and the 
Earle of Olencaime, ambassadors to FMnoe, quha 
renewes the ancient leauge and amitey betoix 1|m 
tuo realmes.

Aboat the begning oi thk zeire, 1524) Francis, 
the Frenpfa Bang, is tfddn prissoner in Italey, at the 
batell of Pauia, by the anney of Emperour Charles 
the 5, and sent prissoner to Spaine. 

This zeire, the Lord MaxswoU, and S^ Alexander 
Jardane, neire CarleiU, in a grate conflickte with the 
Englishe, of quhom they kill 900, and take 800 pris- 
soners. 

The Duck of Albaney, the Gouemour, takes his 
leiue of the King, then at Streueling, and of the no- 
bilitey, and retui*ns to France, from quhence he did 
not retume. 

The Earle of Angus, this zeire, returns from 
ei^le, and wioletts hes faith giuen, in returning be 
England befor the tyme limitt of his exyle was ex- 
pyred* 

Queine mother, this zeire, comes from Streueling 
to Edinbrughe castle, the King not opposing; and, 
by the addwysse and counsell of the Lord MaxswoU, 
then Prouest of Edinbrughe, shoe reassumes the 
gouemiment of the realme. 

K* Henrey the 8, being werey glade at the 
depertwe of the Duck of Albaney, sends one Mag- 
nus, a laweyer, and Sr Roger Ratdeiffe, his ambas- 
sadors to Scotland, for a'peace ; they imput all the 
causse of the bypast warr to Albaney, and concluds 
with the Queine and nobilitey a peace for a zeire. 
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The Queine Regents finrey and hattxed, dayley 
incresses more and more agankl hk kusband^ the 
Earle of Angus, wich dewydes the quhoU kingdome 
in tua fisictiQiis. 

Gilbert, Earle of Cassilesy Bobert Cockbitfi^ 
Biachc^ of DiuyKeldeB» and MiU, Abbot of Gam- 
huskesseihey ar by the Queine and her counadl sent 
ambassadors to Enj^d. They wer kyndly wdl* 
corned by K. Henrey, and had audience at Giein* 
winche, neire London ; the sume * of ther negstiBr 
tione was ddiuered to IC Henrey, in ane doqunt. 
oradoae, by the Biseh<^ of Dunkelden, in the La- 
tine tounge, that to the e£Pecte that a dillraUe and 
lastu^ peace mig^t be concludit betuixboth croones^ 
that thte Ladey Marey, K. Henrcyes eldest dai^h- 
ter, might be marrM to K. James. The Eiq^ishe 
harde this message with grate gladnes, and returned 
then^ S proposak ;

The Queine Regent, this zeire, ccniuocatts the 
estaits in Maij, 1525, at Edinbn^e, quherin no- 
thing was done for the pnbficke, hot shoe and her 
factione strengthning thenselues aganist her hus- 
band, the Earle of Angus and his. 

The Earles of Angus, TifainofK aMd Argyle, with 
the Bischopes cf St. Andrews, Aberdeine and 
Dumbldne, and th«r fiictiooe^ that she wold not dis- 
hcmor the estaits in keqiing the King, as he war a 
prissoner in Edinbmghe castle^. 

Angus beseidg^ the King in Edinbmghe casAe^ 
and suffers not abooe a dayea prouisMne fipor the 
Kings anen tabW ^ goa duther at once^^ 

The King, this sdre, by the adwisae of somegood 
men, and his mother, calls a parliament to be haUt- 
inat Edinbrugh, the 6 of Mardic^ tawiehhecomes 
in persone, in recall robes^ and the creiuie one hea 
head and soepter in. Us hand» and ther aolemley 
takes <me hmselue the gonemkaent;. widk arte oC

The 12 of Appryle, this zeii», the ambassadors 
fetume from England, and the Earle of Cassiles 
ihakes » fuU accompt to the King and counseU of 
ther n^^otiatione with England, and ther condud- 
inng of a peace to last for three zeires and three 
moonthes ; and how diat die rnodone a&ent the mar-

The fained firindschipe betuix the Queine mother 
and her husbatnd, the Earle of Aagiis, bursts out in 
fireche troubles againe, this same zeire. 

The Earle of Angus violentley takes one him the 
gouemiment, and retanes the ICing in efifecte a pris- 
scNQer with him ; during wich tyme he, the Earle of 
Lennox, lyid George Douglas, his auen brother, 
frely disposses vpone all afiaires both of churche 
and staite* 

The Queine, the Archbischope of St Andrewes, 
with the Earles of Argyle, Arrane and Mlurray, de- 
mand the King of the Earle of Angus to be sett at 
libertey ; he anssuers ther demand werey subtilley. 
At last the King intreats the nobilitey that they 
wold tak lum per force from Angus, that misgouem- 
id all vnder the shaddow of his name, and zet in ef- 
fecte keipt him more lyke a prissoner then a King. 

To liberat the King, the Queine and nobilitey

Leslies and die Forbessis in the north, haue maney 
bickrinnges this zeire lykwayes. 
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This aeir^ lykwAjres^ James MsloenlefoM kills 
the Laird of Mftkonitoehe^ and then^^r he atnd hit 
asBooiatto fleis to the lie of the Loche 6( Bothe- 
omrcbas ; bot beiag apprehoidit hj Mackintodhes 
kinred) they were all of them cult in peices. 

About thd end of this zeire^ ther does arrysae 
new stuites in the north, betuix the Earle of Mui^ 
ray and Malcomtoches ; the King giues Ike Earle 
ane armey aganist them, quho in werey shorte space 
ouerthroweg them all, md hadges aboue 200 of 
them.

This zeire, 1527, is Patrick HatnHtone, Abbot of 
Feme, and brother sone to the Earle of Arrane,

1526. 

The King, this aeire, 1528, beseidges the castell 
of Edinbrughe^ wich the Queine mother and her 
husband had held and fortified aganist Angus ; bot 
sho hering that the King was ther in persone, pre*> 
sently c^ses apia the gaittes, and one her knees 
craues pard^m at h^ sonnes handes, for her husbaod 
and his brother, wiche sho obtaines. 

This xeire, by a s(rfeflme acte and edicte, beituig 
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now 17 zeires of age ccxnpleit, the King takes on 
tiimsehie the gouemiment of the reakne. 

The Kmg, this zeire, by a herauld, chaiges the 
Earle of Angus to confynm^it within the pronince 
of Murray, ther to remaine wnder the paine of 
deathe ; he is citted by this same herauld, lykwayes, 
to compeire befor the King and his estaits, in a par- 
liament to be haldin at Edinbrughe, the 22 of this 
same month of Januarij, cpiherin he and kes bro- 
ther George are declared tsaitors^ and forfaulted ; 
wich they heiring, imediatly flees to England. ' 

This zeire, in Junij, the King beseidges Tantallon 
castle, in Haddingtone shyre, belonging to the for- 
feited Earle of Angus, and takes it.

In the monthe of Jxnujr this zeire, 1529, a grate 
feight betuix the Earle of Cathnes and the Lord St. 
Clair, and the inhabitants of Orknay, for the right 
of thesse Ues^; in wich fight the Orknaymen wer 
wictors, and the Earle of Cathnes was killed. 

The 2T of Jukty, this zeire, the King causses be- 
head Cockbume of Henderland, and Adam Scote, 
the chieffe leaders of the limers and broken men of 
the borders ; and, at the same tyme, imprissons the 
Earle of Bothuell, that fauored them : th^i confines 
he him to Aberdeine, and shortley therafter to Mur- 
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ray, and at last) by strick sentence, exyles him the 
kingdome ; quho reteired himselue to Italey. 

This same zeire, lykwayes, the King imprissons 
the Lords MaxswoU and Home^ with the X.airdes of 
Buocleuch, Femihurst, PoUard, Jhonston and Marke 
Ker, as the cheiflb of the brokin men in the borders ; 
and becausse they had winked at ther willanies, and 
giuen them way, qnheras they, by ther pouer and 
authoritey, might haue restrained them. 

And about this tyme, the King marches to the 
feildes with his armey, surwayes the borders, appre- 
h^ids 48 of the principallest rogues and cuthrotts, 
with ther leader, Jhone Armestrange^ and hanges 
them all. 

In Agust, this sfmie .zeire, light eandells appeire 
one the topes of the mountans, neir Stirling, befor 
the sune; and 2 battalions of armed men seeme to 
skirmishe, in order of batell, in the firmament, to 
the grate astonishment of maney thousands that did 
behold the same 

1530. 
Thiszdre, 1530, the Laird of Tulliallane was be- 
heidit the first day of Marche, for killing Mr James 
Inglis, Abbot of Culrosse; and with him a mounck 
of the same abbey^ a cheiffe author of the Abbots 
slaughter. 
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The Earle of Angus, this zeir, incdtte King Hen* 
rey of England to invade Scotland.

A parliament h^din at Edinbrughe, the zeire 
153 19 by historians remembred, wich is not amongest 
the printed statutes of this Kmg, quh^nn maney 
actes was made ^anist rebells, sorcerers and bro* 
ken men ; wich lawes, during his rainge, he caused 
be strickly obserued, and wold neoer passe from the 
prosecutione of ihe same to the rigor, agamst <^ 
fenders.

This zeire, 1533, K. Henrey the 8, of Ikigland, 
hauinng, vpone scruple of conscience, as he pre- 
tendit, repudiat his wyft, Cathrine of Spame, by 
wioh aote he botJi exa^perats^ the Emperour Charles 
and Pope Ckment the 7 aguust him ; and inunedi«> 
alley he mararied Anna Bulle% qobom he had Uutley 
created Marchionesse of Winchester. Sh© bcate t0 
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him a daughter, chmtaed mizabeth, the 2Sdof fiep* 
tember, this same zeire. 

The F<^ sends his Legat to Seotland, this zefare, 
quho airiued at Edinbruj^e the 16 of Jmiij. His 
kgacey was to exhort the Kings maiestey not to 
follow the footesteps of his wnckeU, King Henrey 
the 8^ (pibOf as he auerred, had made defectione 
fir^HQ the Roman churche. The King so anssuered 
the Legat, that he depairted weill satisfied. 

This same zeire, K. James instituts the CoUedge 
of Justice, and indewes that judicatorey with diuersse 
preuiUdges and immunities*

In the beginingc^ this zeire, 1534, the Eling sends 
the Lord Erakyne and Dauid Bettone, Abbot of 
Aberbrothe, ambassadors to France, to suit the 
Duok of Vendsomes sister in marriage, a werey gal- 
lant and beutifiill ladey. 

In Junij, this same zeire, the Bischope of Dmi- 
elme and Prior of the same, S^ Thomas Clifford^ 
knight, and Magnus, a laweyer, are, by King Hen^ 
rey the 8, of England, sent ambas$ad<Mrs to Scotland 
for concluding a peace, wich was ratified wnder the 
grate sealls of both kingdome^, and solemley suome 
by both Kings.

Androw Straton, a gmtleman of good qualitey, 
and Norman Gourlay, with James Borthwick, Shrifie 
of Linlithgow, are all of them, this zeire, execut for 
professing of the gospei. 

This zeire, lykwayes, K. H^irey the 8 takes one 
him the tytill of Head (wnder Ood and his sone Je- 
sus Christ) of the Church of England, by acte of 
parliament 

1585. 

This zeire, 1585, K* Henrey, of England, putts 
doune the Popes pryde m England, suppresses mo* 
nasteries and abbeis, and seuerly punishes the lub- 
berdlie idle bellied mounkes with diners kynds of 
death, that refussed to acknoUdge his tytile of Head 
of d>e Churche of England, imediatley wnder God, 
and his sone Christ ' 

And for this same causse of not accknoledgeing kis 
fytde, this same zeir, he causses ehoape the heads 
off Sr Tliomas Moore, Ix>rd Chanoder of England, 
and of Bischope Fisher. 

Pope Clement the 7, this zeir^ by his Legat, 
craues aide of K. James aganist K. Henrey, qi^o 
had banished his authoritey out of England: bot 
ere the Legat retomid with anssner. Pope Cle- 
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mesDt was dead, and Paull the 8d seatted in his 
chaire. 

1536. 
The King, this zeire, showes the nobilitey of his 
intendit iorney to France, and comittes the goner- 
niment of the reahne till his retnme, to the Earles 
of Huntley and Eglintone, ordaning them to wsse 
Ae €onnselI of the nobilitey for preseruatione of the 
publiqae peace. He ships in at Kircaldey, the 2d 
of September, this zeire, accompanied with the 
Earles of Argyle and Arrane, with the Lords flee- 
minge and Boyde, and a grate maney young noble- 
menand kni^ts ; he landit at Deeipe, quher he wes 
mett with his ambassadors, the Earles of Murray, 
Lennox and Cassiles, with the Lord Erskyne and 
Abbot of Arbrothe. From thence he goes to Paris, 
quher he is nc/lesnly welcomed by the French Elin^ 
with all publicke expressions of loue and amitey ; 
and he falls in loue with the Ladey Magdalene, eld- 
est dau^ter to the Frenche King, and to hir is af- 
fianced, and shortly therafter married in the begin- 
ing of this zeire, 1536, at Paris, in the churche of 
Noster Dame, the first day (^ Januarij, in presence 
of 2 Kinges, 7 Cardinalls, a werey grate number of 
Princes, Duckes, Marquisses, Earles and Lordes of 
diuersse nations. 

The King hauing stayed at Paris till the mounth 
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of Maij» he begins to make redey for his letome 
home to Scotland. So hauing shipt in abontthe 
midle of Maij, so he, with his Queine and traine, 
hmdes at Leithe the 22 of Janij, this same zeire, ac- 
companied with the Admirall of France^ and di- 
iieraBe others of the Frendie nobilitey. 

Take this inaemng list of the gifts and propynea 
wich King James the 5 reoeauid himaelae bom the 
Frenche King at his retuxne horne^ as I find them 
ofie record : 

Imprimis^-^All his chAi|^ and expencis borne 
gratis, from the day helanditin France^ till the houre 
he depairted out c^it. 

Item — 2 grate shipes of burden, loodit with pon- 
der, and all sorts of ammnnitkine for the wamu 

Item— 41 gallant shipes of warre, with ther ordi- 
nance and haill outrige. 

Item*4)6 pices of grate braase ordinimce for bat- 
trey. 

Item — SO smaU pices of brasse for the feild* 

Item— -His tpacher payed in redey money. 

It^n — Fonre suitts of riche arras hangings, of 8 
pices a suitte, wroght with gold and sflhe. 

Item-o-Foure snttes ci hangings of plotb of gold 
sifaier, impaled with Tehiett 

Item — 8 suitts dP courser arras, zet werey good. 

Item— Three clothes of stait, werey rich and oi 
excellent worke. 
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Item — Three rich beds» with all ther fiuriutiire» of 
silk and gold. 

Item — ^A large cupebord of plate, all ouergilty and 
curiously wroght 

Item^—Ane other cupeburde of siluer plate win 
gilded ; tha^se eupeboords esteimed to 100 thonsand 
efomies*

Item--*20 Persian carpetts, fidre and large. 

The King was receauid by the nobility at Leitfa, 
and the Queine welcomid to Scotland with the ioy-* 
£ill aedamationa of all sortes of peopell, and ooih 
ducted to Holyrudhousse. 

The King^ this aeire, reuodECs all done by him in 
his minoritey in preiudice <^the croune. 

Queine Magdalene deyes of a ieuer, the 88 (rf* Ju-r 
lay, this aeire, to the grate greifie of the King and 
of aU his people, &nd was solemly interrid in the 
buriall of the ICii^s, at Holyrudhousse abbey. 

This zeire, also, the Ladey Glamiase, sister to 
the Earle of Angus, and her husband, Dauid Lyone, 
wer arrannd for tressone aganist the Kkigs persone ; 
the Ladey was brunt, and her hnipband was hangett, 
and her sone, the Lord Glamwae^ was forfaulted ; 
bot his lyffe wes spared, becausse he knowing did 
not reweill his mothers d^ein^eg, and was sentenced 
to perpetuall prissone. 

This same zeire, lykwayes, Cor tresaoA aganist the 
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Kings presone, the Master of Forbes, eldest sone to 
the Lord Forbesse, was arrainid, and had sentence 
to be hanged and quartered; bot by the mediatione 
of some firinds, had that faaor to be beheadit and 
quartered. My Lord Forbesse, his father, being 
suspected of the same cryme, was imprissonid in 
Edinbrugh castle^ bot after triall^ bein^ found inno- 
cent, was enlarged. 

A parliament, haldin at Edinbrugh, the 17 day of 
Maij, this same zeire, quherin the Kinges reuoca^- 
tione, wich he had laitly made at Rouan, in France^ 
is ratified and approuen by the estaits ; as also the 
instituticme of the Colledge of Justice is ratified, and 
Aer pouer sett donne, with the place quher they 
shall sitt, and tymes of feriat, with the authoritey of 
the Lord Chancder of Scotland to be principall of 
this counsell and supreme courte, with 15 others to 
be judges, viz.

King James, this zeire, lykwayes, giues to his 
foure basse sones, the abbeyes and priories of Mel- 
rosse, Kelso, Coldinghame, and Holymd-housse* 

1688. 

The nobilitey hmnblie does beseiche the King, in 
Febmarij, this zeire, 1588, to marr^, if so be he 
wold wishe God to blisse his gouemiment, or his 
kingd(mie to flourishe. 

The King, to pleasse his nobilitey that wished 
him weiU, sends the Earle of Murray and Dauid 
Betton, Abbot of Arbrothe, (laitly made a Cardinall 
by Pope Paul] 8d, and Bischope of Mirapois by the 
French King,) his ambassadors to suitt for him the 
marriage of the Ladey Marey, Duchesse Douager 
of Longawile, dat^ter to Claude of Loraine, Duck 
of Guisse, a werey beutifiiU lad^. This suitt of the 
Scotts ambassadors pleassed the French King and 
the ladeyes parents excidingly. The King heiring 
how all thinges w^it, sends ouer the Lord Max- 
swcSl and the Maister of Glencaime to conclude it, 
withe the other ambassadors that wer ther befor ; the 
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wich marriage was soknia^ by proxi^ with grate 
pompe, at Paris. Sho ships, and lands at CraiU, in 
Fyffe, the 19 day of Jiinij, this same zeire; from 
quhence shoe went to St Andrews, quher the King 
meitts her, and ther acoomj^lishes the marriage. 

1589. 

This zeire^ 1539^ Ihe King sayella to the Orcades^ 
and Westeme Ue^ quher all the cheiffe men of the 
lies mett him, and submitted thepiselues to his mer- 
cey. Some of them he pardons; vthers he chains^ 
and ships them with him^; and with the remanent 
he tooke so good order, that during all his raingt 
he had th^a dutiAill and obedient to him* 

The Queine is deliuered, this zeire^ of a sone^ 
thristned James. His godfiuhers wer the Archbis: 
l)f St Andreus, wad Earle of Arranej and the Queine 
mother was his godmother. 

Tlie Queine Regent, the Kings mothert dey^ this 
zeire^ and wes solemley int^red in the abbey of the 
Carthusians, in the subwri>s of Perth, in the sqpul- 
ture of K. James the First 

This zeire, also, a chanon regular, tuo Domiaicaa 
friars, and 8 comons; wer brunt at Edinlmighe, for 
professione of the gospeU; and at Glasgow, for the 
same cans, a aoung num called Kennedy, and A 
friar of the order of St Francis. 

About the end of thb zeiJre deyes James Bettone^ 
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Arcbbischope erf* St Andrewed; and to his sett ^v^ 
ceids, by the King^ donatione, Dauid Bettcme^ 
Cardihall Bis: of Mirepois. 

Hiis ^ire, lykway^s, the King giueis George ])ur-* 
rey Ae abbey of Dtu&fermlinge. 

In ihe be^uing of this 2eire, 1540) the Iting 
eommands Dauid WoaAe^ faiaster of his hoosse, to 
apprehend S^ James Hamiltone, quhom he eomit- 
ted prissoner t6 Edinbntgh eastell; bot shortley 
tfaer after he was arrained and sentenced a traitor, 
and his head strukin o^e one a scafibld. 

This zeire^ the Qoeine was brought to bed of ane 
odier sone, qnho was christened Arthui^ and deyes 
at Striueling the aught day after he wto thristnned | 
and this same weeke, also, deyes Prince James^ the 
Kinges eldest sone, at St Andrewes. 

The King and QueinC) ihEs zeire, to lessen that 
greifle wich the death of tber children had wroght 
in them^ makes a progresse throughe all the princi- 
pall tonnes <^ the reahne^ so iur nc^rthe aH Aber<* 
deinew 

Tim same oeire^ 1^ Jhcoie Borthwiek is dtted to 
eomp^ befor the Cardinall and Bisofaopes at £din^ 
brugh, for aUedged heresey. He flies to England, 
And fs welcomed by HL Henrey 8. Vpone his i%ht. 
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he is condeitmed of keresey, and his effigies bmnt 
puUickly at Edinbmghe crosse. 

Certane Germans, this zeire^ dige golde in Cran" 
fhrd Mure, and in dydsdaill; the King impioyes 
them, and maney are putt to worke in the minnes. 

K. Henrey the eight first takes the tydle of King 
of Irland; quherat K. James some quhat grimells, 
zet keipes himsdue quyeit, in respecte K» Henrey 
makes no wsse of this tytile for ei^lling. of the 
Scotts their from ther inheritance* 

A parliament was callid by the King this sseire^ 
to be haldin at Edinbmghe, the 10 day of Marcfaie; 
quherin was enacted maney lawes anent trade and 
merchandiring; as also the Cro-mar and Braa-mar, 
with the lands of Hinderland, East-Weemes, and 
Buckheauen, wer amiexed to the croune, by the for- 
&nltey of James Ccdweill. 

1641. 
In this zeire^ 1541, King Henrey the 8, c^ Eng- 
kind, intveats, by his ambassador, L(»rd William 
Howard, his nephew, K. James, to meitt him at 
Zorke, and speake with him. Of this interwieu^ the 
Kii^ adwysis wifh his codHsaill; the churchm^ 
especially the cardinall, dissuade him. S^ James 
Lermont, knight, is sent ambassador, to exe^se the 
Kings not coming to Zorke; quherat K. Henr^ 
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heighlie ofifends, seinng his so eamist suitt so vile- 
pendit by his nephew, he presentley resolues to in- 
wade Scotland with ane armey* 

The Englishe take 28 Scotts ^pes : the Scotts 
demand restitutione; hot instead of that, & Robert 
Bowes is sent to inwade Scothind with ane anney, 
and with fyre and suord actes idl the poynts of hos- 
tilitey. To opposse quhosse furey* the Earle of 
Huntley, Warden of the Scotts Marches, the 11 of 
September this zeire, one St. Bartholomewes day, 
rancounters him at Haldinrige, quher he ouer- 
throwes the Englishe armey, takes ther too leaders, 
Sr Robert and & Richard Bowes^ with 200 more, 
prissoners, and kiUs a grate maney more. 

This same zeire, the Lord Murwelier comes heir 
ambassador from Francis 1, the Frenche King, to 
thank Sling James for hes afiection to the Popishe 
religicme, and hes constant loue to France. 

K. Henrey the 8, inwardlie fretting, this zeire^ 
for the losse of his men at Haldonr^e, lewies ane 
armey of 40,000 men, wnder the command of the 
Duck of Northfolkto the borders; they enter some 
2 myles within the Scotts limitts^ and bume some 
small hamletts. Aganist them, the Earle of Huntley, 
with 10,000 Weill armed men, opposis himselue, and 
by his (^en skirmishes and nimble dealling, blunts 
the fyrie edge of the Englishe blades; King James 
in the meane tyme, gathers a pouerfiill armey, and

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at Soultrey musters eSyoue 8O9OOO men ; and in good 
order passes he forward to Salsey Mare^ quher he 
resolues to bid the Duek of Northfolk batell ; bot 
kK> somier hard the Ducke of the Kings approche, 
bot incontinent returns oner Tweed homeword, and 
Huntley persewes them in the reipe^ and kills ma^i^ 
ney in ther passing ouer Tweed. 

The King sellicitts the nobUitey to inwade £kig« 
land: ihey flatlie refusse, and with guid argomentfr 
deliuers ther mynd by the Earle of Murray ; quher«> 
hi the King extremeley stormes, and inwardlie 
grudges, set catried a faire count^iance. 

The King, this zeir, immediatlie after the nobi« 
litey had refussed him, with all diligence, by the 
assistance of the praelats and clergey, lewies a new 
armey, and makes Oliuer St Claire, generall of the 
same, quher at the nobilitey repynes to see a mushe^ 
rome preferred to them. To opposse this armey of 
^he Kings, the EngUshe take the feildes, wnder the 
command of the Lord Whartone. The Scotts, in 
disdaine of ther generall, Oliver, rander th^nsehies 
captiues to the Englishe, at Solua Mosse ; and wer 
led to London, of the dieife of liie armey, suche 
as the Earles of Oaasiles, deaeainie^ the I..ord$ 
MaxswoU, Somerwaill, Oliphant, with £^ CHiuer 
St Claire, the generaS, and dinersse others of lesse 
note. 

For griffe of this losse, and disgrace put one him 
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by kit proud andfiictious nobtlitey, the King siken^ 
of a Itnt feutTj at Falkland: the Qneme, in the 
meatoe tyme^ is brought to bed of a daughter^ christ^ 
Bed Marey.' Newes quherof being brollght to the 
King^ he trans himselue to the wall» and with a gri- 
wous grone, sayes, Scotland did come with » lasse^ 
and it will goe with aoey deiuell goe with it: add ^ 
without aney more wordes to a purpois, dqpairts 
this lyflfe at his palaeiB of Falkland, the 19 of the 
kalends of January^ in the 31 zeire of his age^ and 
80 of his rainge, in the zeire of our redemptione 
1542. His bodey beii^ enbahned and put in coffin 
of lead, was solemly interrid in the biurriall of the 
King, in the abbey ohorche <^ the Hol^ Crosse^ 
nenre Edinbrughe.

Thb xdrei Cardinal Bettone^ Edper of the Pri* 
11^ Seall, is made Lord Cbancder, and the grater 
8ealli8deliaeredtohim;.and Jofane, Abbot of Pas*- 
ley, made Keiper of the Priney SealL. 

154S. 

Arrane, the Regent, tias seire^ indbe moonthof 
Janaari) I5489 intrometts with the Kings palaces of 
Holymdhonssey Linlithgow and Falkland^ with his- 
thesanr and Jewells; calls each officer to ane ao* 
compt, displaces some, and retains others. 

The Queine mother keipes. herselae prioat at 
Linlithgow^ with the infimt Qneine, her daughter ;: 
and maEt to her mother, her custodey is committed 
by the estaits to the Lord Leuii^^sUme. 

K. Henrey the 8, of England, dealls seriously 
with, the Scotts noblemen diat wer captiues in Eng- 
land^ and- with the JSarle of Aagns, that was in 
exyle, Aat the in&nt iQaeine might be married to 
his yoimge sene Eduard; they, desyvovs of ther 
libertey, premiss verey fiur^ so that they are sett at 
libertey, andcBamissed hon^r and widi. the banish- 
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ed Earle of Angvs, and his biodier George, qvlio 
faronght l6t|er8 finom K. Henrey to the Regent, that 
the acte of ther eziyle might be repealled* 

The noblemen that returned from England, re- 
port quhat had past betnix tihem and SL Hemr^. 
He calls a parliament at Eldinbrughe, the 16 day of 
December, this same zeir^ .te jd^sse jsnent the 
bossines; bot fearing that Cardinall Bettone wold 
cypposse the bossines, him first they imprissone in 
Dalkeith castle, and therafier coofynes him to his 
auen casteU of St. Andrewes. In this parliament 
was the institatione of the CoUedge of Justice^ and 
payment of thexontribntione granted to them, rati- 
fied. 

Tins same zeire, in Scotland^ b^jane thegospdl 
to display its beames, and Chullamns, a Dominidan 
finar, translates the New Testament in the wn%ar 
tounge, and publickly preaches aganist the Popes 
anthoritey ; he -is wincked at by the R^;ent, and 
sig^MMTted by thesse noblemen that returned fixun 
England. 

Sr Balfdie Sadler is sent by SL Henrey the 8, am- 
bassador to Scotland, to sew ^ marriage at the 
meitting of the estaits ; widi was condndit to mamj 
the flonng Qoeine to Edni^ Prince of Walks, 
only sone to K. Henrey the 8, of England, and a 
settledpeace betnix the too kSngdcnnes for lOxeires. 
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The Earle of Gleootdme, Qf George Douglas, 9^ 
William Hamihoiie and 9^ James liennonth^ 
knights, are sent ambassadors to England for 8a1> 
scriuing the leauge and ooi^tractes ; wich done, they 
retnme home. 

Thinges thus condudit with England, die Cardi*> 
nail is sett at libertey ; also the Earle of Angus, 8r 
George Douglas, his brother, the Ixyrd Glamis and 
8f James HamUtones eldest sone, are recalled from 
exyle, and restored to ther dignities and rewenewe$ 
by parliament, this same eeire. 

Jhgne Hamiltone, Abbot of Pasley, the Reg^fite 
brother, quho had beine i<mge abrode in FVanee foU 
louing hes studies, returns home throughe England^ 
and is made werey welcome by King Henrey, and 
dismissed with rich propynsj and after bis home 
coming, by his brother the Regrait, is made Lord 
Theasurer of the kingdcmie. 

About this same tyme, returns home from exyle^ 
out of Itidey, James Hepbume, Earle of Bothwellj 
Lord Hailles, an^l Grate' Admirall of Scotland. 

This zeire^ also, the Frenche King aeues the Earle 
of Lennox, todissuade the i9!Cottsfit>m that contracted 
marriage with Englaadj and that diey wpld not 
brecke ther ancient leauge with France. 

Discords arrisse betuix the Regent and Lennox i 
die Regent is for England, and wold w91inglie de* 
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limr the ii^Guit Qiteiiie; bot Lennox, head of tkt 
FrttMhe partey, rius^es a grate factione, and opposes^ 

In Agns^ this seise» the Cardinallof St. Andrewes, 
with the Earleg of Lennox, Huntley, Menteith and 
Montrois, and iUuers others of the nohilitey and baiu 
ions, with adwysse of the Queine mother, conwayes 
her, and the young Queine her daughter, to Stre< 
veliiig castle, from Linlithgow, and committs ther 
saoe eustodey to the Lords Erskyne, Bnthuen, 
Fleming and Lewingstone, quho wer of t}ier auen 
fiEu^tione, and enclyned muche to the Frenche syde. 

The Gouemour, about this same tym^ by his 
l^others meines and policey, does.posses himsdue 
of Ediid)n^he castle; and glues the keipning of it 
to Hamilton ^Stainehousse. 

In September, this same iseire, the infimt Queine 
is solemley crouned at Streueling castle; all thesse 
that fauored England wer present at the ooronar 
done; bot the Eerie of Lennox depairted thetoon^ 
and wold not be present, nather zet aney that had 
breadied the Frenehe aire. 

K. Henrey the 8, <^ England, requyres that the 
young Queine may be delivered to him according 
to promisse; bot &r this tyme resannid a dday wa- 
der a fWtture assurance. 

6Q,€Q0 croons sent, this aeiie, by the Frenche King 
to the Rcc;ent, with a shipe laittt with all soites cf 
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amimkioiie^ to aide him aganist Engkmdy is inter- 
cepted by the Earle of Lennox, qaho does his best 
to displant the Gouemonre ; bot at Edinbrugfae^ by 
the mediatione of Cardinall Bettone and the Earle 
of Huntley, they are reconceilled. Bot Lennox, be- 
inng of a werey £Eudle nature, does anew wiolat his 
faith giuen, and from Edinlniigh, by night, couert- 
ley reteires himselue to Glasgow, and fortifies the 
place ; aganist quhom the R^;ent, with his anney, 
takes the feildes, and wterlie defoittes Lennox, and 
hes Glasgow castle randred to him. 

1544. 

In the b^^ining of this zeire, 1644, the Earle <tf 
Angus and the Lord MaxswoU, are, by the Regent, 
sent prissoners to Hamilton castle; botshortlie ther- 
after Angus was remoued fixsm thence to the caslell 
of Blacknesse. 

Abont this same tyme, Lennox, seinng himselue 
^ fiurr out stripit by the Regent, and his too cheiflfe 
8ii{q>orts, Angus and MaxswoU, detained closse 
prisscHiers ; he turns hes coate, and sendes one Tho- 
mas Bischope jNriniley to Henrey, the Englishe King, 
with offisrs to assist the King in his donands. The 
King of England, the more to assure and endeere 
Lennox to him, promisses him hisneice, Ladey Mar- 
garett Douglas, inmarriage; and sendes his brother, 
the Bischope of Cadmes, the Earie of Glencaime, 
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and the Lord Whartone to Carl^ jfco treat wkh 
him. 

The QofSne mother^ with the Cardinally with al 
anche^f £iiiored France aiq^portey adheare [to the 

The Regent, this zeire, calls a flieitting of the es- 
taks at Streueliz^^e, qnherin the Eaile of Lennox 
is convicte of lessenudestie, and banuht the realme. 

The Frenche K. heiring of LennosEQ defecticme to 
the Englishe, imprisscms Jhone Steoarte, Lord Ob^- 
o&y^ capitane of the Scotts guards in Franoei and 
depriues him of all his offices; he was brother to the 
Earle of Lennox. 

The Fbtriarche of Venice, the Popes L^;at, that 
laitlie befor had <x>me to Scotland, is, this zeire, ho- 
norablie receanid by the Regent, and snmptoosley 
feasted by the Earle-of Murray ; and at his dep^- 
ture transferrs his legantine power, a latere, <»ie 
Caidinall Betton. He ^lismads the Regent, Queine 
mother and ther adherents, asth^ tendred the weill 
of the Catholic religione, and his hollines blissin^ 
nowayes to omdescend to the marriage with Eng^ 
land. And the Patriarche, after hes letume to 
Italey^ informes the Pope and qnhoU xroUedge of 
Cardinalls, of the snignlar good will and humanity 
of the Scotts, as also of ther a&ctione to the Roman 
churche. 

Tliia same zeire, lykwayes, King Hewrey the 8 
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lend? a nauey <^ 2W sayle to the Scotts fyrthe, wil- 
der the command of the Earle of Hereford : they 
land at Leitbi and requyre the young Queine to be 
4eUttered to them. The Goaemour retains then 
a flat deniall, and wictualls Edinbrugh castle ; the 
JlngUf he land and mardie to Edinbrugh^ quher 
they ioyne with a 1000 borsse'sait from Beruicke 
to assist them; they lay seidge to the castle, and 
within 8 or 4 dayes hes 500 men killed to them by 
the wallor of Hamilton of Stainehous, the capitane 
therof» and his garisscme. The grate ordinance &<»i 
the castell walles so plauged the Englishes that they 
wer forced to list ther seidge and remoue. They 
sett the toune a ^e at tber departuTf wioh bums 
£ot 4 dayes ; then doe they fyre the touns of Leith 
and Mucelbm^e. Hie Eegent haning ndsaed 
ane armey» penewes them at the heiUes ; the foote 
he forces to ther «hipes» and the horssemen to Ber- 
mckf with the losse of 2S0» and some prissoners. 

The Earle of Lennox fleics to England, and be- 
for his departure wold haite deliuered vpe Dmibrit* 
tone castle to the Englishe, quho, for that end, had 
entred the west, and had approched neire to Dim- 
brit<m, wnder the conduct of S^ Pdter Cmss^, & 
Ralphe Wii^eild and Sr Johne Winter, knights; 
bot by the prudence and walor of Stirlinge, the ca^ 
pitane, and wthers good patriotts, that then foUoo- 
ed LeniuHc, zet more then him loued ther country, 
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he to his grate fthame and igiunniiiey was duap- 
poynted ; and the Englishe, that by hk treacherey 
had ht a good numf>er entred, wer tamed out head 



This zeir^ also, the Handers and Heighlanders 
ndssed'some bi^yles ; bot by the oaire and industrey 
of the Earles of Huntley and Argyle, diey wer re* 
duced to ther obedience. The ringleiders hauing, 
by the hand of justice, lost ther h^nds^ made the 
countrey to enioy domestiq: peace* 

3>^ George Meldjum of lyoie, is this zeire sent 
ambassador to K. Henrey of England, to BoUyne, in 
France, with quhom he Concludes a peace; wich, 
potvithstanding of K. Henries othe, he shortley 
breckes. 

This xeire the Regent, with a weiil appoynted ar* 
Sdey, marches to the borders, to defend them from 
the often invasions and incursions of the ikiglishe. 

Sr Ralphe Eiuers, with a grate armey, enters the 
foordersi and with fyre and suord wasts TeifidailL 
The Gouemour drawes him to batell at Ancrum 
Mure, (his armey beinng bot small) betuix quhom 
jt was oouragiously foughten one bothe sydes, for a 
Imige tyme; wntil that S^ Ralphe, the Englkihe 
generall, being killed dead, and hes best men lay** 
inng m heapes about him, the Scottes put all the 
r^nnant to a route, and obteined ane inteire victorey* 
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The Eaiie of Ai^^iu did iK> gallftndy and Taltaatley 
behaue hioiselue in this botelly that idl suspitioiie of 
hes fauoring the Englishe was qujrte ezdngusshed. 

1645. 

This zeire, ISiS, deyes Robert Caimecross^ 
Bischope of Rosse; and lo him succddes Danid 
Panter, secretairey to the Regent. 

In Appryle, this zeire, deyes T!Villiam Steoartei 
Bischope ol Aberdeine; and to him succddes Wil- 
liam Gordon, chanter ofMurray, wnckell to Geoig^ 
Earie of Huntley. 

K. Henr^ the 8^ of England, this SBdre, by his 
ambassador^ inoeitts the Heiminges, by sea, to warre 
aganist the Scotts, and promisses fhem the wter- 
most of his assistance ; widie they lide r^aird. 

The Frenche Sling sends 5000 shouldiours, wnder 
the command^f George Montgomerey of Laigges, 
to Scotland. 

K. Henrey of Ei^gland, this same zeire, againe 
sends a pouerfull armey to inwade Scotland, wnder 
the command of the Earleof Ebrtefbrd, quho enters 
the Scotts borders, and bums Kelso; botbeinng 
opposed by the Regent, with liis Frenche shoul- 
dicAUQs, returns without more doinng to England. The 
Regent calls wpe ther reire soundlie, and sells them 
Kelso at a werey deire raite; makes ane inrode als 
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fiire as Tyne in England^ and returns laden with 
i^yle^ and leanes die Froidiei^giniiaits in garisone 
one the borders. 

• The IVenche K. this same zeir, honors with his 
auen wder of St Michelle the Reg^it, the Earks of 
Angnsy Huntley and Argyfe, and by the King of 
Armes of the or^r, does solemley invest them with 
the robes and collar of the same, at the palace of 
Holymdhousse. 

About this tyme, the capitane oTDunbritloiie ca»- 
tlcy quho had all this quhyle keipt the same for the 
bonisht Earle of Lennox, randers the saane m the 
R^fents hands, quho wssed the capitane honoraUie. 

The Regent restors the Bischope of Cathne% 
LennoKS brother, to his bischoprick^ being put 
from that he enioyed in England, 
. The Scotts in the west, makes defection from the 
Englishe frindschipe, after the randring of Dbih 
brittone castle to the Regent ; and K» Henrey the 8, 
(that inhumane tyrant) causses hanng ther hostages 
at Qarleill, wick acte of his made the Lord Max- 
swoU, Lochiuwar and Jhonstone, ' with fyre and 
snord, inwade the west borders of England, and 
from thence to retume with a fiill hand,^ 

In Marches this same zeire. Master Cieoige 
Witcharte was burned for prc^essione of the gospel^ 
by Cai;dinaU Bettwe at St Andrewts* 
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The 3d of the kalei»ls of Junij, this zeire, IMQ^ 
Dauid Bettone, the proud Cardiiuill and Aroh«« 
bisckope of 8L Andrewos, is stabed in his auen cat- 
tle at St AndreweSf by Norman Xiesley, sone te 
George^ Earlo of Bathes, Jhbne Lesley his wndcell^ 
WilUaim Kirkcaldey of Grainge, and th«r complicef^ 
Thej wer shordey theraftet declared traitors* They 
keepe Str Andrews castle, and the Regent beaeidgea 
it in waine ; the Cardinalls killers bdng aided "by K. 
Henrey of England. 

This flseire, Johne, Abbot of Pasley, is by his bro-r 
ther, the Regent, made Arckbischope of St. Anv 
drewBs; and the abbey of Aberbrothe taldn fiiom 
Jamea Betton, the Cardinalls custn, in qokosse fii^ 
uors in the former 2eire he had demitted the same i 
and the said abbey vas ginen. to George Doughis, 
basse sone to the Earie of Angus.^ 

The 8 ctf the kalends of Febmarij, this zei^ 1547y 
inyes Henrey the 8 of England } and to him suo- 
tides his sone Eduard, abont the age of 9 aeires*^ 
During his minoritey, by his firtliers testament, his 
wnckell Symer, Earle of Sraiersett, was left, and 
90W dechured, protector of his presone and realmes^ 

The second oi Appryle, this zeire, Francis, the* 
first of that nam^ King of France, departes this 
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lyffe ; and to him guccdds his sone Henrey, quho 
famnediatlejr after his accesse to the croune, sends 
Monseur D'Osell, his ambassador to Scotland^ for 
reneuing the ancient league betuix the too crouns^ 
wich he performed. 

George, Earle of Rothes, hauing this zeira re« 
tamed from D^miarke, is challenged for airt and 
pairt, at least accessorey to the death of Dauid Bet- 
tone the Cardinall ; and his cleired of the sam^ by 
ane assyse of his peeires. 

Hhis zetre, the Lord Regent raisses a gude armey, 
and inwades the west borders of England ; beieidges 
the castle of Langvpe, takes it, and lenelk i/t with 
the ground ; and returns home with a grate buttey • 

Peiter Strozzi, Prior of Capua, is this zeire sent 
by the Frendie King with 16 gallayea to Scotland ; 
he arriues at St Andrewes, and enters the toune^ 
. in deqiyte of all the o|^)ositione thesse of the castle 
tould make. The Regent now blocks vpe the cas* 
tie both by sea and land ; and shortly therafter hes 
it randred to him, one conditione to haue the? liues 
saued, if so it should pleis the Frenche Kmg: so 
that one the 5 day of Aguste, the castle behig ran*> 
dered, the Prior of Capua shippes himselue, and 
with him 15 prissoners for France, with the best of 
idl the moueiMes of the castle. 

This zeir) also, the protector of &gfamd, the 
Dock of Somersett, with a grate armay inwads Scot-* 
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land both by sea aad land ; quherwpone the Scotta 
Regent putts out the fyrrie crosse, and lewies a re^ 
sonable armey, accordinng. to the shortnes of the 
tyme. Both armeyes rancounter neir M ussilbrughe, 
quher maney one both sydes wer killed. At last 
the Englishe, by ike multitude of ther men^ and the 
trecherey of the Earle of Huntley, had the wictorey^ 
wich they bassley aad insolentley wssed ; for they 
killed the Masters of Buchan, Erskyne and Grhame, 
(quho had randred themselues one quarter promis- 
sed) in eold blod. In this batell, comonley called 
Pinkey^ the Scotts lost 8000 men of all sortes; 
amongest wich ware the eldest sones (then called 
the Masters) off Fleiming, Ogiluey, Limngstoney 
Ruthnen, Auendaill, Methu^ik and Rosse, with old 
Lochinwar; and neire 1000 prissoners taken, a« 
moDgest quhome wer ther the Earle of Huntley^ 
Lord Chanceler of the realme, and the Lord Zes- 
tar, Bot the Regent^ imediatley befor the batell^ by 
the eouBsell of the Earles of Angus, Argyle, Ro- 
thes and Cassiles, sends the zounge Queine, with 
her mother, with charge, as they will be ansuerabla 
ypoae ell heighest pane, to be sauelie keipt by the 
Lords- Erskyne and Leuingstone, in the He of 
Inchemahome. From the place of the batell, the 
Englishe armey marches to Leithe, bot heirinng that 
the Lord Regent was gathring a new armey, they 
fyre some thatche housses in Leithe, (wich was im* 
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mediadey extinguished) and depairt; and in ther 
returne home take Home castle^ and regaine the 
castell of Roxbrughey in such sorte that it was fen- 
sable. 

This same zeire^ also, the Englishe nauey, by sea, 
take the castell of Brughtay, at the mouthe of the 
riuer Tay» neire the toune of Dundie, and lewes a 
garissone of 300 shouldiours in it, wnder the com- 
mand of Androw Dudley. 

The Englishe make incursions one the west bor- 
ders of Scotland, and are beattin, with the losse of 
ther best men, by the Lairdes of Cockpule and 
Jhonstone, wnder the command of the Lord Max- 
swoU t ther gratest bootie being sore skins. 

This zeire, the Regente calls a conventione of the 
estaits at Streuelinge, quherin it was resolued wna- 
nimously to craue the ayde of France ; wich resolu- 
tione <^ the estaits moued the Queine mother and 
Monseur lyOsell, eamistly to sollicit that the younge 
Queine might be sent ouer to France, quher shoe 
could not choysse bot be saue wnder the protectione 
of so good a frind as was the Frenche King. This 
adwice, as most conducing for the good of the Scotts 
comonwealthe, is ratified in parliament, and ambas- 
sadors chossen to goe to France. 

Wpone the relatione of this, and the adwyce from 
the Queine mother and Monseur D'Osell, the

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Frenbhe Kio^ make^ grale prqparatione for ane ar^ 
iiCiey to be sent to ayde the Scotts, quherof the Pro- 
tector of England beinng adwertissed, dealls with 
the Earle of Huntley, then a prissoner in England, 
that the Scotts Queine may be giaen in marpage to 
K. Eduard 6 ; bot the Earle anssuers, that he will 
neuere be of that mynd, that shoe shouM be ginen 
in marriage to aney wntill shoe be of perfyte iqge. 
The Protector of England had now almost suallow- 
ed in imaginatione the possesione of the kingdome 
of Scotland; botOoddisappoyntedallfaiscomisells, 
and turned the bussines ane other way, for he rais- 
sed vpe intestine varrs in England aganist the Ph>^ 
tector himselue. 

This same zeire, the Englishe take Hadingtoone, 
and fortifie it ; bot no souner hard they of the ap- 
proche of the Frenche and Italian ^ouldiours to 
cast ancor in the Fyrthe, bot they quyte Hading- 
tone, and packe for England as giue chessed : bot 
being ashamed of ther auen paniqrfeare, they re- 
lume and victuall the toune, with tv3l resolutione to 
byde a «eidge befor they quyte it. 

Hie French aniue at Leithe, lands Aer men, 
and att veleomed by the Regent, and conwayed to 
Edinbrughe. They Wer 5000 olde beatdn shoul- 
diours, Frenche, Italians and Germans. 
De Dessey was generall ; 
Dandelot conmiandit the Frenche footte ; 
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Stroon cooiiBudk the Italaang; 
The Reinegraue commandit the GermanBj 
jytm0w was gKierall of the ordinance. 
And thir wer the commanders in cheiffe of the 
FreiM;^'{^ees that came thi^ sa^ to the aide of 
Scotland aganiat the En^^ishe. 

The Frenche armqr makes haist to beseidge Ha^ 
dingtone, and the Regent accompanies them with 
12,000 footte, and 8000 hors^; the first n^t they 
encampe at Mussilbnighe, and the nixt day ki sight 
of the enimejr. They skirmishe with the EngUshe^ 
and kill maiiiey of them ; none of the Frenche being 
killed of not, saue onl^one eapitane, Villenewfe; 
thns b^nd the zeire of oar redemptione, 1548. 

The Eoglishe being beattin vithin the vails of 
Hadingtone, imedlatley the «miey begins to make 
ther approchesy and plants ther battries ; and in 
three dayes makes a sanltdide breache in the walT: 
bot the Frenchemen being more furious than wysse, 
De Dessey retraetes the atsaulte for a tyme« 

At this tyme, inamonastarey hM*dby, the Regent 
had called a eonventione of the estaits^ quherin the 
parpetuaU leauga with France is ratified, and the 
young Queine betrothed to Francis, the Dolfdun of 
France, and ordanid to be sent thither withm few 
mountbes ; sad so the Frenche nmimmAon mada 
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fiiith for King Henrey tk^ masta*, in presence of 
the estcdts c£ the reahne. 

This zeire^ Monseur de Vitlagfignon; witfe Us gal- 
lej^es, sayles from Leith to Dunbrittone, quher the 
young Queine was ; and De Bresse hauing growy- 
dit all thinges necessainey for her ifToydge, sho ships 
in at Dunbrittone, and lands at Brest, in Brittanie, 
sanely. To accompaney Ker, went the Lordes Er- 
skyne and Fleiminge, to quhosse faith and caire sho 
was committed. Ther went also with her the Ladey 
Fleiminge, her aunt, with 12 zoung ladeyes, and 200 
gentlemen and seruants. 

The P)rotector, this same zeir, sends from Ber*- 
nick 2000 horsse, with new supleis of ammuniti<me 
to the Englishe beseidged in Hadingtone ; bot the 
Lord Home^ being informed of ther desainge, laye» 
ane ambuscad for them, and Uills and takes aboue 
1000 of them, and routta the rest. 

This defait of the Englishe horsse heighlie in-* 
eennsis the Protectors- wrath, so that with all speeid 
he leuies ane grate armey by land, wnder the com- 
mand of the Earle of Salisburrey, to raisse the seic^ 
of Hadingtone ; as also a grate nauey by sea, com- 
mandit by the Lord Clinton. The land armey of 
England marches neire the French(^ betiHX quhom 
ther was daylie skirmishes ; bot heirinng of die neire 
approehe of the Regent and the Earle of Argyle, 
with a good imney, they speidiley retume for £ng- 
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Umd. Bot the Lord Clintone, lyding si anchor 
with his shipesy lands some 5000 men <me ike oosle 
of Fyfie, to .spoyle the coontrey ; bot befi>r they did 
much hanne, Jthey wer ranconntred by the Lain! of 
Weymes, and the Barrons of Fyffe, all weill horssed, 
quho road them 'flat donne with ther horsses ; and 
hailing killed aboue 700 of than, forced the rem-* 
nant to saue themselues by wadding in sea to the 
neckes, befbr they coiid gaine &er flat bottomed 
boates. Hauing parched no better boutey ther than 
&er back full of strokes and wutt skins, the good in- 
iertainment the Englishe did receane in Fyffe at 
this tyme, saued it in all the progresse of this warre 
from aney fiirder trouble. 

About this same tyme, Petnis ^Rger and Julius d^ 
•Romero, with tno companies of Spanishe fi>otte, lefte 
one the borders by the Earle of Salishurrey at liis 
•deperture, ^oylesomepairtesof Teifidaill and Lidis^ 
daiH 

Hiis zeir dier liapned a grate vprore in Edin-* 
bnighe betuix the Scotts and Frenche shouldiours^ 
quherin the Prouest of Edinbrughe and his sone 
William Steuarte, wer killed* This bussines had 
almost giuen the enimey a faire aduantage, had not 
-the Fr^ich generall, De Dessey, caussed hang the 
raissers of this tumult, and presentley with his in- 
fantrey depairt the toune; and thinking to take 
-Hadingtone by a strat^^e^ jnardies^K^'om Mussil- 
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broghe about llatnig^ kills the Ei^khe eentties^ 
' alters the portes aod craryes tictorey. The Eng» 
lishe till annes, and widi grate losae to the Frenches 
ibrces them to make a foule netiait; De Dessey la- 
menting' the losse of so braue iuae d^poitiiiiitey for 
fiippkntiiig die En^het by bis aaenLteta^ritey^ and 
laidceofmatiafeconQsaittaiid (»tder ia the jperfinn^ 
auce of so gallant toe exj)loit* 

The Regies ^^tidg the IMxA diCvnsfg&j iimhaav 
aador to the Frdtector of En0aikd» to deall ior the 
Eaiie of Huntlejrs ^m^ome abd Ubeiftey, and that 
bes I^dey mjght baue acee^se to him^ iJbe Fcotec*' 
tor Goo^espendit to giue his l4^y accesses hot 
wold not heire of ransome or Ubertey^ yai^ the mvtt 
9ras en^tj; bot he wm Jent from X4C«idi>b tv> Mor- 
petbe witb « siMre ga!ird# in honpe lo mioitt bis Lf^ 
4^. Botl^a stratog^m^ be etfc^»e* the bandi» 
of ^s keipepri^ and saueley wins the Sootta bord^ 
by tuo suifte horsses, layed for him with a gyde 
s^t him by George Kei^ and sanely arriiji^ at £din- 
bru^€^ apd is welcopied by the Queine mother and 
H^^en^ a^d^ter^ to the place of XiOi>d Cl^nceler 
pf 3(^tJftnd# awiiJ-eiurtttwmtxtf Ahenteiiae, Bftmflb 
iWdKlgyne afeyr4* 

IThis aeir^ fi^y jtiie SUoMb teptm from the £n^ 
Jj^ H0me ifmk^ Aftet wich the Bcfnegraue re-

A)!(mt ji^ MM tgo^ ther aniue^ at Doubcit- 
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lo|ie 4 fre&(ie jr^gunents of shouldiours &<nn France^ 
with all 8artes<of anunimitione, and money to pay the. 
^naey; 

Jlobert Lauder of Basse^ with the Frenche gari- 
aooe of Dumbar castle, takes the Englishe prowi- 
sjone going from Berwick to Hadingtone; killes 
maney shouldiours, and takes the Gouemour of Ha- 
dii^gtone, named Wilford, (quho had come to aide 
them) prissoner. 

Neire this same ^me, th^ Frenche chesse the Eng- 
lishe out of Jedbru^e^ and recouer Phemeyhirst cas- 
tle. 

This same zeire, the Frenche inwade England^ 
4nd retnme rith SOO prissoners, anda grate buttey ; 
and in ther retrait, they demolishe Furd castle, in 

At this same tyme, the Englishe nauey of 25 shipes 
of warre, arriue in the Fyrthe, and they fortifie Inche- 
keith, and leaue 5 companies of shouldiours to de- 
fend it ; bot the Frenche generally De Dessey, forces 
the Englishe to rander it to him, and comitt them- 
selues and haill ammunitione and baggage to his dis- 
j^sall, bot lyffe and armes. 

Monseur de Term's, a knight of the Frenche or- 
der, arriues, this zeir, at Dunbrittone, with a 100 
curras^iers, 200 lances^ and 1000 Frenche foote, 
aflod marches to Edinbnighe, quher he reqeaues or* 
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ders. for his future imployment for the wdU of the 
Scotts republick aganist the eomon enimey. 

In Julay, this zeire, Monseur De Dessey returns 
to France, and committs the cominand to De 
Term's, quho fortifies at Aberladey ; and heiring that 
Romeros Spanishe and Ahnan forces were at Col- 
dinghame, he aduances aganist them, fights and kills 
the most of them, and takes the rest prissoners. Bo* 
mero, ther leader, escapes to Beruick* 

1549. 

The zeire 1549, begins with the Scotts taking of 
Fastcastle from the Englishe. 

Ciuill broyles arrysse this zeire, in England, be* 
tuix the nobilitey and the Protector. 

The plauge of pestilence, this zeir, in Hadingtone, 
and in few dayes deuored more then the halfie of the 
English garisone ther, wich moued diem to qnyte 
the toune, and returne for England, 

1550. 

In the begninmg of the zeire 1550,* James Haly- 
burtone, Prouest of Dundie, by the animati<me of 
the Frenche generall, de Termes, recouers firom the 
Englishe, by strenth of hand^ Brughtay castle. 

This same zeire, ther was a peace tratted and con- 
cludlt at Bolloyne, betuix the Scotts, Frenche and 
Englishe ; Panter, Bischope of Rosse, for the Scotts, 
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Chattelone for the French, and for the EngUshe the 
Earle of Bedford. This peace was publisht the 12 
day of Appryle. The young Lord Erskyne, and 
Henrey St Clah^ Dean of Glasgow, goes ambassa- 
dors to England, and seeis the peace s^ned and 
Buome ; and from thence to Flanders, quher they 
lykwayes conclude a peace. 

The Englishe, this zeir, abandon all ther holdes 
in Scodand, and retume home; and the Frenche 
and Almaine shouldiours retume to France. So that 
this zeire Scotland was liberat and freed of all for- 
rainers and strangers. 

In Maij, this zeire, the Queine mother goes to 
France, and is conuayed thither by the Earles of 
Huntley, with his Countesse and moth^, Marishall, 
Sutherland and Cassiles. 

This same zeire, the Earle of Huntley, befor his 
gomg to France, causses stricke the head from Wil- 
liam Mackintoche, at Strathbolgie, for practizing 
aganist the said Earles lyffe, he then being the Queins 
leiuetenant in the north. 

1561. 
This zeire, 1661, the Queine mother beinng in 
France, showes the reassone of her ther going, was 
for suitting the gouemiment of Scotland, to wich de- 
mand die French King is moued to assent, condi- 
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tionalley, that the Relent be pleassed to dimitt hia 
fegencey wUlingley, The Queine mother, to make 
tJie Regent the more williziglie dimitt in her fiuors, 
m^Hies the Frenche King to ratifie the dutchie of 
Castle Herauld, in . France, to the Ducke and his 
heire^ mailes; and to make the Earle of Arrane, his 
seme, capitane of the Scotts gaurdes, wich attendit 
tihe Frenche Kipges persone. Shoe mpued him, lyk- 
irayes, to g^ue the earldome of Murray, in commen- 
datu, tp the Regents, tl^e earledome of Rothes to 
Androw Lesley, that had n^oried the Regents kins- 
woman, and the earldome of Morton to George Doug- 
las sone. 

About this tjme, Sf Robert Gam^^y, one of the 
Senators of the CoUedge of Justice, is sent by the 
Regent ambassador to France, to rander the Frenche 
]^ilig hartlie thanks for his aide aganist the Ei^- 
lishe. Daring his i^bode ther, the Marquis of Nortb- 
amptone comes from IfL Eduard 6, of England, to 
^enrey the Frenche Eing^ to demand his daughter 
in marriage to K. Eduard.' . 

The Queine modier prepares for her retume to 
Scotland, throughe England, (hauing receauid a 
aaue condpct,) quher Aoe is noblie apd kyndlie in- 
tjretted. With her K- Eduard dealls effectually 
for the marriage of her daughter, the young Queine 
of Scotland; and layes the quboU causae of the last 
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warre one the Protector. At last shoe returns to 
Scotland by land, and the Earle of Huntley by sea ; 
and no soimer i$ sho arriued at home, bot pre- 
sentley composes isU diftreaces mnongest the ncA>ir 
Ittey. 

At dds same tym^ Robert W^chopei Arehbis; 
of AjnQei;h» in Irland, returns from Rome, and deyes 
at Paris, the 19 day of Nonember, this same zeire.

This zeirt, 16$2i the Reg^t, to make the oountry

A prouinciall synode of the dergey k^pt this zeire 
^ Linlithgpir, quh^rein the actes <rf* the Cou^sail) 
pf Treayt are commandit to be obserued* At this 
synod, Dauid Pantar, the Regents secretary, is con<- 
secrat Bischope of Rosse. 

The Regent^ in his surway of the. borders, this 
zeire, in the mounthe of Jun^, for ther good ser^ 
uiee to ther cojintrey, honored "with knighthood, the 
Lairdesof

Balcl^sch^ 

Coldmknowfs, 
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Fliemihirst, 

Greinheade, and 

Androw Ker of Littiedeane. 

The Queme mother practisses all sfao can to cdn- 
ciliat the myndes of the nobilltie to her; and cans- 
6es Panter, Bischope of Ross, deall widi the Re- 
gent willinglie to demitt, wich he takes in werej 
eioillpairt; quhervpone fieu^ons begnis to anysse* 
Bot he is told, in plaine tearmes, that the Qaeine, at 
her age of 12 zeirs/ had chosen, in France, for her 
curators, K. Henrey the 2d, Charles, Cardinall of 
Lorrame, and the Ducke of Goisse; and that they 
had layed the haill burden of gouemiment on die 
Queine mother. 

The Queine mother, with thesse that &uored her 
courses, goes to Streueling castle; and such as op- 
posed her, and lyked the Regents gouemiment bet- 
ter, at this tyme dispersed lybells and invecdues 
aganist the gouemiment of wocnnen, shewing that 
the same was repugnant to die ancient lawes of 
Scotland. 

This zeire, quhiill the differences anent gouemi- 
ment wer in debait betuix the Queine modier and 
Regent, the Kers kill the Laird of Buccleuche; 
and the Lord Ruthens zoungest sone kills Jhone 
Chartreis, Laird of Kinfauns, in Perthsyre. 

Abot this same tyme, Ijkwayesj in Edinbrugh, in

This zeire, 1553, K. Eduard the 6, of England^ de- 
pairts this lyffe, the 6 day of Julay ; and to him sue- 
ceids his sister Marey, who reestabiisht the Popishe 
religion in England : and the rebellions aganist her 
at her entrey to the croune^ sho pacified with the 
heads of the intenders.. 

1554. 

In the begining of the zeire 1554, Norman Lesley, 
that had killed Dauid Bettone, the CardinaU, re- 
turns to Scotland; bot for feare of the Regent, de- 
pairts to France, and by the Frenche King is made 
colonel of the Scotts Lanciers. He behaued him* 
selue noblie and brauelie, and was killed in Pickar- 
dey, warring aganist the enimey. 

The 10 <^ Appryle, this zeire, ther was a conuen- 
tione of the estaits holdin at Edinbrughe, quherin 
the Regent reseinges his authoritie, and the Queine 
mother is declared Regent; quha no souner aduan- 
ced to the gouemiment, bot incontinent sho change 
the pryme officers of the stait 

Huntley is made Lord Chanceler ; 
Cassiles, Thesaurer; 
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Mr James MftcgUI, Qerke R^fistar ; 

Abbot of Couper, Prioey Sedl; 

Monseor de Rubic, Wice Chancel^y and Ke^ 
er of the Grate Seall; 

Villemore, a Frenchman^ Comptroller; and 

Boatot, ane other French^nan, Goaemoor of 

the OrcadeB lies. 
This change of staittsmen, and preferring of the 
Frenche, moued the nobilitey to grate indignatioue 
agonist the Qudne R^ent. 

This zeire, also, the Queine R^jent, by her ami* 
bassadors, &•! Robert Canegey of Kynaird, and S^ 
Johne Bellinden of Achnoule, knights, composses 
ail differences betnix Scotland and England anent 
fiskii^ one the borders, and wthers oontrawersies ; 
for Queine Marey, of Ekigland, mett by her a&dn»- 
sadon, 8^ Tliomas Comwallaoe and 6r Robert 
Bowis, knights. 

The conTentione of the estaits endit, the Queine 
Regent sends the Earle of Huntley to si^iprease that 
andadous rebell, Jhone Mudjrard, (one of the Clan- 
chattan,) and his followers, with ane armey ; bot the 
the Earle retoms witbool eflfecting aney thing for 
repressing the rebdls; this expeditione of his mak- 
ing them rather mor bold and presmnpCoos. Quher-' 
at the Queine is aboue meassmre iniaged ; and imedi* 
atley shoe causses citte the Earle to compeir and ans- 
suer to that libellit agaaist him. He ocmipeirs, and 
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b committi^ pMsMner to Edinbrugfae castle; hit 
^limies taking occiisiafie^ (<me his restraint,) Yiggm^ 
Uats all his actions, and accusis him as the pryme 
author of all thesse troubles in the northe, and that 
for his beheading of the Laird (^ Maddntoche; 
qnhervpone the earledome of Murray is takin from 
him, and ^uen to the Lord Abemethey ; and the 
gouemiment of Oi^knay tuid Schetland, with the 
balzhie of Strathdie, and administratione of the 
earldome of Marr, wich he had, are all takin fhnn 
him, and retained by the Q. Regent in her auen 
hand.

This zeire, 1555, Henrey St Claire, Deane of 
Glasgow, one of the senators of the CoUedge of Jus- 
tice, a leamid lauer, returns from France^ and in a 
breiffe and methodicall way, orders the forme ef 
process befbr the Lordes of Sessione. 

This same zeire, the Duck of Aumale, brother t6 
the Queine Regent, being one of the French Kings 
hostages in England, comes to Scotland and wisitts 
his sister, accompanied by one & Thomas Stuckley, 
ane £nglishe knight; and shordey retumes againe. 

A parliament haldin by the Queine Regent, tk 
Edinbrughe, the 20 of the monuthe of Jumj, tfm 
zeire. In it was die renocadone of the Qumie rati*- 
fied, and ordaned to be published, wiche was siib- 
scriued with her hand, at Fontaine-Bleau, in France, 
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the 25 day of Appryle, this same zeire; that none 
eatte fleche m Lent, botlidence; thatprocuratories, 
and instnon^its of resignatione, be sealled and sub- 
aerined; that all noCars, in tyme coming, be exa- 
mined and admitted by the Lordes of Sessione, and 
ther protucalls marked; that no staple commodities 
6Ueh as wooll, be carried wnto England; that the 
woodde of F&Udand be cutte, and hiuned againe; 
that no goldsmith, lender the paine of deathe, make 
aney siluer worke wnder the goodnes of 11 penney 
fyae; and lastlie» that none speake eiuelL of the 
Queine Regents grace, or of Frenchemen, the Chri»> 
tian Kinges subiects: with diners others actes of 
lesse pnblicke concernment. 

The 8 of Agust, this zeire, Philipe the 2d, Ring 
of Spaine,. b married to Marey,. Queine of £n^- 
land^ 

This zeire, also, Johne, Earle of Athole, is sent 
by the Queine R^ent aganist the rebell, Jhone 
Mudyard, qnho takes him, and bringes him bound 
to the Queine. Shoe pardons him his lyffe, condi^ 
tionaly he should for euer duell confyned in the 
toime of Perth ; bot he no souner dissmissed, bot 
incontinent therafter betakes himselue to the mon- 
tans» and leamis the Queine Regent to hold the 
foxe better by the eare^ quhill shoe had him in hir 
hands. 
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IS66. 

A parliament holdin by the Queine Regent, thk 
sare, at Edinbrughe^ quheriii, one the French Kings 
recommendatione^ the Lairds of Grangei Brunstonet 
and Mr Henrey Balnauu, bane the acte of ther forw 
faultrey repelled, from Mardie 15^ The parliapi 
ment was, till the 14 day c^ December in the fdU 
lowing zeire^ 1657, adiomed. 

In this parliament, the Queine R^ent, by the 
adwysse of her Frenche counsaill, demands a cer^ 
taine taxatione for defence of the borders, with this 
specious pretence, that noblemen and gentlemen 
may stay at home alwayes, bot quhen the countrey 
should be inwadit with a grate armey i^md now with 
the demandit money shoe wold leuey shouldiours to 
continew ther for defence of the borders. The Bar- 
Tons absolutley refusse^ and anssuers, that Scotts 
Kinges thought it euer ther gratest honor and snr- 
rest tressure, to be called Reges Scottorum, and not 
'R/^es ScotiflB, Kings of Scotts andnot of Scotland; 
and that ther thesaore did neuer consist of ther 
aubiects mains and fortuns, bot heartes. 

The Bischope of Dunblaine, the Laird of Liding^ 
tone^ and Mr James Mackgill, derck register, stayed 
aon»e mvnnliies at I>uns, with TunstaU, Bifichope of 
Dunelme, and the En^he commissioners, aneni 
certaine contraweraies betuix the tuo kingdomes, 
wich they con^K)sed, and fuUey endit

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The Queine Regent^ this zeire, takes her pro- 
gresse als fiirr lioith as Ipnemesse ; holdes justice 
cotutesy punishes rebells and oudawes, and foarce^ 
the cheiffe of eacfae dan to be anssueimble fi>r thesse 
of his name. The Laiid of Omnte bringes in the 
heads of some of his Idnred, quhome he could not 
bringe in aHae^ and presents them to justice.

Tius seir^ in Jnlay, Hother Tranbeme corned 
ambassador £rom the Ladey Anna, Duchesse of 
Oldenbmghe, Vestfrisland and Delmdiurst, to Scot- 
land, and concludes a peace with this croune for 
100 zeires. 
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Varre bursts fiirthe, this zeire» in the bolrderf of 
Flandters, betmx the French and SpanislBe Kii^^es^ 
Qneine Bfiarey, of England^ s^ods aide to her hus^ 
band^'King Hiilipe. 

This zeire^ in Maij^ the Scotts and Englishe oom* 
ndisianers meitt at Carleill, fbr r^Mtring mtttoalt 
daninages one the borders.

doe her tume, smoe in eflbcte all the comons wer 
aganiste her, bot rather to retame to Edinbru|^e^ 
and ther to call a conventione of the estaits, to csire 
(as they called them) thesse almost incurable and 
disperat deceasses of the commonwealthe* 

About this same iyme^ also, the £arie <rf Olea- 
caime and the Lord Boyd, with maney of the bar- 
rels and gentlemen in the west, profisssors of Ae 
gospell, ioyne themselues to the c(»igr^;ati<»ie, and 
presendey marches and layes seidge to the toune of 
Perthe, and after some fiaw dayes hes k randred to 
th^n. 

The Queine Begut sends the Earle of Huntl^ 
to -deall with the congregatione to submitt to the 
estaits; they refiisse^ without free libertey of the 
gospelL 

After wich anssuer, returned by the Earie of 

HuntLqr, die congregatione goes to tiie staitly mo» 

nastarey of Scone, and pulls it doune, and sol^nley 

. bums all the Roman trajshe^ as images, altars and 

thelyke. 

Then proceid they fbgrdward to StreueliBg, Cam- 
bttskenethe and Unlbiigow, and Uier deuK^ishe and 
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pvJl dooDe all qnhalsoeiiar caxxied aaey symbdil cS 
the Rmnan whoore. 

Thexongrcgatfane from TjittlithgDw marche they to 
Edinbraghe) and the Qbdne Regent dealls earnisdj 
with the citicens of Edinbrughe to oppoase ther ent% 
trey^wichtheyaltogider refiisse. The Qneine help- 
ing ther ansaner, and fearing they wold lay hold one 
her persone^ aho^ with lypyaell and her Fzenohe 
ahouldiers, reteir to Dumbar castle. 

Then enters the ocHigr^;atione Edinbrughe^ and 
ther remoues and demolishes all badges of pq[>ery 
and superstitione ; and solemley reniinces all obedi- 
ence to the Queine R^ent or her 'gouemiment, wn- 
less shoe wilt abolidi p(q>rie and superslitiokie out 
of the realme^ and retume the French JBhouldionrs 
home f^^aine, qnho had for maney zeires so miser- 
abley ofqpressed the comitrey since ther first footting 
heirey without aney respecte c^persons^ or feate of 
diuyne justice* 

The Lord Harrieit escfq>es ont of Edinbrug^ 
castle, quher he was a prissoner, and ioynes him- 
sdne to the c<Higr^;atione. 

The Queine Regent adwertisses the Frenche Kin^ 
Henr^f of the Scottes affiures, and by her letters 
solUcitts him to send some regiments of footte, and 
troupes of h(»rss^ to represse the professors of the 
goapeU. 
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Tkw seire, in Julay, Aer was a peace treatted and 
concludit betuix the Frenche and fi^panishe Kinges. 

The 10 of Julay^ thiB aeire, Henrejr 2d^ the 
Frendie Kin^ dqpairts this lytk; and to him sno 
eeides his sone Francis. 

The Queine Regent sendes hir Freoche shoul- 
diours aganist the professors of the gospell, then stt 
Edinbroghe) they oppoBse the Frenche with a good 
armey. Tlie Earle of Hmitley reconceills them for 
the present, and 10 artickells aire drawen vpe, the 
ffarBle of wich was, that the oongregation should de* 
pairt Edinbmghe. 

The Qneine Regent retumes to Edinbrughe^ and 
in the b^^ining c£ September, this seire, receaaes 
letters by Monseur De Croeke^ the Frenche amfaas- 
sadore^ diewix^ that sho might, with all pos^Ue 
speid, expecte firom France, forces wndcr Ae com*, 
mand of Marqne de Elbai£k ; and by the same em^ 
bassador, JL Francis and Queine Marey wreat par* 
tknlariie to James, Prior of St Andrews. The 
letters are. verbatim sett doone in Kschop Leskyea^ 
Historey, as also the Prior of St Andrewes ansoers 
to diesse letters. 

Octanius, brodiar to the Marques of Elbuiflb, in 
die letter end of September, this aeire, arriues at 
Lekhe^ with some regiments of Frenche fbotte. 

At this same tyme, diners Frenche noblemen and. 
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gendemen, witk other also, fiir loue of the goqpeO^ 
ioyne with the congregatione ; quherwpone the 
French fortifie the tonne of Leithe. 

The Earie of Arrane conwayes himaehie quyetly 
from the French conntrey to Genena, aad frcmi 
thence through England home, and ioyns with the 
congregatione. 

The congregatione suj^licattB the Qoeine Re- 
gent) that sh6e wolde command the Frenche to de« 
sist from the fiirtiiiiii^ of Leithe; botinwaine. 

The Qaeine Regent, with s<mie Sootts Bisohopes, 
and the Lord Settone, and her Frendiemen, enter 
Leithe. 

The congr^atioiie makes prepaiatioiie to be- 
seidge the toune of Leithe; and then does Liding- 
tone, the Secretareyt ioyne himselne to the profes- 
sors of the goqidL 

About the midle of October, diis zeire, mom 
Frenche land at Leith, wQder the command of Mon«» 
seur de Martigney, beinng scMne ten companies; boi 
without aney more prowissione then formerlie had 
come. 

Hie congregatione sends to Qoeine Elizabedie, 
of England, to implore her ayde aganist the papista 
and Frenche. With her they cooelude a leauge, o& 
fensiue and defensiue, during all the dayes o£ th^ 
ly£fe of King Francis the Seormd, and « scire aftet 
hisdeathe. For Queine i^izabeth ther treaUed the 
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DuckoTNorthfoIk; and for the protestants of Scot- 
land^ 

Collin, Eacle of Ai^le; 

Lord Harries, Warden c^the West Mar: 

Jamesy Prior of St» Andrewes; 

Laird of lodingtone; and 

Sr Robert Cam^ey. 
Ther was giuen by them to Quduie Elizabeth, for 
obseruatione of this leaugue, as pledges, 

Dauid Hamilton, the Ducke yonngest sone. 

Collin Can^>bell, a cousin of die Earle of Ar-

leuins, and brother to the Prior; and 
Johne Ruthuen, a sone of the Lord Ruthu^ia. 
In December, this same aseire, lykwayes, the eoiir- 
gregadone demolishe all the monuments of idcdatrie 
in Glasgow, and possese themselaes of the Bi- 
chopes castle; bot heiring c£ the a|^roche of the 
Frtoche, they ronoue.

In Marehe, this Seeire, 1660, the Englishe nauey 
airise in the Firthe; ^pihorvpone the Frencbe that 
wer in Fyflfe, ore els quh^ be niuth Forthe, by 
Streueling bridge, runs to ther holdes of Leithe and 
Inchekeith^ wich they had fortified and wictnalled. 

At thi9 same tjvm the ccm^pregatiDn demoUdie

Capitane Vinter, with 16 Englishe shipes of warre, 
layes in Leithe roade, and keepes the Frenche that 
wer in Inchkeith from all kynd of prouisione, and 
blockes ype the tomie of Leith by sea; wich moued 
the Queine Regent to deall with the Frenche am- 
bassador at the Englishe courte, to moue Queine 
Elizabeth to recall her nauey from the Firthe, bot 
all in waine* 

The Duck of Northfolke, with 8000 Englishe 
footte, comes to Beruicke to ayde the congregatione; 
Aey marehe towardes Leithe, and skirmishe with 
die Frenche ; bot befor they approched Leithe, the 
Queine Regent and her Frenche that wer in Edin- 
brughe castle, inclosse themselues in Leithe* 

The Lord Gray, generall of the Englishe armey, 
sends & George Haward and Sr James Croftes, to 
the Qudne Regent, assuring her, that giue shoe 
wold dismisse all her Frenche forces out of Scot- 
land, they wold, without more adoe, retume for Eng- 
land; wich they intreatted her to doe for the pub- 
lick quyeit. Sho ansuered, that without the Frenche 
shoe wold doe nothing; and demandit a convenient 
time to consult with them for that effecte. 

The Englishe beseic^ Leith, and to them ioyna

Qoeine Regent dealls withe the Earle ef Hant- 
ley to mediat a peace ; he does his best, bot losaea 
his labor, wnles the French wer sent packing home** 
In the monnthe of Maij, the French make a saley 
out of Leithe, and skirmishe; bot with grate losse 
are fcM^eed to make a foule retrait; the Englishe lad-» 
der the walls, and ^ues ane assaulte, bot are repul- 
sed by the Frenche. 

About the latter end of Maij, this zeir, the 
Frenche are sore distressed for lack of Tictualls, and 
are forced to eate all ther horses. 

Tumults arysse in France, wich did imped the 
Frenche aide from coming to Scotland to the Q.^ 
Regent aganist tbesse of the religione* 
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Neir this tyme, the Queine Regent depairtis this 
lyffe in Edinbnighe castle. Befor her death, sho 
sent fbr dinersse of the nobilitie, and exhorted them ' 
to that wich sho wold neuer condescend to herselue, 
to witt, peace ; and desyres that after her death, her 
eorpes be interrid in the monastarey of St Peiter, 
at Rehemes, in Champaine, quherof her sister was 
prioresse. 

This zeire ther arrosse some tumults betuix the 
Earles of Huntley and Athole, and ther frinds, wich, 
by the mediatione of some of the nobilitie, wes paci- 
fied. 

^This zeire, a peace is condudit betuix the Seotts, 
Englishe and French. The artickeUs condudit 
one wer : 

first. That the Frenche King and Seotts Queine 
should not carey the armes of England and {rland 
one aney the houshold stuffe, ore intytill themselnes 
in ther letters and patents. 

Secondlie, That the kingdome of Scotland shall 
be gouemed by 12 Seotts noblemen ; 7 of them to be 
chosen by the Queine, and 5 by the countrey. 

Thridlie, That all iniuries be past and put in ohli- 
uione, betuix the 15 of Marche 1558, and the first 
<^ Agust 1560. 

Fourtlie, That all that had beine during the trou- 
bles iniured in their tytills, dignities and goodes^ 
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be restored, and that no Frenchman beare in Scot- 
land heiraften 

Fjffdie, That if the nobilitie pleased, they should 
slight the fortifications of Leith, and thesse aganist 
Pumbar castle, that wer a bulding. 

Sextlie, That all Frenchmen depairt Scotland 
home to France within^Odayes, excepte tuo compa- 
nies of footte tp keipe Inchekeithe and Dumbar cas* 
tie, and they, notwithstanding, to be subiecte to the 
Scotts counsailL 

In all thesse artickdUis, they did not medele with 
religion, for diuers respects; bot the cheifie was, 
that as zet the Scotts was not resolued wither to em- 
brace the refcmnatione of England, or thate of Ge-> 
neua. 

T%e Frenche retume to France in Engli^e 
shipes. 

A parliament holdin at Edinbrug^ this zeire, (no- 
mentione of it being in printed statutes of this 
Qneine,)* quherin the acte of obliuione was made, 
according to the 3d artickell ot the trettey. From 
this parliament the Earies of Mortone and Glen- 
caime, with Secretarey Lidingtone, are sent ambas- 
sadcHrs to Queine Elizabeth, to thanke her for hir 
aide aganiste the Frenche, and to recommend the 
marriage of the Earle of Arrane to her; to the last 
of wiche sho gaue no anssuer at all* 
The nobilitie promoue, this zeire, the reforma- 
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tione, according to that of Geneiia, established by 
X])alwine and his assodats. 

The first of themounth ot December, this same 
zeire, deyes Francis, second of that name. King of 
France and of Scotland, at Orleans. 

15»1- 

'Qneine Harey, now a widow after hir husband, 
the French Kinges death, comes to Rheimes, in Ja- 
nuarij, 1561, and putts off the rest of the winter ther. 
Jn the ipringe sho wisitts hir cousins of Guisse, and 
the Cardinall of Loraine. 

In Maij, this zeire, James, Prior of St Andrewes, 
^pes to France to pacifie the Queine, widi in some 
:8orte he performed; he was attendid ther with the 
^Earles of Bothuell and Eglintone, with diUers others 
of the Scottes nobilitie. 

A publicke dispute, this zeire, betuix Johne Wit 
]ocke, a preacher of the gospell, and one Blacke, a 
.Dominican friar, for 2 dayes ; quherin Willocks de- 
fends the protestantvtenetts as,aggriable to the wcnrd 
of God. 

Queine Marey falls seike of a feuer, in Loraine, 
this zeire; but recouers, and comes to Paris, and 
prepars for her iomey to Scotland. 

Elizabeth, Queine of England, sends the Earle of 
Bedford ambassador to her, quho giues him widi 
Throgmbrtone, the leidger th» o£ England in 
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France, quHo dealt with her, amongest other thingeii 
to ratifie the trettey of Edanbmghe : wich aho putt 
o£F till her arriuall in Scotland. Shoe desyres of Q. 
l^izabethe free passage thronghe England home to 
Scotland, wich is absolutlies. refussed to her, wnles 
the forsaid trettey wer ratified and approuen. 

Queine Marey shipes at Calais, the 18 of Septem- 
ber, this zeire, and shortlie therafter sauelie arrhies 
At Leithe. 

The Queine being sau^Ue londit, is welcomed by 
the concnrsse of dke nobilitie firom all the pairts of 
the realme. 

IKOysell being sent ambassadore fix>m the Frenche 
Kinge to Scotland, to Queine Marey, is detained in 
England be Queine Eliiabethe^ quha, vpone a just 
feare of this eagger Frencl^emans ruasBinng of new 
sturrs againe in Scotland, as he had beitte a Tioleot 
instrume^it in the former, sho thought good to dci- 
taine him a quhyle, till shoe saw quhat bussines the 
Queins arriuall home to Scotland wold produce, 
ather for or aganist the protestant partey. 

The Queine calls the nobilitie to Edinbrughe. 
In this conventione, no churcheman was admitted; 
and it was ordered, that tuoching religbne^ nothing 
should be medled with^ bot all thinges to remaine in 
that same estait they wer in, the lUy the Queine 
laadit at Lcith &%m France 

In this convetttione^ or meitting of the estaits, 
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from widitbedergiewas exdudit, thdr was ane adie 
paste, lykwayes, nominating tuelflfe parsons to be 
one die Qneins priney coonsaill, without quhosse 
adwysse shoe lAould oonclnde no grate bnasines in 
thestaite;

Creorge, Earle of Huntley, Lord Chanceler of 
4Seotland, is lolled this 2eire, and his second sone 
bdieadit, and his eldest sone saitenced lykwayes t§ 
idise the head; bot by 1]ie Queins ekmeneie^ lHut 
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rigor c^ that sentence was moderated to perpetnall 
prisone in Dumbar castle* 

At diis same tyme, also^ the Earle of Sutherland 
was banisht the reahne, and Johne Hamilton^ 
Archbischope of St. Andrewes, imprlssoned; and 
all this was done (as the Queine hersel^e sett doone 
wnder her auen hand) by the pouer of her brother 
James, Earle of Murray, wit^h the Queinis, to weakin 
the popishe factione; ere sho knew ather his de« 
seinges, or quhat herselue was doinng^ shoe wn» 
doed her best frindes, [and tfaesse that stood most 
for the Popes autho^itie and Romishe religione in 
Scotland. 

Margarett, Countease of Ijgdaox» Beice to K. 
Henrey the 8, by Queine Elizabeth command, wes 
comitted prisoner to Richard Sac^qrall, and her 
husband, the ilarle of Lennox, was committed to 
the Master of the Rolls, for alledgit intelligence with 
Marey the Scotts Queine. 

This zeire, Queine Elizabeth sendes Henrey Sid-

To b^^ this zeire, 156S, and make the same 
memorable, the Duck of Guisse, Queine Mareyes 
wnckell, is killed, quhosse death mooed that^ the

dutchey, and the Scotts wer displaced from the cap-

Tliis aeir, 1564, Queme ]Qi2abeth creattes Ro* 
bert Dudley, Master of her Horsse, quhom, in her 
secret ptupois, sho had appoynted husband t&t the 
Queine o( Scotts ; and that he might be more wop- 
4hey of that matche, aboe creattes him Lord Den- 
bighe, and Earle of Leichester^ to him and his heires 
main, lawfully begottin ; for qubosse saike, also, sho 
had befor created his ddest bxx>ther Ambrosse, 
Lord Lislie and Earle of Waruidce, to him and. his 
heires mailles, laufully to be gottin, and to Robert, 
his brother, and to his heires mailes failling thesse 
;of Ai;nbrosse» 

Dudley, to deserue weill of Queine Marey, quhom 
he sutted in marriage, accussed Bacon, Keeper of

This ttire, Qaraie MDsrey sMds for the Earle ^ 
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Lennox to come to Sootlandy and repealls the acte o£ 
his exyle, and restores to him landes and reuenewes;

. At Bemick, in Nouember, this zeir, ther talked 
togidder aboute ,the marriage with Leicestery Mur- 
ray and Lidingtone, for the Queine of Scottes, and 
for Queine Elizabethe» £be Earle off Bedford and 
JRandolphe, quho promissed, if that shoe wold mar- 
rey the Earle of Ldcester, that sho wold declare her 
her daughter adoptiue, or sister, by authoritie of par^ 
liament; bot the Scotts commissioners scorned sm 
vnssquall and basse a modone of so meine a matche 
to so grate a Princes.

2>amleyes marriage secretly fauored by Dudleys 
zea, by Queine Elizabeth herselue, as the wyssest

1565. 
The 89 of Febmarij, this zeire, 1565, Damley^ 
with much adoe, cAteined leine to come to Scotland^ 
and to stay for S mounthes, wnder color that he might 
be present at the restoring of his fisher, and so he 
cam to Edinhrugfae in this mounthe ; and no souner 
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18 he aniued, bot, incontment, fells the Qaesne in 
loue with him, and presently dispatches one to 
Rome for a dispensatione (they being within deg- 
gres forbidin to marrey by the popische law) ; and 
Lidingetone is sent to Qoeine Elizabethe, to intreat 
her consent to marrey with Damley. 

Queine Elizabeth, after much debait with her 
eonnsell anent the Scotts ambassadors desyne, shoe 
sends mcolas Throgmortone to Scotland, ambassa- 
dor to Queine Marey, with all eamistnesse to wrge 
a present conclosione of the marriage wkh Leices- 
ter, thretning her to relinqoishe that iQtendit mar* 
fiage withe her cousin Damley. 

Queine Marey knights Damley, and th^ same day 
solemley creatts him Lord of Ardmandche,,£arle of 
Ross, and Ducke of Rothesay ; and in the 5 mounth 
after hes arriudl in Scotland, takes him to be her 
husband and companion in the kingdome : wich mar- 
riage was with grate triumphe solemnized in the 
id3bey churche of Holyrudhousse, the 29 day of Ju- 
lay, this same zeire,. <me wich day, by Lyone King 
of Armes, he was proclaimed Kino* 

In the begining of the mounth of October, this 
zeir^ Queine Elizabeth sent one Tamworthe, a gen- 
tleman of her priuey chamber, to Q. Marey, to 
wame her not to wiolat the peace, as also to expos- 
tulat with her for her hastie marriage with a natiue 
subiecte of England, and with all to desyre that 
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Lennox and Damley might be sent back againe 
wnto England^ according to the leange, and that 
the Earfe of Murray^ her brother, might be againe 
addmitted to her wounted fauor. Q. Marey, smell- 
ing Tamwordis message, did not admitt him to her 
presence, bot anssuered him by artickells in irretn 
ting; and thus Tamworthe returned home (as he 
thought mot respected, as he thought according to 
to his place). The reassone qdiay the Queine gaue 
Urn not presaice treulie was, that in some wordea 
wttered to some of the ministers ef estait heir, he 
had tuoched Queine Maryes reputatione with some 
basse and sclanderous wordes, and had not woscha^ 
fed to giue her husband the tytill of King.

This zeire, 1506, the 9 day of Marche, Dauid 
Risius, ane Italiane, secretarey to the Queine tor 
the Frenche tounge, was forcibly drauen out of the 
parlor quher the Queine was at supper, to ane vtter 
roume, and stabbed by some noblemen, animat to 
that homicide by the King, the Queins husband ; 
Us corpes was interred in the churchzaird of Holy- 
rudhousse abbey. The Queine being grate with 
chyld, did all shoe could to haue saued his ly£fe ; 
zea, quhen strenth could not doe, shoe bitterly 
weipte^ bot to no ende, he was so quickly diqpateh- 
ed. 
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The 19 day of Jtmij, tliis same zdrei Queine Ma* 
rejr was brought to bed, in Edinbroghe castdOiy of a 
sanOf qtiho was ohristned in the diapell royall of 
Streuelingey the 88 ^ Aguste, this same zeire^ by the 
name of Charles James ; his good fathers wer Charles 
the 9^ the Frenche Kin^ and Amadeos^ Duck of 
Sauoy ; his good mother was Elizabeth^ Queine of 
England. Immediatley after he was chnstned^ the 
Lyone Kii^ of Armes [Mrodaimed him^ James, by 
the grace of Qod^ Lord of Renfrow and the Iles^ 
Earle of Carrick^ Dudce of Bc^esay, and Prince 
(£ Scotland* 

The estaits oi England, in a parliament haldin at 
lAmdoOy this zeir, nu>wes Q. Elizabeth, (if shoe 
wcdd be so pleassed,) to make dioysse of a husband 
to herselue, and marrey, and to nominat and sett 
done the name of hir successor* Bot by no meins 
could shoe be drawin to ather of the tuo. Zet that 
it might iqppeir to the world quhom shoe thought to 
be her most rightfull successor^ shoe did imprissone 
Thornton, the reader of the law in linoolns Inne at 
London, at this same tyme, of quhome Queine Ma^ 
rey of Scotland had complained, that in his lecture 
he had called in questione, and made doubte of her 
nght of successione; 

The Earle of Bedford, the Englishe ambassador, 
when the Prince christning was endit, dek wjth Q. 
Marey, that thesse domesticall contentions betnix 
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her and hec husband might be forgottin ; for (said 
he) some widced and malitious snome enimies tor 
tbem bethe, had most ntiftily disioynted that sueit 
society and coniogall band, wich once was and still- 
angfat to be betuix them. Also he delt with heiv' 
that the trettie of Edinbiirghe might be ratified^ wieh 
shoe altogider refossed to doe, in respecte, that tber 
wer diners poyntes in thattrettey, that might be de- 
rogatorey to her right, and the right of her duldren 
after Q* Elizabeths death, to the succession of the* 
Englishe croune ; zet sho promissed to send cosh 
missioners to England, quho should talke abonte the 
confirmatione thero^ changing some wordes, namky, 
that shoe should forbeare to wsse the tytiU and 
armes of England, quhilst Q. Elizabeth liued and 
her children^. 

Ypone the 10 day of Februarij, thiiB zeire, 1567^ 
King Henrey, the Queins husband, was, withifi his 
auen palace of Kirkafeild, in Edinbrughe, stranded ; 
his' dead bodey cast out in a back courte; and the 
housse quherin he and hes seruants had beine mur- 
thered, blowin Tpe with gun powder; his corpestfae 
nixt day, without aney funerall solemitey, wer inter-* 
rid in the aU>ey churche of Holyrudhousse. The 
mnrther of this innocent Prince was knowen to be 
Jan^s Hepbume, Earle of Bothuell, Ix>rd Hailles^ 
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Orate Admiral} of Sccytland, by diosse that best 
wnderstoode how matters went aboiite the courte; 
bot the* pdpishe aflfected, that applauded the Queins 
wicked courses, spred a nnnor, and layed the eryme 
one the Earles of Mortone and Murray, and ther 
confederatts, wich the Qneine mainley labored to 
doe, by her ansners to the ambassadors of forraine 
princes^ 

In ike monnthe of Maij^ this same ^ire, Qneine 
Marey tooke to husband, and married James Hep* 
bume, Earle of Bothuell, quhome shoe, some few 
dayes prasceiding, the more to honor himy and fitt 
him to be a matche for a Queine^ and the partner of 
a royall bed, created^ with all requisitt solemitey, 
Marquesse of Fyfife and Duck of Orknay. 

About the 11 of Junij, this same zeire, the most 
pairt of the no)}iIide raisse in armes aganist the 
Queii^e, for the murther of her husband, and her 
marriage with his murtherer, Bofhuell; and with 
displayed baner marched aganist them to Borth* 
wick eastle^ quher they then wer all that stood 
for her armes; and at Carberrey hill did the tua 
armies rancounter, quher the Queins armey was de- 
fiat and rontit, and shoe herselue takin prissoner^ 
one the 15 dsLj of the same mounthe. Shoe was 
brought to EdinlMTUghe, and lodged in the Laird of 
Craigmillers housse, then prouest of the toune. 
From this batell fled the now Duck of Orknay, with

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all hk compMiy; and tiMneriiatly depaitted die 
VJBgdnme^ and neoer retamed thidier agiuiae. 

VppDe die 17 dajr of Juniiy dua aeirc^ the QneiiiQ^ 
ms oonunkted to prisaoMe m Lochleuin ca^i^ im 
FyBe; andtbe Engfiahe ambaasadin^ Mioalas Tbreg^ 
iBorton, as tisa the Frendie ambasaadorap VtUcroy 
and Crocus, wer denayed acoease to her. NotwUh- 
standing that idl the kmgdome was in eflfecte inoen*^ 
sad agaoisi; heE» zet could not her sidmotea oondi- 
aoend aMongest ihemfiebies qidiat oomraiie to take 
with her. SbmewoU hauehnr restored to Ubartiqr 
vpone thease oooditioBs, that the murtlieners of the 
King shopld be punidied acaording to law; tha 
Prinoas aaftie prawydit fcc^ BothaeU diaoQcedt and 
religione estaUiaht. 

Odiecs wcU for eiier hane her bmisht wnta 
France or wnto England, so that ihd Freacha Kii^ 
or En^ha Queine did giue Iher wovdis that shoe 
dionld resdnge the kingdome^ and transfer all her 
aothoritej wnto har aone, and oartaine nablemfia*. 
A thnrd tber wer, ^<q>pinione that dioa dumld ba 
pnblickly airaiaad aad jndicially coodaaaed lpper-> 
petuall prbaooe, and heir aone crouaad. 

Hie laat acMte diffired bom all the finaer, and 

wold haae had her daprinad holhe of lySh aad Idng^ 

dcuae, and that by a puUids e»ecnrione» 

. Qoeine Marey, by her letters of resignatione,. 

oontaping therin a procaiatMPey, wmpiiriltr reaciags- 
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wa4 QW^ giU0» li^r crouae wd realme in &uors of 
h^ 9<mef a chylde of 18 moontlifi olde^ qnherin sho 
appo]mt9 the Karle of Murray Regent during the 
minoritie of her sone; wich if he refussed to accept^ 
dioe did name gouemours for him, 

James, Duck of Castleherauld ; 

Mathew, Earle of Lennox ; 

Coline, Earle of Argyle; 

Jfohn^ Earle of Athole ; 

James, Earle of Morton; 

Alexa^d^ft Gafle (^Glenfaime; 

Johne, £arle of Marr. 
Vpcme the 89 day of Julay, 5 dayes after Qudne 
Mareys resignatione of reahne, her sone. Prince 
Jam^ a ^hyld of 19 mouotbes olde, was solendey 
^rouii0d» at Strewliag eaatle, Kinge; Jhooe Knox 
piad^ the cor^atJoa^ d^naom the Hraultons puU 
ting lo a prot^itatioDi^ that jiis coronatione shopld 
b^ no i^udice witfo the Dttdc of Ohastenleroy to 
)UB ri^t of sne^^Mione agamst the fiuniley of Len-» 
nox. Queine Elizabeth, of England, did inhibit her 
ambassador to aasist or zet be present at the coro- 
natione, that ishoe might be thought apd chatted 
be the worlde in no sorte to oouBtenaaca or allow 
Q. Mareys fdidita^ne, by the presence of Hirog- 
morton, her ambassador. 

So ends the rainge of Qudne Marey, at her iBones 
coronation, alAo sho lined 18 setres tfaerafter a cqpK 
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tiue in England; and at last was execute ther, the 
6 of the ids of Februarij, at Fodidnghajr castk, in 
the 46 zeire of her agejand rainge^ in A^ 1586. 



KIKGE OF SCOTLAND* 
AND THERAFTER OF ENGLAND, FRANCE AND IRLAND; flu?. 

One the 29 day of Julay, in A^ 156T, as said is, 
was K. James the 6 crouned in Streneling churche, 
at 2 o'clocke in the aftemoone; and one the second 
day of Agust therafler, proclamatione was made by 
the heranlds at Edinbmghe crosse, of hes Ma^^ co- 
ronatione^ commanding all his subiects to line in the 
feare of God, wnder his obedience. 

One the 11 day of Agost, the Earle of Morray, 
the R^ent,. arriued saue at Leith from France, and 
in his companej a Frenche ambassador. 

Lykwayes, one the 22 day of Agust, this same 
zeire, 1567, James, Earle of Murray, was proclaim- 
ed Regoit of the realme, wntill the infant King 
should attein the age of 17 z^^ compleit* 
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The 1 of September, this zeire, the Regent raisses 
ane armejir, for reducing suche as wer refractarey to< 
the Kings obedience; and this same day causses> 
prociamatione to be made, that all betuix 60 and 16 
shoulde be in readines wpone the nixt warning with 
20 dayes prowisione. 

This same day, also, the Lord Regent, by his 
prodamatione, ordaines pices of siluer to be coyn^ 
ed, with the suord one the one «yde of it, and one 
the poyntof it the Scotts oroune, withe this circum- 
scriptione, 

'!inro me si, mvior in om. 

JSr James JBal&ure of Burlie, quho all this tyme 
had keipt Edinbrughe castle for the Queine, was 
forced to take quarters of the Regent, and rander 
wpe the same in his hands; quho immediatly ther- 
after placed captaine in it, William Kircaldey of 
Grange. 

In this same mounth of September, also, Dum- 
bar castle, wiche keipt out £ot the Duck of Orknay, 
was by the Regent reduced to the Elii^s obedience, 
and ane order immediatly giuen by the estaits of the 
realme to demcdishe it. 

The Regent, in October this zeire, passes with 
some troupes of horsse and footte to Hawicke, (and 
ere lliey wer adwertissed of his coming, tooke and 
apprehendit) 84 of the most nottable thewis in all the 
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borders^ and tome 15 more in Ekudldll &nd Antiin- 
daill; some <if them he hanged and dtonnid^ and 
others of them he brought alonge nith hknaelne m 
dminea to Edinbinghe, and ther committed them to 
prisaone* 

The Regent, by proclamatione^ tiMMT of Noueitl^ 
bef , this xeire^ ihhibltta the weaiing of gmu tod 
piB«^ wnder the peine of datth, by Vhtff attbteelii 
withih the te^im^ Ae Kingft gftttrd otllie ekeepted» 

The IS 6f December, thii Bebre> to with day the 
Regent calls a parliament of the estates of Ae kilig* 
dome to hold at Edinbn^hei at wich the Earle ct 
Argyle did beare the suord, Huntley the scq>ter9 
and Anglisae (a tontfae aboute the age of 14 tdtts) 
tin cnmne. At tUa pttriiaiiM^ti &at long lastimi^ 
debait b^ioix the totlnes of Perdi and Dtmdfe atiettt 
die Bd phee of preeedineey amofig^ the bum>weB» 
iid begm* In this parliament, lykwiiyes, was At 
Earle of Murrayes regencejr ratified ; and Jamea 
Hepburn, Dude of Orkney, Marquesse of Fyffi^^ 
Earle Bothuell and Lord Hailles, with Ae LaiM of 
Ormeitone, and diners others of the Kings mur^ 
ther^ Wer all fi>rfitulted. 

In this same mounthe of December^ Robert Jacke^ 
a merchant cf Dundle, wes hangit and quartered 
for falls coynie, tailed Haird Heedes, wich he had 
tanssed ooyne in Flanders, afid brought home. 

The Regent denayes Throgmorton and L^eroU, 
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to the QoMM^ noEW a parinoner ia Loddenm caatlo^ 

inFyflfe. 

The Sd of JoMT^ this Mire, ISaS, the Biywitj 
tfie Eark of Mnnray, rMiwed execut todeatfae Johne 
of Teks nagger, Johne Hepbame of Bohone^ Faf 
Mf a Fmidianian, and one Dagleiahe, semaatt to 
the Eaiie of BothueU^ qaho todce it one ther sobnii 
oithe» at the galloway that BothneU had aasnrid 
dMm diat Munay and Morton wer die.aathora of 
hflfiDgtheKhig. 

Thia ladie^ pveoipitate and oner haiatej ahtttcft- 
tlone and defHrioatione of the Qacfaiet and the oner 
tiittarte atobornes of the Begent tonardaa the an^ 
baaaadorsy in December^laat^ both Qodne Eliinhfirti 
.9tiA the French King todce weney hdghly, aa « 
tiuag tending to the rqiroche of loyall maieatie^ (ao 
waa die Ei^^Uahe ambaaaador pleaaaid to ejq^tfeaia 
hia paaaioney) and begaae oatwardlie to finior the 
Hamiltona, wiche atood for Q. Marey. 

Pettier, the Frmche ambaaaador in Fnglan^ 
dealt with Queine Eliatbedi that Q. Mareyndgbt be 
reatored by faroe of aimea ; bot ahoe dioa^ it tbt 
better way to forbid the Sootts all trafiBque in Feanee 
and England^ wntill idioe waa deHoesed ; and ao bjF 
that meainea the comona mig^ be diaioyned from

the noUlitegr and gentry^ (quho, as it aeimid, said 
shoe,) wer all wnitted ia one conipinioey agaiiist 
Queine Marey. 

In Marche, this zeire^ the Regent held a justice 
courte at Glasgow, quherin wer 28 persons con<* 
demfied and execut for diners erymea. . 

One the 8d of Maij, this same zeir, Qudne Marey 
made ane escape out of Lodileum castle, by the 
meins of OecHrge Douglas, a zounger sone of the 
Laird of Lochleuins. After her escape, ther mett 
her the Lords Settone andiiarreis, with the Arch^ 
bis: of St. Andrewes, and conwayed her to Hamil* 
tone, the place of randezwous of all that partied her* 
The Regent being at Glasgow, with all eppeditiane 
raasses ane ecmey; daring wich arming on both 
sydes, ther was a &st keipt at Edidsroghe for 8 
dayes; and one the IS day of this same moimth, 
being Thursday, both armies mett in batell ?pone 
Gouen^Mure, neire to a hill called Langesyde. For 
the Queine was Argyle and the Hamikons, quho led 
the auantguard of her armqr. The Kings auant* 
gaurd was led by the Lord Home. The Regent 
obteined the wict(»ey with the losse only of tuo 
men; and the Qoirine lost some 155. Shoe seinng 
herselue d^riued of the day, fleies with the Master 
of MaxswoU, and his companey of Galloway men, 
quho escaped cme ther fellows horsses that had en-» 
dured the brunt of the bateU. 
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Inuaediady after the bateU, thes saine day^ the 
kqres of Haoulton and Diraphan castells wer ddi* 
uered to the Regent. 

The 20 day of tiiis same mounth, ^leine Marey 
fled to Carleill, aGcompaoied with the Lordes He- 
inu}ge» Leiiiiig8t(me» and the Master of MaxswoU^ 
and some few of her ancient dcnnestique aemantSa 
qnho after her eacape fixnn Loddeuin had come to 
her. 

In Jimij, this zeire, the Reg^it, with DOOO shoul- 
dioum, goes to Biggare^ and causaes demolishe the 
castelis of Skirling aad Keanmure, belongfasig to the 
Lairds of l^drling and Lochinvary being fled with 
the Queine to ikighmd. 

In Agoste^ the Regent ccxnitts & James BaUbnr 
of Bnrlie to prisson in St» Andrewes castle^ and Sr 
WiUiam Mattland <^ liethingtone, zoonger^ to the 
castell4>f Edinbrughe, for the alledgit knawledge of 
the Kinges slaughter; bot finding them innoc^it, 
wer both shortlie therafter sett at liber^. 

In this same mounthe, S^ William Stenarte, 
Lyone K. of Armes, was transported from Edin- 
brugh castle to Dmibrittone, and ther committed to 
dosse prissone, for conspyring to take the Regents 
lyfie by socerey and necromancey, for wich he was 
put to death. 

The 16 day of Agust, this zeire^ the R^[ent held 
a parliament at Edinbrughe, at wich the £arle of 
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l^orton did beare thesuord, Oleneairnetheaoepter, 
imd Mar the croiine. Ther is no memorey extant 
of this pari: amongest the printed statutes of tL Jas 
6f nor anej mentione of it At this parliament 
tyme^ the toune of Edidlmighe ccwttiandit the paiv 
Uament housse, all of than being aimed; and such 
as wer by the R^^^t eitted to compeire befisr the 
pari: and did not, vrer fot&ulted^ all of A^n, one 
Tuesday the 24 day of Aguste. 

The 22 of Agust, being Sunday, S^ DavM Linde- 
say of Rathuleit, knightf wes scdemly crouned Ly« 
one SL of Armes^ the Begent and most pairt of the 
nobility being present at the ceremoney. 

In September, this zeire, the Begent went to 
Zorke, in England, the place appoynted by Qu^ne 
Biiaabeth, of matting to hdre quhat the ccmunissdoB!- 
ers of the mftnt King of Scotland could obiecte aga- 
nistQueineMarey. The Sootts commissioners ww ^

They all of diem melt one tiie Y day of October; 
«iid shew eache odiera th^ letters of commbsione. 
Becretaiey Lidingtcme itil2*eatted all the ecmimission- 
ers) bodi of die King and hes mother^ to fbrbeare 
ids muche as possible «<»dd be, in such |s pnblicl 
jodieiaU way, to deftuaie die jlreputati<Hieof ther once 
Queitte, and still mother to ther Kinge, and diatbe* 
fi>r Enf^Jshe men, the profbssed enimnes of the 
fieotts nadon. So after maney arguments and exa» 
geratk>ns, pro and contra, that c(mference endit, a& 
ter mnch debmt, with the sdll keipinge Queine Mar 
rey more closse a prissoner. The Regent, the Earle 
of Mumiy, insinuatting to Q« Hicabeth, that Queine 
Marey had denolu'd her right of England to the 
Duck of Aniow, and diat the transscriptione was 
confirmed at Rome. He lykwayes shew Queine 
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Elizabeth letters wrettin bjr Queine Mareyes auen 
handy quherin shoe both charged Q. EUzaheth as 
that shoe had not wssed heraccordinogto promisse^ 
and bragedofherhcype of aide from some other per* 
sonsy &c 

This put Queine Elizabeth in grate feare; zet could 
shoe not coniecture from quhome this her houpe 
should arraysse. 

Tlie duill warrs so incresanng in France this 
zeire» that the Bischope of Rhedon was sent wnto 
her to requyste her not to intermedle with the iiffidrs 
of FraiM3e;andtheDncki^Alba» quho was oomein 
the pBUfieiding zeire to the Netherlands, with anqde 
oomissione to extirpat and rootte out the protestant 
reli^one, had inwoluM himselue in a hiborinth <^ 
txoubells : bot all thir fioaces that the Regent Mur- 
ray put in Queine OQizabeths head^ dideuidendy ap- 
peire therafter in the n^otiations and practisses of 
Bobertus Bidolphus, a FkN*entine, the Pc^es agent, 
(becansse he could not send a nuntio to England,) 
sent this wnder the color of amerdiant, tosturre vpe 
the EngUshie papists to practize aganiste Queine Eli- 
zabeths lyfie ; as also in the o£Gsrs of the Bis : of 
Bosse and Ladingtone, at 2k>rke, to the Dud^ of 
Northfolke, of the marriage of Queine Marey to 
him ; so that he wold not desert her, bot emlnrace 
her causse. 
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1569. 

In Februari) this zeire, 1509, the Eark of Mur- 
ray, Regent, returnid out of En^and, quher he had 
renamed since the 21 of September, in the preceid- 
ing zeir. The Regent haning layed a sure funda^- 
ticme for the young King with Queine Elizabedi, and 
also lulled Q. Marey asleipe with hoi:q>e8 of her en- 
laigment, that he might the more eassily catche her 
firmdes, calls a oonventione of the estaits of the 
vealme, to mettt at Edmbrughe immediatly after his 
retume. Amongest the first comes the Dubk of 
Ghattewleroy, and the Lord Harries ; them both he 
catches, and conunttts to dosse prissooe in the cas^ 
teUof£dinbrughe. 

1570. 

This zeire^ 1670, b^^ins with the quendiiftng ef 
the Engteshe rebellione ; Murray, the Regdit of Scot- 
land, labored diUgently that Q. Marey might be de- 
linered in his handes, and for that causse he both 
offired hosti^^es, and to restore wnto them the Eavles 
of Noithumberland and Vestmuiiand, and brought 
the matter to sudie passe, that Le^y, ^achope of 
Rosse, as the cheifife incendiavey of that nib^ione, 
was oomitted a prisoner to the cnstodey of the Bis- 
diope of London*. 

One the 28 of Januarij, this zeire, the Earle of 
Murray, the Regrat, was killed in Linlithgow, with 
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the shote of a harqubusse, fiaom a vindow, by James 
HavultDU of Bodmellhaiigb^ qoho immfrikdy led 
out. at a backqrde» aad moonttad 'a stnfte liomc^ 
wfch the HamiltxMia had ther waitdng fiir lum'; and 
ao he fso^ptey aad presently sbipt himielna £m 
France. 

One the 87 of this same moantke of JaaiMurij, 
Hiltbew Steuarte» Earle of Lennox^ was dedamsd 
R^ge^ and Jaooes Don^^as, Earle of Morton, hia 
Ueotmant; heinpone waa ther mnch talke of the 
wordiy Regent laitly killed^ thooghe all Brittane^ 
the moBt wonndring at wne mattersy namley, Ae 
dreaae of hia mother, of the lyone and the dragmi 
feightuing in her wombe, after that K. Jas Ihe B had 
had his pleasure o£f her. The Regent thus basslie 
killed, WBS^ amcMigest the vysser sorte, commendtt 
&r aboiidiMg the Roman religione in Scotland, the 
presematioae of the King a chylde, the aiqnall 
miniataratione of justice without partiality, as ako 
his munifieoRoe and Uberaliley touardes leamed men ; 
hot all the FflgMshemen, that loned Ae Duck af 
Nbrthfolke^ as a erafiie and sabtHe polHtidan. 

In Agnst this aefare, Madiew, Earle of LennoK, 
the Regent, held a parliament at StrendOuigei wi<& 
is not recordit amongest the printed stttatss of tfaia 
Kings rainge, quherin (the young King being pr»* 
sent) the said Regent made ane ^eidie to die estaits 
of the realme dicr present, during with the King 
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lodged vpe^ and espaytd a hole in rouSe of the 
hoosse^ by the laicke of some sklaitts, and after Uie 
R^gont}iadeQdithi8haiaraiig,(he6aidt) I Uunktber 
is aoe hole in this parliament So that in efieete era 
longe hia Maieities wordes wer fimnd trew» lor in 
thia same mounthe^ about the ending of the parlia* 
VMDty ther came to Streueling in the night» ere the 
nobilttey or toune Imew, the Earle of Huntleyy 
the Queines Leiuetenant^ Claud Hamiltone, withe 
J^des of Bttcdeucbe and Phemeyhirste, and tere 
4ay bracke^ had' poasessid themaelues of the toimef 
eraying God and the Queine; go that thease that 
wer £» the King and his Regent^ for the ninltitade 
of enimnes could not come to a head, bot quher 
euer they could see anqr that bdk>nged to the Re- 
gent, him they killed without mercey; the Regent 
beii^ taldn prisoner by the Laird of Bucdeudie^ 
and horssed behind him, ane wicked fidlew lifte wpe 
hisjadke^ and shote him troughe the bod^ with ai 
pi8t<^. The Eaite of I^ennox, the R^^ent, thus 
killed by a packe of wicked traitors, quho dqpairted 
the toune immediatly ; and the Earle of liar was 
declai:edRc^|ent^ando(mclitdittheparliam»t. This 
was the holl widi the young King did see in the 
pariiraient, altho he meine nothiiig les. 

About this same tyme, Pope Pius 5 had cansed 
his bull declaratorey aganist Qudoe ElisBabeth, (the 
pieteidit Qoeine of Ekaglaad* as he nwied her,) and 
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the heredques adheirinBg to her, in wich impious 
parchement he absolued all her sabiects from ther 
othe of fiSdelitey to her, and from all other deuties; 
and this infamoas lybill wes fixed one the gaittes of 
the Bischope of Lond<Ni9 palace, in the night, bjone 
Johne Feltone, quhawas^ apprehendit, arrained> and 
ezecHte neire the same place he had affixed it ; wicb 
ade he, Roman lyke, auenid to be meritorious and 
}usL 

Heirvpone suspitions arosse in England, that 
some dangerous matters wer in working ; and in the 
mea&e Qrme, ane other rebellion, about to burst 
fourth in Northfolke, was discouered, anent the re* 
leiuing the Duck out of prissone; the warning wa& 
to be giuen by t&e blaste of a trumpett, bot thir 
euanishedr 

The Duck of NortMdke was arrained at this sfdne 
Qrme for consentinilg to marrey the Queine of Scot- 
land, Marey, williout Queine Elizabeths knowledge f 
bot was brought backe againe from the Touer to his* 
aron housse, wnder the keiping of Sr Henrey 
Neuilk 

Thir t^pmes wer foil of conspiracies, for this same* 
zeire, ther conspyred to- deliuer Queine Marey out 
of prissone, Thomas and Eduard SCanleies, the 
younger sones of the Earle of Darby, by the daugh- 
ter of Thomas, Duck of Northfolk, Thomas Gerard, 
Rolston, Hall, and diuers others in Darbyshyre; 
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and Jo. Lesley^ the Popische Bischope of Rosse^ 
was againe committed to prissone^ for that he had 
had seorett conference with the Earle of South- 
ampton^ one quholy addicted to the Roman reli« 
gione. 

Queine Elizabeths mynd fearing troubels after the 
publicatione of Pope Pius 5 his bull, and the insur- 
rectione ui Northfolk^ shoe sends Cicill and Midel- 
may to the Queine of Scotland, Marey, quho then 
lay at Chatsworthe, in Darbyshyrcy to consult and 
ad¥^sse with her, by quhat meins the deuisione in 
Scotland might in the best maner be composed, 
shoe restored to her former estaite, and prowisione 
made for the securitey of Queine Elizabeth and the 
sauety of her younge sone ; bot shoe, lyke a woman, 
deplores her auen estait, excusses the Ducke of 
Northfolke, and putts all her houpe in the benigni- 
tey of Queine Elizabethe : ther demands to her wer 
drawin vpe brifflie in 16 artickeUs, wiche, after shoe 
had thought one, some of them shoe wold haue 
granted, others shoe flatHe refussed; bot most of 
them seemed to the indifferent impossibilities to lay a 
prissoner too. Of thesse 16 ardckells, Lesley, the 
bussie Bischope of Rosse, sent a just double of them 
to Pope Pius 5, to the Frenche King, and lykwayes 
to the Kinge of Spaine, and shew them in plaine 
termes that to thesse artickells the Scottes Queine 
behoued to condescend, wnles they speeidely assisted

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her, both wiA adwysse and other necessarey ayde, 
and that werej shortlej; wich he did most impor- 
tnnadie requyste at ther handes, bot in waine, for 
iikey wer all bussied aboate other matters.

The 4 day of Appryle in this seire, 1571, the cas* 
tell of Dunbritton being keipt aganist the Kings au- 
thority by Jhone Hamilton, Archbischope of St. 
Andrewes, brother to the Ducke of Chatteleroy, and 
the Lord Fleiminge, capitane therdv quho escaped 
by a posieme, and shipte himsehie for France; bot 
the Archbischope, the castell being randred, was 
takin prissoner, brought to StreueHnge, and ther, 
one tht 7 day of the same momithe, hangit one a 
gallows : one qnhom one more zelous than chari- 
table, wrotte, 

Cretse diu foeliz axbor, semperq ; Tifcto 
Frondibusy vt aolNs^talia'poiiia fens. 

The 14 of Maij this zeire, ther was a parliament 
holdin in William Ck>ckies housse in the Chanon- 
gait, neire St. Jhons Crosse, by such as manteined 
the Kings anthoritey ; and ane other in the tolbuthe 
of fklinbrngfae, by thesse that held for the depriued 
Queine, in wich parliaments, cache of them forfault- 
ed ther enimnes and opposites. In the end of this 
too beadit parlia: the Earle of Mortone, from Leithe^ 
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marched towardes Edinbmghe, bot in hii marche 
thitber, he was ranGountred by the Hamiltons and 
Homes, wich wer for the Queeme, neire to the 
Qaarrell hoUs; he gaue them so feirce a charge, 
that he forcid tbem^ with grate losse, to tume ther 
backes; maney of Huntley and Hamiltons best men 
being killed, the Lord Home was takin prisoner. 
The Englishe ambassador had labourit to draw them 
to some attornment befor the armies joyned, bot co^^ 
Hot; so Mortone carried the good fortune of the day 
to the Kings syde, and that with ane inteire yictorey, 
sua that the lettinng of this blood cooled the hottest 
distempers of this zeire^^

One the 16 of Januarij, 1572, Thomas Howard, 
l)ucke of Northfolke, wes arrained at Westminster- 
hall, befor George Talbote, Earle of Shrewsburrey, 
by commissione, Lord Heighe Steuard of England 
for that day, and execute <me Touerhill of London, 
the 2d day of Janij therafter, at 8 o'clocke in the 
momingc 

Vpone the 14 day of Juli^ this zeire, was that^ 
ereuell, bloody and inhnmane massaaker of the inno- 
cent protestants acted at Paris, and devysd by 
thesse 3 lurries of hell, Q. Catherine of Medices, her 
sone SL Charles the 9, and the trecherous Ducke 
and Cardinall of Guize. 
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The 26 of Jforaarig this zeire^ the Earle of Mof- 
tone^ Regents^ BehT'^ parliament at Edinbmghe* 

The 28 of October^ tte Regent^ the Earle c^Mar, 
depart^ this lySe, in quhosse place the Kings Leiae- 
tenant^ James^ Earle of Mortone, was coa&nned in 
the Regencey of the yonng King and his^redbner 

Within 10 dayes after the Ducke of Northfolka 
executioner William, Lord de la Ware, S^ Ralpbe 
Sidleir, Thomas Vilsone, doctor of the lawes, and 
Queine Elizabethes s(dlicit(Mr, and Tliomas Bromlej, 
wer sent to Marey, Queine of Scottes, (then ftdl c^ 
sorrow and greiff^) to expostulat crimially with 
her. 

Imprimis, That shoe had wsurped the tytill and 
armes of the realme of England ; and had not relin- 
qtiished the beamii^ of them, and wsing.thenv i^o 
cording to the trettey of Edinbiiighe. 

Sdly, That shoe had sought to marrey with the 
Ducke o{ Northfolke without the QoeinS' priuitey ^ 
and to obteine the same with the better succes9e,and 
to deliuer the Ducke out of prissone, shoe had trayed 
alle meines and deuisses possible by her ministers, 
and agents* 

ddly. That shoe had raissed the rebellione in the 
northe. 

4ly, That shoe had releiued the rebells, (after 
they wer put to flight,) ia Scotland, and the Low 
Countries^ 
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*5ly, That she had made Suit by the 'Italian^ 
Hidolphe, from fiMxame helpe, firom the Pope, the 
'King of Spaine, and others, to inwade England. 

:6ly, That shoe Jiad conspyred, with certaine 
EngMshemen, to take her perforce out of psisson^ 
and to.pcodaimeher Queine of England. 

91y, That shoe had receauid letters jfrom the 
Pope^ ^uherin he promissed to cherisse her as die 
hen did her chikens ; and to accompt them that 
atoode for h^ the trew children of the churche. 

Sly, That shoe had procured the Popes bull 
Aganist Qneine ElszabetlL 

9ly, That shoe had suffered herselue to be pub- 
licUy called and named Queine of Enigland by her 
jsemants and ministers in forraine countries. 

To thesse 9 artickells shoe ansuered widi a pn^ 
testatione, that shoe was a firee Queine^ and subiecte 
to none ; and diCQ, with a countenance full of cou- 
rage and magnanimitie, shoe said, that to the 

First,' SSioe had not vsurped the tytill and armes 
iof England; bot that the King of France, and.her 
husband, imposed them vpone her^ being werey 
yonnge, .and wnder the directione of her husband^ 
and therfor not to be layed to her charge; nather 
did shoe euer wsse or weare them after her hus- 
bands deathe ; nather that shoe wiU acclaime them 
ids'Ionge mb Queine Elizabeth and her childrw 
lined. 
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Secondly, That shoe netier imagined aney hurte 
or detriment to the Queine by her marriage with the 
Ihick c^Northfidke^. being persnadit liiat it wold be 
for the good of the comon weal(|ie$ and that iho 
wold not renunce it, beeause shoe had ginisn her 
faithe and treuth to him, and t^t shoe had willod 
the Duck, by some mdns or other^ to gott away out 
of danger and prissone^ wich shoe did oat <tf the 
deutey shoe aughte to him as her husbfind* 

Thridly, That shoe had not raissed rebelUone, nftb 
ther was priuey to the same, but Wte allwayes redey 
to reueill aney attempts aganist the Qoeme^ if shoe 
wold woschafie to heir hen 

Fourtly, That shoe nener rel^ued tha En^idie 
rebells ; only that in her letters dioe recpnmigndit 
the C/ountesse of Northnmb^laod to the Dudfie of 
Alua. 

FyfiUy, That shoe wssed Riddpbe (quhom Aoe 
knew to be heighly in the Popes fioun',) in maney 
matters, zet did not receatie dniiey letters Grom him. 

Sextly, That shoe neuer moned aney to attempt 
her delitterance ; zet that shoe wfllingly gane eare 
wnto dtem that ofired ther labor theriii, end ibr that 
shoe communicAted wnto Rolstone and Hill A pri* 
nat character, 

Seuintly, That shoe had reeeaoed letters from die 
Pope, werey pious and consolatorey, in wich wer no 
suche phrases of speiche. 
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£ightly» Ttunt dioe procured iK>t the bull ; and 
•ihat shoe oijly saw the cc^jr theix>f printed, and 
quhfin shoe had read itouer shoe bruitf it. 

Nyntli^ That if aney forraine regions wreat or 
named her oCherwi^yes then they ought to doe^ lett 
4hem (said shoe) anssuer for it 

Shoe lykwayes subioyiibed to thesse 9 ansuer^ 
that sho neuer by letters requyred aide of the Pop^ 
or King of Spaine, to inwade England, bot only to 
be restored to her kingdome by ther meins, and 
that with the Queins priuitey ; bot if aney doubt ore 
questione be made of thesse letteres, of effecting the 
marriage by force of armes, shoe requested, (since 
shoe was borne of the royall bloode of England,) 
that shoe nught ansuer perscmally in the nixt parlia- 
ment that was to be holdin. 

This same zeire, after the leauge was concludit at 
Bbis betuix England and France, the Duck of 
Montmorancey beinng sent wnto England to see the 
same suome, in few wordes, in his masters name, 
desyred that als much fauor might be shewed to the 
'Queine of Scotland, as was withoute danger, and 
that ane accord might be established in that kin^ 
dome by parliament, as also a cessatione off armes 
ther. It was anssuered him, that ther was more &^ 
Qor showentofaer thendioedeserued; andasior a 
^essatione <^ armes in that kiagdome, shoe had lait* 
Jy sent Dreuvey, the marischall of Benucke, with 
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Crocus, the Frenche cunbassador ; and that shoe, by 
no persuasions, could bringe Gruige and the gari* 
sons in Edinbrughe castle to peace, bekig induced 
by hope of aide from France and die Low Coun- 
tries, altho Huntley and the Lord c^ Arbrothe, (for 
the Ducke his father,) had bound themselues wnder 
ther hands to obserue the peace, and others of th^^ 
Queins syde had giuen ther wordes alsop 

1578. 

In the beghiing of this zeire, 1573, Q. Elizab6d^ 
by Henrey Kiiligrew, drew Duck Hamiltone, and 
George, Earie crf*Huntldy, Kjuiho stood for ^e Queine, 
to thesse conditions c 

First, To accknouledge the religlone estabKsiied 
in Scotland. 

2dly, To submitt themselues to the King^ and to 
Mortone, his Regent, and to his successors m the 
gonemiment. 

8dly, To renounce ibe authoritie of all others t 
end to accompt them traitors, by authcMity of pailia^ 
ment, that attempted aney thing agani6tre%ion, the 
£ing, or Regent. 

Lastly, That (he sentence df parliament aganist 
the Hamiltons and Oordons should be repeaUed. 

Bot thesse conditions the Lord Home, the Bi»- 
diofpe of Dunkelden, Lidingtone, and William Kiiv 
caldey of Orange, and others, quho thought Q. 
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Marey iniorkmsly wssed, wold vpoae no teannes 
admitt. They fortified the castle of Edinbraighe, of 
wich -Grange was the capitane, (placed therm by the 
Earle of Murray quhiU he was Regent,) lookmg fiir 
aide from France and the Ducke of Alua; bot Sr 
William Dnirey was sent by Queine Elizabeth, with 
20 pices of grate ordinance, and some forces, into 
Scotland to aide Ihe Earle of Morton, the Regent, 
quho played the sedge so closse, that for laicke of 
wictoalls the Laird of Grange was constrained to 
lender wpe the same to the King And his Regent, 
the 39 of May this xeire. 

The Regent held a parliament at Edinbrughe die 
laste of Appryle, this same zeire. 

The 8d of Agnste, William Kirkcaldey of Grange^ 
qnho had keipt the castell of Edinbmghe aganiste 
the King and hes Regent, was for the same hangett 
at the crosse of Edinbnighe* 

Johne Lesley, Bischope of Ross, quho bad semed 
Q* Mar^ werey faithfully, zet with the destructione 
of man^ men, and danger of maney more, was re- 
leassed fixun prissone at this tyme, and commandit 
to depairt ^ut of England. He went to France, 
ijnher, in bdialfie of Queine Marey, his mistris, he 
left no wind wnsayled with the Pope, Emperour, 
Frenche, and S^umishe Kings, as also with the Po- 
inahe Ptinces of Germany, to procure aide and 
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asfisUoice for her reUffe : all of them gave him 
hoiq>e8, and faire woDdes, hot performed nothing. 
And the Duck of Alu% in quhome he put his grav- 
est tmste, did at this tyme depairtout of the Lost 
Countries^ to the bischopes grate gceifie. 

issr4. 

This adre, 1W4» K. Henrey the Sd, of Fnoioe, 
and hes mother, Catherine of Medices, did all that 
they could, by secret practisses and deuice% to gelt 
the young King^ Soottes into France, and Mor- 
tone out of hes regencey, sending secretly Scotts out 
of the Frenche gaurde for this purpois imto Scot- 
land; wich thinge Qneine Marey desyred mnche^ 
bdng persuadit that if her sone ver in France, out 
of danger, that shoe and the p^xats in England 
^ould be the more myldly delt withalL 

This zeire, also, the Countesse and Earle of 
Shreushurrey, for the alledgit working a marriage 
betuix the Lord Charles Steuarte, Earle of JLennox, 
wnck^ to £^ James the sext, and Eliiabeth Can- 
dishe, the Countesse of Sirewsburries daughter of 
her first marriage, urithoot Qneine Elimbedu know- 
ledge; for wich the mothers of them both were 
keipt ype in dosse prissone; and diners suapitiona 
dayley arryasing by ressone of diis marriage, made Q. 
Marey be the more morenanowlier lookit too; and 
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Henrej, Earle of Huntingtone to be made president 
of the counsaill in the northe^ with new and secrett 
iwtnu^tionB tondung this matter. 

167S. 
Hik seire, 1675^ deyed James Hamiltone, Duck 
of Chatteawleroy and Earle of Arrane, quho was 
the grandchyldes soiie of EL James the Sd, by his 
idaughter^ the tutor of Mwrey^ Qoeine of Scotland^ 
and Gouemour of the kingdome^ and heire deseing- 
ed by parliament quhill shoe was in her minority. 
Not long after, in this same aeire, his sone^ Lord 
Jhone Hamilton, ryding to AberrothodLe^ accoinpaib> 
{ed onlie with his ordinarey trainee (for he hdd 
himseUlfe secured by the pacificaticmt) was persewed 
by William Don^^ of Ijochleuin) quho did lay with 
a number in hb way> of intention to kill him» as he 
was refreshing himsfMfe at Conpar; bot being ad«* 
wertissed of the danger, he escaped to the housse of 
Darsey, quher he was reoeaued. Lochlewin belay- 
ed the housse all that night and to morrow, wntill a 
herauld of armes, from the oounsell, sumond him 
to dissolue his foroes; for wtch insolencey, and re« 
ftuning to keepe the peaoe^ he exceptii^ still the 
murther of his brother Ae Earle of Murr^r, die 1 
Regent; bot he was oomitted to the castle of Edin- 
brujg^e, quher he remained till suitey was giuen. 
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This zeire, 167d, the disoontaits of <Jie coontry 
dayly incresse, by the Regents severe proceidings 
aganist Adam Whyteford of Myelton. This gen* 
tieman was accnssed as imeisett on by Jhone, Lord 
Haniilton of Aberbrothocke, and Lord Claud, hia 
brother, to hane killed ihe Regent; bot die troubies 
and discontents did spring *from ane other fontain^ 
being only a nett to haue catched Hm Hamiltons in. 

1W7. 

In the beg^ning of this zeire, 1677, the Lord 
'Glamis, Chanceler of Scotland, beinng in 6trea&- 
ling, was shote dead with a pistoll in the head; the 
'Earle of Craufiirde was bruitted at the first to be 
the murtherer, bot was found innoc^it; zet inune- 
diady dierafter, iuicompaney of the Earle of Hunt- 
ley,, he went oner sea to France. 

The -10 day of Marche, this zeire> James, Earle 
of Mortone, quho had gonemed Scotland almost 
fyue zeires, most wortheley, perceauing new bcdons 
to grow amongest the nobilitie, quho much repyn- 
ned (according >to their wounted maner) that thej 
had tto hand m the gouemiment, yoluntarily <^hinb- 
selue resinged the regencey; altho he had beine 
establisht therin by acte of pairliament. Vpone 
quhosse dimissione ther wer 16 noblemen cbossui 
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some Others^ tabepriaejeounseUers to the King, 
mkI by quhoflfe adwisse he should goaeme. 

This same xeire, also» Don Jhone, of Austria, had 
made a perpetuaU edicte, at Gaunt, to giue satisfiu> 
tkm to.the estdts of the Netherlands for ther gri- 
vances,. wich the Prince of Orange wterl j condemn- 
ing, opportunly hard that Don Jhone intendit to 
marrej the Queine of Scotland ; one wich he villin- 
lylayed hold, and forthwith adwertissed Q. Eliza- 
bethe, by Famier, therby to withdraw her mynd 
firom peace; zet shoe, as one ignorant thero^ by Da* 
niell Rogers, shewed her gladnes of the perpetuall 
edicte of peace, thoughe shoe had now gptdn cer- 
taine knowledge that Don Jhone, by the pevsuasione 
of the Earle of Westmureland and the EngUshe fu- 
(^tiues, ane fordward fauorer of the Pope and Ouis- 
ses, had in houpe sualloued that marriage, and with 
all the kingdomes of Scotland and England; and 
had alredey appoynted to surprisse the He of Man, 
in the Irishe sea, as a fitt place ta inwade England 
out of Irland, and the west borders of Scotland, 
quherin Queine Marey had maney assurid fiinds, as 
also in the opposite syde of England, North Walles, 
Cumberland^ Lancasshyre and Chess%re, quher the 
most of the inhabitants wer eamist papists. Thesse 
projects of Don Jhone wer descouered by Antonio 
Pereae, the Spanishe secretarey, and by the eamist 
sollicitiiig of K. PhiUpe, by Don Jhons secretarey^ 
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Escouedo, for some heauins in Biscay to be gronled 
him, from qnhence he might inwade Engiaiid with a 
nanej. Thesse heigbe intentions of Don Jhons 
made hes brother neglecte him, as one too am]»- 
tious ; so tbat he qpinly disoonred himselue to aU 
the woride, for qohilst he seimed to attend about 
-die perpetuall edicte of peace, he brecke out snd- 
dainly into opin warre; and by poUicey gate into 
his handes maney citdes and castells, and wreat wnn 
to the King of l^aine, that he thought it best ta 
subdew and ccmquer the lylands of 2iealand brfor 
the inwarde prouinces, (and belieuing that widi 
he houped,) endeuored to persuade him, by Escooe- 
do, his secretarey, that England was eassier to be 
conquered then Zealand. 

1578. 

In the begining of this zeire, 1578^ the Earies of 
Mortone and Mar, and tfaer firindes, snrprissed the 
eastell of Streuelmg, tohaue had the King out of it, 
quho was detained ther as a prissoner by the capi« 
tane, quhosse sone was killed in the surprisse of it^ 

Morton hauing againe engrossed bothe King and 
gouemiment in his anen hand, not regarding his as-* 
sociatts and the forme of gouemim^dt sett doune 
formerly; so that hauinge the King within the cas-* 
tell of StreueUnge, shote out and excludit quhom he 
pleassedji and admitted others at hb auen choysse.

wbenrith the other coonsdlers bring moued, did 
make choysse ci the Earle of Athole to be ther 
leader, asd made a proclamatione, in the Kings 
name, that all men aboue sexteine and wnder 60 
zeirs, should meitt in armes, with victnalls for 15 
dayes. Hier mett at the day appoynted, viz. the 18 
of Agust, this same zeire, maney, and widi display- 
ed baner marched to Faukirke, quher Morton with 
his firindsmett them redey to fight; bot Robert 
Bowes, the Englishe ambassador, by intrettey, and 
moueing honest conditions, keipt them from ioyning 
at that tyme. They had depicted on ther ensinges, 
*^ Captiue I am, liberty I craue ; our liues we shall 
losse, or that ze shall haue.'' 

About this same tyme, Ladey Margaret Douglas, 
Countesse of Lennox, neice to King Henrey the B, 
by his eldest sister, widow of Mathew, Earle of 
Lennox, grandmother to King James the 6, ouer* 
limng her 8 children, depairted to the ioyes of hea- 
uin in the 68 zeire of her age, and was solemly in- 
terrid at Westminister; a matron of worthey piety, 
patience and chari^. 

I can not omiett how that the Kling did, by his 
auen authority, call a parliament to meitt at Edin- 
bri^he, the 25 day of Julay, this same zeire, wiche 
was the first he held fred of a Regent. The first 
acte was a declaratione of the fireedome of said par- 
liament; the nixt was a ratificatione of the accepta^ 
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tione of the r^^iment in the Kings aoea persone ; 
as also ane aote of the ekotione and nominattone of 
of the Kings coimsaill; and Ijkwajes ane acte of 
exoneratione was granted to the heires of ^mqphile 
Johne, Earle of Mar, anent the kiplnng of his ma^ 
iesties persone within the c&stell of Striuilinge. In^ 
this parliament, ther was granted by the estaits 
10,000 merkes for the rqparatione of the bri^^e oner 
Tay, and a commissione concerning recognitione o£ 
landes within brughe. 

The 10 of Maij, this zeire, the castell pf Hamil-*' 
tone was demolished and castine doune, 1579^ 

One the 8^ of September, this zeire, the Lord Es- 
me Steuarte arriued in Scotland, and landit at 
Leith, to wisit his consin, the ICings maiestie. He 
was the sone of Johne Steuarte, the brother of 
Mathew, Earle of Lennox,, qpho was the Kings 
grandfather. He was Lord of Obigney, a tonne in. 
Berrey, wich, longe since, Charles the 1^ King of 
France, had giuen to the Lord Jhone Steuarte, of 
the fiuniley of Lennox, Constable of France^ qubo 
did most waUiantly defait the Englishe at Baugy}- 
since wiche tyme it ha.the ener belonged to the 
zounger sonnes of the housse of Lennox. To re*^ 
tume then to the Lord Esme, him the King recea^ 
ued and welcomid with all the demonstrations and 
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• 

expressions of kyndnes, made him of his priuey comi- 
saill, Grate Camberlaine of Scotland, and first creat- 
ed him Earle and therafter Duck of Lennox. This 
extraordinarey fauor of the Kings to him, made him 
the maine obieete of enway and wsuall disconrsse of 
the courte ; quho daylie murmured that he Was a fiir 
uoifer of the Ouissies, and of the Roman religione, 
and sent purposlie to Scotland, by secret and hid 
meins, to ouerthrow the protestant religione. The 
sn^itione was much incressedi that he was familiar 
with the aduersiiries of Morton ; and dealt to haue 
Thomas Ker of Phemeyhir^e recalled firosn exyle 
home, quho was of all others the most assurid firind 
to Qneine Marqr^ wich Morton by all meins oppos- 
ed. 

This same zeire, the 8 of Junij^ Monseur Lay-noy, 
a Prenchman, and Nicolas Thrcq^orton, are denay- 
ed all accesse to the King, being sent to him firom 
hb mother, and they ar forced to retume wnhard. 

The 29 of October^ this zeire, the Eling held a 
parliamelit at Edinbraghe, qdberin ther was maney 
good lawes enacted, both tot aduancement of the 
gospell, liberty of the chufche, and prosperity of the 
kingdome. In this parliament was his maiesties re- 
iiocatione of the earledome of Lennox made to the 
Lord Charles Steuarte, his vnckell, father to the 
Ladey Arabella, ratified. 

TOL. 1. 8 b 
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One die first of Jamui^dik laeare, 1580, Janes^ 
Douglas, Earle ofMosrUmfSametytxyt Regentof Scot-- 
loncl, was imprissooed in Edinbmgbe castell. The 
alledgit causse was the conceiiling the nmr&erm£Ae 
JQngs fidber ; and aboate the emA of this same 
jnountfae, lie was xemooed thenee to the castdl oT 
Dubritton* 

. James Stenarte, of the family of Ocfailtry, rupitane 
of the goavd, b j the pradisse of die nobiliQr and 
mmisters, raissed to gvate fiiuor with the King, onlj- 
to affitmt the Dock of Lennox ; bot die King did 
reconceill d^m. Quhen this way senied not, theft 
did tiiey procure him als much heotred at home bm- 
could be ; for, first they accusse him to Queine Eli«- 
;sabedi, as one sent oouerdy into Sootiand by the 
Gniees to shater the stait of peKgiane, toprocmpedie 
Itbertj of the imprissoned Quenie> «nd to dissolue 
the amety betnix JScodand and Englamd. He deiir* 
cd him$elae of all thesse imputations, by his letters 
wrcftdn with his auen liand to Queine Elizabeth, and 
iie opinly profcssed the protestant religion; bot of 
thise maftters Q. Elizabeth eamisdy debaitft witk 
her pruiey coonsaill. The resnlt of that dehait was» 
that Relwrt Bowis, diesanrer tat the gaiisone of 
Beruicke, came to £cotiand, from his mistris, to 
charge and challenge the Duck of Lennox wkk 
thesse things, befor the King and his counsaiU, and 
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to admonidie them to be warre of thesse imminent 
einells that tbrettned ther estait* He reqnyred first 
(being in presence of the King and Us counsaiU) the 
l>uck ofLenQoxtoberemonedyWiche was d^uiyed; 
and he reqnyred to show his instructions, wich he 
denayed to doe, sane to the King ore aney tuo more, 
and that prinatley > so he returned one hard* 

To excnsse the not giuing audience to the Englishe 
ambassador, Alexander Home was sent to Queine 
tHiaabethe, qnho was denayed accesse to her ; only 
he was put ouer to the Lord Buiieighe, quho with 
a werey laconicke and patheticke speiche showed 
him, that the Qneine did not thinke it good to ad- 
mitt him to her i^peiche or presence, not that shoe 
did neglecte him, quhom shoe had trayed to be 
sound in religione, and a man cairfuU for the good 
of his prince and oonntrey, and tranquilHtey of 
bothe the realmes ; bot out of a just greifie that her 
maiestie, and the crydit of her ambassador, quho 
was so contemptaosly wssed, quho had keipt htm- 
selue within the compasse and bounds ol his am- 
bassade^ and had beine commandit to show his 
commissione (wich was a thing neuer hard offe). 
Bot he caste all the &ulte on the new counsellers, 
and excuased the King, quho wanted experience 
through his young seires, and wished that he woldf 
giue eare wnto the quholsome and pn^table ad- 
uioes of Queine Elizabeth, quho did beare a trew 
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motherly mynd w»to him ; and not to make lesae 
accompte mi her then he did of his Frenche cousin^ 
and a subiecte to the Frenche Kinge, matched with 
a Frenche woman, and a papist in religion, and quho 
perhapes doeth seike, (said he,) the Hamiltons be- 
ing at this tyme banishte,. to be deseingd 2d presone 
to the King ; bot lett your Kling know (said he) that 
ther is no affection more vehement then ambitione, 
and lett the Scottes remember quhat broyles the 
Frenchemen had made in Scotland, if the Queine 
by her prudence and power had not prewented 
them. 

So Home was sent back without audience ; and all 
thesse thinges ware done a purpois to put the King 
in feare offe, and to make him beleiue that the Duck 
of Lennox had undertakin dangerous deuices and 
plotts aganiste him and his realme. 

1581. 
Queine Elizabethe, in the begining of Januarijv 
this zeire, 1581, sent her postmaster general, & 
Thomas Randall, to Scotland, with instructions to 
conserue the religione and amitey with England; 
and to labor all he could that no wiolence should be 
ofired to Morton ; to remoue Lennox out of Scot^ 
land, and to comforte the noblemen of the Englishe 
faction^ ^iie made eamist and diligent intretty for 
MoHon, all^dging his meritts towardes the Kinge^ 
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4he honor <rf'Queiiie EUzabeth, (if shoe so w&U d»- 
seruing should. haue a repulsse,) and the enuay of 
his accussers. 

The King anssurd him modestlie, that he could 
not^ .out of his princelie deutie, bot bring to trayell 
a man impeached of tressone ; and he did by ex- 
perience accknouledge the Queins good will, and 
that he wold not doe anney thing that might jusdie 
^dspleaae her by aney meines. 

Zet notwithstanding of the Kinges smouthe ans- 
Buer to the Englishe ambassador, Bandolphe, wpone 
the 9 4>f Maij, this same zeire, James, £arle ^ 
Jd orton, was brought out of Dunbartan castle to 
Edinbrughe, and being accussid for conceilling the 
£inges murther, by an assisse of his peeirs, he was 
found guiltey, and receaued sentence to losse his 
head at Edinbrughe crosse ; wich wes exeoit ^e 2d 
day of Jun^, this same zeire. 

The 28 day of October, this same zeire, the King 
calld a parliament, wichhdd at Edinbrughe ; 4]uher- 
jn, amongest.maney statutes for the weill of churche 
and stait herin enacted, the contrauersey betuix the 
tonnes of Perth and Dundie, anent the place of pre- 
oedencey in parliament was remitted by the estaits 
to the decissione of the royall broughes. Tbis par- 
liament lykwi^es granted a commissione for com- 
posing all debaittable matters betuix the Gordons 
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mad Forbesses; ts alscs Ae ptrliuueBi gnnted a 
preuiUdge of silk iDakumg to Robert Diduone. 

1582. 

The 88 of ^gaste this zeire, 15B2, tbe Kings ma* 
iestie, being in d»e castdl of RudiaeD, was keipt 
thcT, contrair his will, by WilUam, Lord BadnteB, 
and cextune odier noblemen, Us comjdkes, and 
wes constraind^ by a wanrand vnder hi$ ha&d, after 
tfaey had condacted bia tbence to Strevelinge, to 
charge tbe Dmcke of Lennox, then at Edinbrughe^ 
to d^airt thetfra, ather to the cartell of DalkeJth or 
of Aberbrotfa, witfaia24 houres; and within SO dayes 
to passe foorth of Scotland to France^ wader the 
paine of tresspne. One this charge, the X>acke do* 
paiited to -Glasgow^ ftcm thence to Dnnbartane^ 
and tben throoghe Snglaod to f^nnoe; qvbar it 
was thought he had gottin poymmef by the Ungruj; 
woriung of it, wichpropnrid his death in the mounth 
of Maij in the following zeire, 1583* After he cama 
to France, nather the King of France, nor set the 
nobility ther, nay nothes auen Xadey, gape him any 
respedef in that he bad ioyned himselae to thepnK 
testant religion in Scotland, Bftd had oommmicat 
widi diem.

Steuarty die Earle of Arrane^ (as he wold haue him-* 
selue called,) and cpmmitted him prissoner to th9 
ica^tle pf Dppleine, 

1588. 

This zeire, 158S, Queine Elizabeth sent her prin» 
cq)all secretarey, S^ Francis Walshinghame, anu 
bassador to K. James the 6, quho was then at St. 
Andrews ; he came to Edinbrughe weill attendit by 
diuersse Englishe noblemen. He depairted £din« 
brughe^ the 15 of September^ to Perth, quher he 
hade audience of the King, and remained some 8 
dayes ther, and then tooke his leiue of his Maiestie 
to returne home for England. That wich came to 
light of this ambassie, was anent diesse ardkells pro* 
posed by the Englishe Queine and copnsaill, to be 
ratified be&r Queine Marey could be sett at liberty; 
bot after Walshinghame had priuily eiqpostulat the 
bussines with the King^ thesse propositions did 
quyte euamshe» and her eplargement turned to 
^moke. 

This zeire, came Lodouick Steuarte, eldest sone 
to Amatus, Duck of Lennox» fitna France, and 
Jandit at Leithe, the IS day of Nouember, and im« 
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mediatly after Itii home cominge, Ardibald, Earle 
of Angu% was confyned a prissoner to Inuemesse. 

This same zeire, lykwayes, diuersse of the nobi* 
litie, the principall of quhome wer :

In the begining of the spring this zeire, 1584^ 
some of thesse that had fled wnto Irland, returned 
^^n a pacte betoix them and the Earle of Gourey, 
quho had a new againe conspyred to take the King; 
bot the King heiring therof, sent Colonell Steuarte 
to apprehend the Earle of Gonrey, quho lay at the 
heauin of Dundie, as if he had beine going out of

Abovt tUs saflM ^e^ the conqpisacies of Tk9^ 
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isas, Lord Pagett, Fnmds Throgmorton, and 
Charles Ammdaill, wer detected; tuo of them fled 
to France, and immediatly therafter Henry, Earle 
of Northumberland, and Philipe, Earle of Amm- 
daill, wer commandit to keipe ther honsses. Ther 
charge was comnninicatione with the Sootta Queine, 
Marey, by letters, how to inwade Eng^d^ by stran- 
gers, to liberat her, alter religione^ ■ and kill Q. Eli- 
zabeth. 

At this same tyme, the hotte heedit Spanishe am- 
bassador, Bernardino de Mendosa, was commandit 
to depairt England, for wioktbg the rights of ane 
ambassador, and partaking too deiplie in thesse con- 
spiracies ageaist the Queine. He departed to France, 
complaining that Tiolenoe had beine offired to him in 
England, aganist the preuilidge of ambassadors, and 
Jaw of nations. 

This same zeire, also, the King calls a parliament, 
to be holdin at Edinbmghe, the 28 of Mai), qnherin 
wer acted a radficatione of the dedaratione tuoching 
the proceidings aganist the King at Rnthuen; also 
A ratificatione of the prosecntione and punishment 
x>f the said rebellion, and a ratificatione of his maies- 
ties rettocatkme, with a cnmniasjone to coyne neu 
pices of gold; and ane i^robaticme of the lait lay 
money, coyned by acte of counsell,. aganist widi the 
people murmured extremly«

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broghe, the 22 ^y of AugiM^ liiis same xduce, lyk- 
wayes, quherin is f<»rsaulted :

Claude Hamiltoney Lord Arbrot)iey quho had 
liued an exyle in England about IS zeires, aAd hade 
returned home in Nouember this laste zeire, by the 
practisses of James Steuarte, (called the Earle of 
Airane) was chargit by ane heraidd to depairt the 
kingdome, wnder the paine of tredsone, this zeire, 
1585 ; and one the 8d day of Maij, he shipt at Dum- 
bartane for France. 

In the mounth of Junij, this zeire, ther came to 
the Kings maiesde, beinng then at Edinbrughe, ane 
ambassador from Denmarke, attendit by diuersse 
noblemen of that countrey ; his ambassie tendit to 
the negotiatting a marriage betuixe K. James and 
Ann% daughter to the Danishe King; widi, if it 
wer refussed, then was he instructed to demand the 
lies o£ Orknay and Zetland, conforme to a rener- 
sione granted to the Kinges of Denmark by K. 
James the 3d. 
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About this same Qrme^ the jdauge of pestilence 
raged extremily in Scotland^ qaberof maneytbon- 
sands of people deyed ; no shyre^ dtey^ lonne or 
willage being free <^it 

The 27 of Julay^r this zeire, Sr Francis Russell, 
sone to the Earle of Bedford, was killed one the bor- 
der of Scodand, by the Laird of Fhemiehlrst, 
Warden c^ the Scotfcs Marches. 

This same zeire, also, the banislrt Lordes retumd 
from England, and with fhem Claud Hamilton, 
Lord df Arbrothe, qnho had lined aneesyk now al- 
most 14 zeifes. Thir Lordes, with the asststance et 
tiher firindes heir, wich wer,

the King the proud and ambitious Earle of Arrana^ 
James Stewarte, qoho by his eoUraordiBarey crydk 
And pouer with the King, had cuissid banishe and 
ibr&ulte thesse lordes, barrona and gentlemen. Ap* 
rane was present with the King quhen the Lonka 
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Idoke it ; bot he nsmnily «scq>t by aea to France. 
He no fionner gaae^ hot incandnent therafter, the 
eaaiflfe of Edinhnighey quherof hewascapitane^oo- 
mitted to the cs»todej crf^the lAird of Ck>IdiiigkBowe89 
wasnoidred. Thelxnrdesimmediadjrconwayedthe 
King" to the toime of TJnlithgow, qvhcr they r&* 
named wBtiU the KingecallM apafUament; qnherin 
the faaill banisht Lc»rdes, widi dier frmdes and fol<- 
knmny had the acte of ther forfauhry repealled* and 
themselues againe restored to ther honors, dignities 
and reuenevs. This was done at the humble suit of 
almost the quhoU estaitea of the realme, a purposse 
to separat the King firon hia ambitious and leud 
nAnoOf the Eurle ai Airan* and hia ladey, a lasci* 
motts TiedDsd woowsh snd one Uiinderd of witch- 
erafte, and had made the King to negleete and vili- 
pend his nobility ; for he so qohoUy possesed the 
King^ that nothix^ was done m oonrte bot by him 
and his ladey ; wich did heighly ^casperat the no- 
l»lttey, to see the King possesk by tuo such mus- 
roomei^ that had arrisseB^bot zesterday almost firom 
the earthe» quho sought only ther auea prelenn«it# 
jMod that with the mine of the comcmwealthe. 

Q. Mizabetby this zeire^ held a parliionent at 
Westouster» quhenn the haiU members of pariia* 
meat tyed themaeliies in a band and othe of aAsoeia* 
tione, to maoteine wiA thar H«es and fertims ther 
Queine, and 4be lelbrmid prolwslant i^ligiooe* 
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The King calls a parfiament to be bdldin at Lin- 
Ihligow, the 10 day of December, this sBeire, qDherin, 
amongest maney other aetes, all leauges and bonds 
mad widiont the Kings consent are declared null ; 
abo the reuocation of the Kings propertie is ratified^ 
and ane acte of assent g^ranted by the estaits to his 
maiestie, for conchidmg of ane leauge with Elizas 
beth, Qneine of England, oflfensine and defensine, 
aganist all the enimies of the reformed protestani 
relig^one. 

IdSo* 

One the Id day of Januarij, this zeir^ 1686^ be* 
inug Wednisday^ Marey, Queine of Scodand, the 
Kings mother, Wes beheadit at Fodringhame castle 
in England, after shoe had remained 18 zeires a 
prissoner in that kingdome. 

One the 15 day of Maij, this zeire, the King beings 
at HcdyrudehoQs, conueind his haill nobility that 
had aney qnarrell one at ane other, qidier he solem- 
ly composed all th^ difierences, and in his presence 
made theitf imbrece one anie other, and drinke to-^ 
gider ; and to that end, that ^ hailt reahne mght 
take the better notice that this was his maiesties 
auen proper worke, he caussed them wsike tuo and 
tuo, in others handes, from Hdymdhousse palace 
to the croce of Edinbmghe, and the King himselue 
with them, quher they satt themselues doune at m 
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bug table, to & baoquett prepared for them by die 
dtegr; at wich ther was aokme expressions of ioy 
and reconciliatione) widi mutnall embraces of <me 
ane other; and his mi^, to crounethat dayes worke^ 
dnmke to them all peace and h^ipines. This re- 
eonciliatione of the nolnlitey and diuersse of the 
gentriBy, was the gratest worke, and hiqppiest game 
that the King had played in all his rainge heither- 
tills. 

1687. 

The King calls a parliament this zeire, 1587, to 
begin at Edinbni^^ the 29 day of Julij, in wich 
was a quholl vcdume of actes and lawes enactedibr 
gouemiment of churche and stait, forby thessein 
fiuiors of particular persons. The first acte was ane 
dedaratorey acte, that the Kings maiestie was 81 
zeirs oompleit, and so of perfyte age by the lawes of 
the land. 

The adoersariea of the trew protestant religione 
wer ordainid to be trayed and pmiished ; and the 
sellers and wenters of popishe bookes should be or- 
dred according to former lawes ; and aU molesters, 
troublers of kirke and kirke men should be seuerly 
punished. 

In this parliament was the temporalities of all 
churche benefices annexed to the croune, with some

Capitane James Steuart (quho called lumaoliie 
Earle of Arran) retuxnd from exyle».9d of DeceiD- 
ber, this zeire, hauingbeine out of the oonntrey sobmi 
8 zeires, euer since the Bead of Streoelinge. 

Ou the 17 day of December, this z^re, thejootiiiis* 
ters of Edinbrughe raissed the people in a tumult 
aganst some courteours, for wich the King deperted 
the toune to Perth, and ther citted the ministers and 
magistrats of Edinbrughe to compeir ; bcA tba Kingea 
goodnes, and the comon pursse of Edinbcv^ffac^ PM-.

and <me the 28 day of this same monnlhe, the said 
Earle was solcmly exocmunnnicat. 

One the 4 day of October,^ this zeir, Johne Mait-' 
knd. Lord Thiriestaine, Chanoeler of Scotland, de- 
parted this lyfie^ a resolute, leamid, wysse man, as 
ao^ in his tyme, quho had beine Chanceler of die 
realme some 10 zeires, from the pariiament of Lin- 
liftlif^ow 1585, to this zeire.

grate solemity £lizabethe» 

The King, in the begining of September ^ias zeire^ 
creats ColoneU Stewarte his leiaetenant aganist the 
rebells in the lies;, qoho departes firom Glasgow 
with a nauey of 12 8hi|q>es, and 5 regunents of 
footte. » 

The 17 day of December, this zeir^e, a grate tu^ 
mult was raissed in Edinbmghe, by the factious 
ministers and comons, aganist the Octauians. Some 
poore courtiers, far effeetoatting ther auen ends,, 
sturs vpe the ministers, quhom tbey had informed 
that the Oetauians had counselled the King to coun- 
tenance die Popische Lordes, and such as wer Ro- 
mishly diq)osed ; then, without more, was the Blue 
Blankit aduanced, and a factious citizen,- named 
Eduard Jhonston, becomes^ leader to the rable mul- 
titude and crayes, the suord ef God and Gedeon,^ 
aganist the courteoors, enimes to his- treuth. This 
tumult in Edinbrughe moued the King to remoue 
thence all the seatts of justice, and inhibit the exer- 
cisse therof in that toune, by his prodamationey the 
18 of this same mounth. The King sumonds-the 
prouest and balzies of Edinbrughe to take and ap« 
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prebend ther preachers and ministers, and exhibet 
them to justice, and caiisses diners noblem^i gaurd' 
the ports of the citey.

The Kings ma^, by 3 seuerall proclamations, the 
10 of Januarij this zeire, 1597, commands the Ses- 
sion to sitt at Perthe, the first g£ Februarij, and the 
prouest, balzies, deaoms of crafts of Edinbmghe, to 
enter ther persons in yard in Perth, that same day, 
ther to abayde trayell for ther tumultuos behauiours 
the IT of December last; and that aney minister 
that spekes aganist the King and his priuey coun- 
saill, be pulled out of the pulpit, and punished ; and 
the heirs that does not put this same proclamatione 
in practisse aganist them, to forfait to the King ly£fe^ 
landes and gudes. Bot for all thesse courte hosts, 
and proclamations of the Kinges, zet by ane other 
proclamatione, the 4 of Februarij, the Sessione was 
Gommandit to sitt in Leithe; and the 10 day of 
Marche, the haill counsaill and oommunitie of Edin- 
brughe wer denuncit rebells, becausse William 
Maule compeired not at Perth with the rest; and 
one the 22 day of this same mounth, the toune of 
Edinbrughe wer relaxed from the home^ and re- 
ceauid to the Kinges fauor, and the Sessione or^ 
dained to sitt ther the 15 of Maij therafter. This 
tumult cost them 30,000 merkes.

The 7 at October, this zeire, the Laird of Bao- 
deoche, to satisfie Queine Elizabeth for his takning 
William Kinmcmt out of Carleill castle, was by the 
King sent to England, to obey hirwm and pleasure; 
shoe WBted him courteously, and dismissed him ho- 
norably. 

In Nouember, this zeire, the Earle of Cassiles 
married the vidow of Chanceler Maitland. 

'Hie 19 day of December, this zeire, K. Ja: 6 held 
a parliament at Edinbrughe, quherin the acte of for- 
ISftultrey of the Earles of Angus, Huntley and Erole 
was rqiealld, and they restored to honors and es« 
taits ; and one the last day of this parliament^ An«- 
gus did beare the cronne, Huntley the scepter, and 
Erole the suord, from die pari: before the King, to 
the palace of Holyrudhousse. In this pari: the es- 
taits granted to the King, to helpe to defray his 
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diarge in Bmdiing ambasmdors to forrame pri&ces, 
200^000 merkes, to be payed befor the first of Ap« 
ptyle in the feUouing zeire ; to be payed as foUowes : 
100,000 merkes to be payed be the spiritiiall estait 
and clergie, 6,^6 and sex m^kes, 8sh. lOd. be the 
barrons a;nd freehalders, and SS^SSS merkes^ 4sb. 
6d. be the bunowes^ 

1598. 

The if <^ FebrHari) this eeke, 1598, was that 
memorable ecclips of the sane, comonly called tbe 
Black Saterday, quheron people of all sortes rsne to 
liie <diiirches to deprecat Gods wrath, supposii^ 
then the worlds last period to be at hand. 

The 12 of Marche, this zeire, the memorable Oe- 
nerall Assembly begud at Dundie, during wich the 
Queins brother, the Duck of Holsteine, arriued aft 
Leidi ; and in Maij therafter, he was solemly feasted 
by the toune <^ Edhibrughe; and one the 8d of 
Junij therafter, he shipt at Leith for his retume 
home, with a yoley of 100 grate shote of canon from 
the bulwarkes of Leith. 

On the 26 of Junij, this zeire, the Kings maiestie 
conweind the estaits of l3ie realme at Edinbrughe, 
in wich conventione I find only thesse 8 actes to 
be condiMfit : — 

Imprimis, That id! deadly leads be reconcefiBd 
andaggried. 
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2(L Anent thesse that wer denuncit his maiestiea 
rebells for slaughter. 

S(L Acte in fauors of the 9 barrons that had takia 
the Ues in few from his mat)«. 

4. That Monday be a daj of recreatione free 
from worke* 

5* That no man speake for the JjBiiA of Jhon* 
ston, nor haue aney dealling or communicatione with 
him* 

60. The Earle of Angus made Leiuetenant of the 
Borders.^ 

7o. That the debt auen be his maiestie to Tho- 
mas Fowiils, be payed in sex zeirs, viz. 80,000 merkes 
zeirlie. 

8o. The Bischope of Glasgow restored to his 
liuing of the Archbischoperick of Glasgpw, and ta 
the temporality therof. 

In the mounthe of Agust, this zeir, at a hunting 
one the borders, the Englishe inwadit the Scotts, 
killed 6, and tooke 40 gentlemen prissoners. 

A conventione of the estaits holdin at Edinbrughe, 
the last of October this zeire, in wich it was resolued 
by the estaits >— 

First, That none presume to resait nor intertaine 
Jesuitts* 

2do. Aganist such as wer at feeid with others, and 
wold not conmiunicat, bot made that ther pratext to 
esschew the sacrament. 
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So. That a table and roll of the contemptuous 
homers and rebells, be fixed one the mercat crosse 
of die head brugh of eache shjn^e. 

4o. Forraine cojne inhibit to haue coursse as it 
formerlie had widiin this kingdome; viz. the Frenche 
croune at 3 lib. 4sh. ; the Englishe teston at ISsh. 
4d.; the Spanishe reaU of 8, at 43sh. 4d. 

1699. 

This zdre, 1599, begins with the nuptialls of tuo 
of the Lord Elphingstons daughters ; one of them 
married to Johne, Earle of Sutherland, and the 
other to the Lord Forbes, at Edinbrughe, in the 
mounth of FebruaErij. 

In the General Assembly haldin at Montrois, this 
zeire, the 20 of Marche, sex ministers wer chosen to 
be one the secret counsaiU, and to haue woyce im 
parliament. 

In Julay, this zeire, Kinkead of Warristone, a 
gentleman neire Exlinbrughe, was murthered by his 
wj^e, for wich shoe was beheadit at die Cannow- 
gat crosse; and her nursse was brunt at the same 
tyme, quha was ane actor in the bussines. 

About diis same tjrme, die Laird of Carmicfaell, 
tpho was Warden of the Borders, was murthered 
the 16 of Junij, by the Armestranges and Car- 
ieills. 

The 5 day of Agust, this zeire, the Kings maies- 
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tie esciq^ed the tredieroiis and bloodie handed of 
JhoBe, Earle of Gourey, and dfhes brother Alexaiw 
der, quho had inwitted him to Perth lo se a gract^ 
tressure they had Sound ; they wer hotk Utled by 
Jhone Ramsay, one of his maiesdes ptge% and 
Thomas Erskyne, and th^ iomocent Kingpr^aemed^ 
Newes of tiais conspiraecy coBii]:^ to SdiiAxru^M 
one the morrow, the 6 day, that the King had es* 
caped this bloodie plot, ther was grate expressions 
o£ ioy omcMigest all sortes of people, by shotting 
of canongy ringing of bells wa4 bone^es; im4 
the 

£arle of Montrois, I^. Qitancelerf 
Lord Elphinston, Thefaii«u*er, 
Sr Ja: Elphu^ston, Secreatr^, 
S^ Dauid Mnurmy, C<MBptn)Uer, 
& Jo: Prestone, Cdleotor^ 
with a grate maney of the nobility, senators of th^ 
Cc^Iedge of Justice, and priuey counseUerSf went 
all of them to Edinlmighe crosse, and h^rd Mr Da* 
uid lindeaay dedair the bussines to the people in a 
werey eloquent o^^ation; widi no souner fiaisbedy 
bot all of th«B, one ther kneeisi with lifted vpe 
handes to heauin, gaoe God humble and hearty 
thaokes for his raaiesties hcftlthi aauetey aadd^ijui^ 
rey out c^so grate danger. 

The 11 day of Agust, being Mcmday, the King; 
came to Leilh, quher he was melt by multitsdes of 
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fe&fie ia «rme% quho i^teodk kim to Edinbrai^ 
with grate tcdatmadoiid of io j, imd sett hifli dovae 
at tbe croce^ wkh wes ridily oouered with cloth of 
gokl^ aad haid a sermoa, pr echead by Mr Patridt 
Galloway; his text was out of the 124 Psal: quheritt 
he at leath declared the haiU circumstaiiceB of 
Oouriea ti^esion, from poynt to poynt$ wich rela^ 
tiofte (rf'Us, the Kings maiesty testified by hesaueft 
mouthe and wordes, to all the people to be most 
irew. Oidy 6 ministers^ via: 

Mr Robert Brace, 

Mr James Balfour, 

Mr William Vatsone, 

Mr Valter Balccmquell, 

Mr AoneHall, 
quho wold not beliue aud affirmc the Kings deckura* 
timie of Gouries ccHispiracey, altho they had hard 
from his maiesties auen moutbe ; they wer, wnder 
the paine of death) discharged to preache, or to 
ceme near Edinbrugh, or within 10 myles to his 
nmiesties courte, and that by oppin proclamatioBe ait 
the crosse df Edinbrughe. 

By prpckmatione^ the 18 dssy of Agust, the haSl 
name of Rutho^ wer inhibit to come neire the 
Ki^ or conrt, within 10 myles, wnder the paine <^ 
tresflone ; and on the 28 of this same mounth, thre 
of the Earle of Gouries senxan^ wer execute at 
Fmkf Ht Thcmas Cfi^st<Hi^ Geoigt Cndgmgelt, 
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and one Barrone; lykwayes the haill firindes» tatorsi 
curators and children, pretending aney right to the 
earledome of (jourey, wer snuiond to compeir befor 
the parliiunent, calld to the first of Nouember, this 
zeire. 

In September, this zeire, his maiestie oonunandit 
the 5 day of Aguste, for euer hdrafter to be l^eipt 
aa ane holy day, with preaching and prayer, and 
fhantes giuing for hes maiesties preseruatione fram 
the tressone of Gourey, his brother and complii^es* 
This was followed hy a prodamatipne of the 9 of 
October, charginng all them of the name of Ruth* 
uen to passe out pf the oountrey, in espedall, Alex- 
ander, wnckell by the father to the said Earle of 
Gourey, and his tuo brothers ; and. one the 15 day 
of Nouember, they, with ther seruants and dependers9 
wer all for&jiUted ; and the same day, S^ Thomas 
Erskyne was created Loid of Dirltone, Jhone I(am- 
nay and Heu Harreis knighted, and S^ Thomas 
Erskins footeman made a gentleman ; and, to con^ 
clud the last acte of all this tragidey, the 19 of this 
same mounthe the bodies i;^ Gourey and his brother 
wer draged throi^e the streitts ol Edinburghe, to 
the gallows, and hangett and bouUed, and ther heads 
sett one tuo iron pins one the pinackells of the comon 
jayle of Edinbrughe, with this sentence, ther to stand 
till the wind did blow them offe. 

The 20 day of Nouember, the Queine was brought 
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to bedof asoneat Dumfennlinge; lie was cbristned 
Charles, the 28 of December foUoumg; and one 
the day ol his christning, by the Eang his fiither, 
he was created Lord of Azdmanoche, Earleof Ross, 
Marques of Qrmond and Duck of Albaney. And 
within sex dayes therafter, his maiestie made a grate 
feast to his nobility and Lords of his priuey counsaill ; 
and to honor the feast the more^ he created the Lord 
JLeuingstone, Earle of Linlithgow; the Lord Setton, 
Earle of Vinton ; and the Lord Cessfurd, Earle of 
Aoxbrughe; and sundrey gentlemen he knighted : 
and after the banquett was serued in, the haill 
canons of the castell wer too seuerall tjmes dis^ 
i^harged. 

1600. 

The King^lnaiestie, by die adwisse of his counsaill, 
by prodamatione of the 15 Januarij this zeire, 1600, 
ordannid 12d. Scottes to be payed to the King one 
eurey pynt of wyne sold in tauems. 

A conuentione of the estaits holdin at Edinbrughe^ 
the 12 day of Febmarij, this zeire, quherin the es- 
taits granted 20,000 crounis for defiraying the Earle 
of Marrs .charges, quho was sent by his maies* 
tie extraordinarey ambassador to Elizabeth, Queine 
of England, with a wer^ gnt^ traine.

The 2T of Appvyle, Jamea Woode, dUeat sone t# 
the Laord of BoBnetoune^ in Angasshyre^ was be» 
heacEt at the crosse of Edmbm^he^ for bredmg opia 
the gattea of the houase of Bonetone^ and taking 
thence hes fiuliera charter kist* 

The 15 of Maig, thia^eire, in tlia OeneraU Aa- 
sembley haldin at Bmnt-lylandy the Kk^ msk 
icsde, after ane doqnent oratioBe had to them, la 
presence of God, azid h^for them all, he aolemfy 
woued to doe justice to all Ids subiectes withoute re* 
specte of persons, of qnbalsomeuer degi^ or qiia» 
litey. 

The sDow couered the face of the ground, iidi 
;seire^ from the 1 of Nouember in the preceidiiig 
zeire, till the 1 day of Maij thia zeire*

The 18 day of Febmari) thb adr, IMl, th« 
Queine was brought to bed of her Sd aone at Dm»* 
fermling, and wes christned^ the 2d day of Ma% 
Roberte. The Kkig his fiither that aame^dff^'cieated 
him Lordof Annerdftill, Earle of Carrick, Marqaea 
of Vigtone and Duck of Kintyre. He da|Htftad thaa 
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lyffe at DumfermliQig, the 87 day of Maij, and was 
iiiterrid ther. 

The 18 day of Non^nber, this zeir, the Kmg^ bj 
ii3 proclamatioQey commandit that all ofe the wax^ 
naaie of Ruthuen should cfa«^ tber amnames, and 
that none p£ then diould a|^oche neirer his per^ 
sooe or courte than 10 myks, wnder the paine of 
lareasscHie^

llie Lord Maxswoll, that had beine a prisoner in 
Ihe castle of Edinbr^hei made hes escape from 
thenc^ the 12 of Jannari) this adure, 1608; and 
aoe the 17 day of the same monnth^ ther issewed 
ftirth a proclsB9i»alimie after him, hkhibitdng all his 
Baiesties lodges to resaitt^ harbour, or gioe an^ 
intertamiiBent to him, nmder the paine of tresseoie. 
. The 9 of Febmarij, this same zeire^ the Laird of 
Mack-gregor, with 400 of his name and kinred, en* 
ters the countrey oi Lennc^ q>oyks it, and kills 
abone 200 men, woomen and children ; vsing all the 
actes of hostilitey Uiat a aerciles and barbarous eni** 
mey could doe. 

The 18 day of this same aounth, the )l&rquea ot 
Hantley was reponceiUed to the E^arles of Argjde 
wd Murray, and ^&t freindea. 
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1608. 

One Thursday the 24 of Marche this zeire, 160S, 
about tuo a clocke in the mominge, deyed that fa- 
mous and renouned Queine, Elizabeth, Queine of 
England, France and Irland, at her manor of Rich- 
mond, in Surrey, about the age of 70 zeires ; after 
shoe had rainged 44 .zeir.es and 5 mounthes, with 
some odde dayes. Her corps was priuiley conuayed 
to Whithall, and ther remained tQl the 28 day of 
Appryie; and then wer royaUy interred at Vest- 
minster. 

This same day 4hat Queine Elizabefh departed 
this lyfie, the nobility and priney counsellors of Eng- 
land prockumed Jaxaea the 6, King of Scotland, 
King of England, France and Irland, Defender of 
the Faith, &c. at deuin a clocke at Whytehall, and 
in the citey of Londcm, at Cheapesyde Crosse. 

The 27 of this monnth, being Saturday, the por- 
tons sone of B^nicke cam to his ma^^ at Holyrud- 
housse, with the )ceyes of Beruicke. 

The last of Marche, the most pairt of the nobQi- 
tqr, with sewin noblemen of Ekigknd, and his ma- 
iesties secretarey of estait, the Lord Balmerinoch^ 
came to Edinbrughe croce, the Secretarey read, and 
Sr Dauid Lindesay of Mont, knight, Lyone King 
of Armes, proclaimed K. James the 6, K|ng of Scot- 
land, England, France and Irland, Defender of the 
Faithe. 
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The Sd of Appryle this zeire, being the Sabath 
day, his maiestie came to the grate kirke of Edin- 
brughe, quher he made a speiche to the people, in 
presence of the noblemen of England that wer pre- 
set at that tyme, and ther soleml^ promissed, that 
since he neides behoued to leaue them and goe to 
England, zet he wold not faill euerey three zeirs 
once to wisit them, and hes wther good subiects of 
Scotland. 

The 5 day of Appryle this zeire, being Tuesday, 
his Kiaiestey tooke hes iomey for England, with the 
teares and lamentations of his pec^le, and entred 
Beruick the 6 of this same mounthe, qnher he stayed 
3 dayes, and so forward by eassier jomeyes. He en- 
tred London the 7 day of Maij, this same zeire. 
His progress is at lenth sett doune by Stow in his 
Analls. 

The 10 day of Junij, this zeire, Qbeine Anna, to- 
^der with her eldest sone. Prince Henrey, tooke 
ther iomey for England; and the day after them, 
the Princesse Ladey Elizabethe tooke iomey. The 
Lordes of the priuey counsell of England had sent 
to attend the Queine at Beruicke, and acconq)aney 
her to London :

About this tyme^ the Lord Mount-ioy retufnev 
firom Irland, and with him the famous rebell (that 
keipt England so longe worke) Heogfae Oneale^ 
Earle <^ Tyrone, qubo was admitted to the Kinges 
fanor, by tba JLoxtl Dqnities moins, and pardoned^ 
and proclamatione (tf^ the 7 of Jamj, the said Earle 
of Tyrone was restored, and order ginen for his ho-* 
norable wssage. 

In this moimth of Jmuj, diners ambassad<Mrs firom 
forraine princes cam to his maiestie} to congratulat 
his acces to the croune of England; naralie, from 
the Prince Elector Pala^me; from tlie Estaits of 
Holland cam Secretarey Bamewelt; from the Arch- 
duck Albert, and from the Frenche King came 
Monseor de Rosney, Grate Thesaurer of France. 

King James, at this same tyme, sends the Earle 
of Rutland ambassador to Denmaike, to assist at the 
christning <^ the said Kinges sime; and to present 
the said King with the order of the Oaitar. 
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The S5 cf JTuIayi bdng Monday, K. James and 
Qaeine Axma wer togidder solemley crooned and 
anoynted at Wcftnrinster, (by Jolm Wbytcgift, 
ArcUnsdiopeof Canterbnrrey,) K. and Queine of 
England, Fiance and Irland* 

The 2d of October, this zeire, die notorknii 
theiffe and rebell, AUaster Mack-^regor, Laird of 
Glenstrae, quho had escaped the Laird of Ark- 
indlesse handes, was taken by Archbald, Earle of 
Argyle, quho (befor he wold zeild) had promissed 
to him to conwoy him saue out of Scotts ground ; to 
performe wich promisse, he caused some seruants 
cbnwey him to Berwicke, and be southe it some 
mylles, and bring him backe againe to Edinbrughe, 
quher he was hangit, with maney of his kinred, the 
20 day of Januarij, in the following zeire, 1604. 

In Nouember, this zeire, the Lord Cobhame, the 
Lord Gray, S' Walter Raleighe, Gerwasse Marke- 
hame, with the 2 prists, Watsone and Clercke, 
ther tressone was discouered, and they apprehendit, 
indicted and arraiaid at diuers places. The heads 
quherone they wer accussed was cheifflie, 

L Conspyring to kill the King; 

2. To raisse rebellione ; 

S. To alter religione ; 

4. To subwert the estait; 

5. To procure inwasione by strangers. 

All of them hauing receaued sentence of death, and 
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bemg in the place of ex^catioiie, red^ to lay doune 
tber heades, recened paraon and mercej from the 
King, except the tuo prists, Wats<Mie and Oerck, 
ringleaders of that conspiracqr, quho wer execnt 
29 Nouember; and George Brook^ the Lord Cob- 
hames brother, was bebeadit the 5 daiy of Decern* 
ber, at Winchester. 
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
